| B proftrate 
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proſtrate vnder the throneof the great Cham called Dom- 
nus dominantium, and Rex regum, ſpreadeth it ſelfe with ſo 
large embracings, that it extendeth from the northren 
Obba, or if fou will Tanas , which falleth into the great 
Euxinum, euento the cafterne ſea ; ſometimes ſurnamed 
the Atlanticke , whole vaſt lappe is almoſt filled with a 
fry of [lands,all Idolaters, mp of them enemiesto 
ſtrangers, bur eſpecially Chriſtians. 

It begirteth thoſe Countries formerly called, and many 
times ſtill collat&tally named, Scithis, Sarmatia, Albania, 
Teccomansall, Sumongoll, Mercat, Metrit, the vaſt deſerts of 
Lop, Tangus, Cathais, and Mangia, fo that ſhouldring all 
the Northren ſhore ofthe Caſpian, it runneth along with-

writeth almoſt a whole booke , ſhewing that the varietie 
of Nations'vnder _— Empire, gaue ſundry names 
vnto the vaſt body ofthis high-looking, and high-ſprea- 
ding heape of carth and ſtones : as in the firſt footing you 
haue heard before : afterward in his larger body he is cal-

by the priuate hands of women, which allo happened to 
theſe inſulting Dames themſclues , who grew ſo-proude 
by reaſon they ſuppoſed the Goddeſle Dzana to prote& 
them, or that ſome ſupernaturall influence made their 
proſperitie immoueable, that they not onely conſpired a-

tits ouer others. : Butamongf many hundreds, none os. 
tained ſormuch'ar che hands'of hiſtory and report, as 
Barkaand Allzu both named Emperors at one time. For 
when many battailes had filled the fieldes' with the car- 
kaſles of as afands , the people” weary of ſuch 
fla ey themſelues amazed ar the crueltie; it 
was conchided: berweene them to'diuide the Empire, 
hauingindeed a world 'of ground to ſatisfie ten Emperors: 
but ſome Authors are willing to maintaine, that they 
ſcorned ſach partition, and ſo in a tioble combat" deci- 
ded the controuerſie themſelues, till the Controuler of 
men and kingdomes made Barks triumphant , who in the 
next laftram ofhis goucrament had by the beaurifull Tay- 
taraa ſonne for his mothers ſake named the Author of 
Peace, and proclaimed beſides Barks Tarterwus : fo that 
when he leauing three ſonnes behinde him, gaue them al-

The Ieſuites haue raughtthem to baptize infants in ſome 
places, and to faſt, wherein they are now tedious obſer- 
uants ( as barbarons people are beſt maintainers of cu- 
ſtomes and ceremonies) and they vie the {igne of the 
crolle, butit is where they are enforced by the yo" ga- 
 riſons, 
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riſons, otherwiſe, what I ſpake before of China : for all 

their (ilkes, clothes of gold,delicate beds, houſes of canes, 

Serpents, Elephants, precious ſtones, minerals, pearles, 

pertumes, drugs, ſpice, ſweet wood, barkes of trees, ſhels, 

nuts, and other things ofeſtimation, I may with a Chriſti- 

nn-like ſorrow amplifie, concerning their turpitude and 

morolity. As for their cities, euery one would affoord a 

ſtory, and I am vnwilling torunne into theerrour of fifti- 
on or miracle, conlidering your beſt Coſmographers haue 

onely extended the relations of others, and belides the va- 
_ of contradifting one another, would now be amazed 
to {ee ſo bewtifull a tace of many countries, which they 

left moſt glorious,lo deformed : and ſo vnpleaſant a coun- 

renance, as they imagined, ſo1illuſtrious and exalted. 

And thus much for that part of 4fia, who are all Idola- 
ters, barbarous,inhumane,treacherous, haters ofſtrangers, 
and ſo remote from the happineſle I would relie vpon, as 
my ioy exceedeth tor not being anatiue amongſt them.

The Perfianis nobly 
minded, liberall, ſociable,and farre from affetation. The 
Turke is dogged, proud, ſparing, and contemptuous, as 
not knowing either conſanguinity,neighbor-hood, or any 
thing but the name ofa ſlaue.

now forgotten, asif the [wet of abrow were wiped away 
with a cloth. Laſt of all, his Baſhawes will bring you to 
Buda & Belorade, and aftright you with arelation of Hny- 
aries troables, aſſuring you, that it knoweth not her firſt 
pron but calleth the Tuwrke a conqueror in many things. 
Yea the Princes of Poland, Tranſiluania , Sclanonia, and 
others, with whom he hath contraRed a pacification, are 
yet vncertaine of his dammings in, and hauea fearefull 
care; leſt he ſhonld breake downe his encloſures, and like 
an invndation indeed burſt vypon them vnawares. 

His principall Cities are Trebiſond, Anafia, Babylon : or 
if you will but the ruines of confuſion : Taur gotten 
from Perſia : Mccha famous forthe hiſtorie and buriall of 
Mahomet : Gran Cairo in times paſt Memphis, of late new 
: Babylon,expoling the oftentous workes of the Pyramides : 
but now you can wonder at nothing, but heat, duſt, flut- 
tithnes, and the mortalitie of a 1 00500 in a yeare,when 
the peſtilencerageth amongſt them : Mexandr:;: boaſting 
of her Fontnder, and thar ſhee is the porter to }<t you en- 
terthe dores of Niles: . Alper lifting vp the heid of a 
ſtrong Caſtle, and caring to publila, how the Eraperor 
Chatlerthe fifitoPt his Nauie before het: and 7745 the 
Pytr of old Carthaze;) andhow tefuge of all the Englith

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Pirates: Shall I come backe againe and tell you of 4ers-

Aleppo, which would faine be old Antioch, yea dare from 
the mouth of ſome Authors publiſh, the antiquities of 
Niniuie : The {euen Churches of 4fia renowned for for-

ſticke : Rhodes pvatng for the pulling in peeces the 
Coloſſus of braſſe , which named the whole Iland Collo- 


' cenſes, and loaded 790 Cammels after he departed from 


the liege: MYNicoſia, Paphos, and Famageſia, all Cities of 
Ciprus,and almoſt fretted a peeces to thinke, that the Ye- 
netians loſt them ſo aulely, and vnfortunately : The 
few Cities left of Europe - the poore harbours of Aſia 
minor : the port townes ofthe lands: the two caltles of 
The Helleſpont, reducing to your memorie the miſfortunes 
of Hero and Leander , whom the townes of Ceſtos and 
Abidos bewailed, & the principall place of all his reziance 
Conſtantinople, called Stanbole, or the Beautiful ; and ex- 
traordinarily graced with the denomination and conue- 

niencie of the ſacra porta. | 
His riches conſiſt in commanding the lands, bodies, - 
and lives of all his ſubiets : For firſt his owne nation cal- 
led the Mu//elman laboureth in all buſineſle ro increaſe 
his rreaſurie, and pay himan yeerely ex!rado : the coun- 
man is a drudge, and tilleth the ground to maintaine 
his officers, who diſtribute to the people, as he appoin- 
reth : the Chriſtians maintaine his Saxſacks, and Tima- 
griots; and all. his 7aniſaries and fouldiers being the 
ſonnes of Chriſtians are payed,and haue their falary hy 
F is -- 
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gold from all the world, and filleth his Harbours with 
ſuch commodities,asthe earth affordeth, and the Iew ſup- 
plieth his wants in ſuch a manner, that he neither lackerh 
pearles, diamonds, and pretious ſtones, nor any thing 
which the earth affords to fringe the skirrs of Meſtic 
with extraordinary pompe and brauery. But if you 
will aske me in what manner Fortune attended thus to 
apparell, and ſet him on the ſtage of ſuch magnificence, 
as neuer Emperor,or Monarch could dreame on before ; 
with all their tyrannous inventions beſides? I will thus 
reda& ſome occurrences of former times to helpe your 
memory. 


The ſtorie of the Oraomans. 


Afout the yeere of Grace 1300. to our greater dil- x7; 


his Exchequer and treaſarie : the Merchant bringeth him

grace, did Othemanus the ſonne of Lich ſtep before queſ 


other families, as if he were adopted the darling of ſuc- 
ceſle, and in his fathers behalfe = 2g iuriſdi&tion ouer 
Bithinia, Cappadocia, and moſt part of Pontus. His ſuc- 
ceſlor Orchanes conquered the great Citie of Pruſia, and 
made it the Citie of his Kingdome , and ſear of his inheri- 
rance: butinthe 22 yeare of his progreſle he was killed 
by the Tartars, andlett his ſonne Amzarahto ſucceed both 
in his honor and familie ; who perceiuing the diflentivn 
of the Greekes, and diuilion of the Empire againſt the re- 
mainder of the Romans, ſpent nottheaduantage which 
he tooke at the ſame, withour a gfeat ſatisfaction. For 
with the water that draue the mill he drowned it, and in- 
uited as a gueſt to this banquet of combats became ma- 
ter of the feaſt ; or rather reſembled the viper, which 
deſtroyed 
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d:ſtroyed the mother that brought it forth : ſo he admit- 
te] as auxiliary for another, at left made aconguett for 
himſelfe,of Gallzpols, Cherſoreſws, Pelnponeſics,Philc29po!'s, 
Hadrinopolis, Seruia, Bulgariz, and Mila: But aft2r 23s 
yeares convullion of the Grecian glory, and his owne 
ihouldring into the throng of magniiicent renowne, he 
was ftabd with a dagger, and fo gaue way to his ſonne Ba- 
7azet to hil-the chaire of his imperiouſnes : He began 
well,attaining Phocss, Macedonia, and moſtpartof Thracta, 
had not fortune kept hima litle from infuiting, and tript 
vp his heeles cuen 1n the race of his triumph': For with 
the loſle of 200000 Turkes againft rhar valiant Tamber- 

lane, he allo loſt his freedome, and how he died, cnr fta- 
_ ges haue inſtructed Mechanicall men : Yet did Calepi- 
24s his ſonne in the meane while take vp the colours of 
dehance,and forbearing the reuenges of Afia,wrecked his 
anger on Siiſmond of Europe, and determined to ouer- 
runnethe other territories of Hungary, and the Empire; 
but proſperitie was not ſo attendant. For erc'lix yectes 
had enlarged the branches of this ftrange ſpreading tree, 
the axe was put tothe root, and as in Danes vilion, Na- 
_ buchadnezar tell to the earth : but his ſtump ſprung azaine, - 

and: Mahomet his ſonne in imitation of his tathers pro- 
greſſe, ſet forward his owne iourney, winning Walzchia, 
Sclatonia, all the borders of the 1onian fea, and made 
Anarianopolis the ſtore-houſe of his hon6ur, wherein for 
I 4 yeere he heaped vp ſuch ornaments of Mars and Bel- 
lona,that he terrified the Emperor of Germanie, and all 
the confederate Princes of Italy. Preſently followed 
Amarath the ſecond, and filled vp his inventory with 
Epirus, Atolia, Achais, Beotia, Attica, and Theſſclonica : 
r wh ſubie to the Yenetians, now Salcriica, andthe gu) bo 
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of Napeli, running vp by acorner of N/ , in times 
hog Now De Shoes the endaadinny 
the ſchooks of 4thess, and on a fatallday,a day of pt- 
niſhment and terror, a day of iudgementand vnan{we- 
rable accounts,the 29 of ay 1452. brought ſach a reck- 
ning before Conſtantinople, that thee forteited her liber- 
tic, and was compclled to pay the amercement, norhad 
lhee time with the politicke ſteward to alterthe bills of 
the debrers, whereby he prouided againſt future wants: 
But when-Corinth, Lenmos, Meteline, Capha a towne belon- 
ging to the turiſdiction of Genoa, and many other lands 


vnderſtood of her araignement, and percetuingthere was + 


no conteſting with this ſcuere indge ot affiſe, they rooke a 
courſe of proſtitution, and yeelded both homage and tc- 
altiez to which they were the rather induced , becauſe 
Trebiſond firit led the way of expeRation for mercy, and 
gaue him leaue to continue in pompe , and glorious eſti- 
mation 32 yeeres. After him Bazazet the fecond ob- 
tained Naupact, Methon, and Diriachum from the Yeneti- 
ans ; then went he to make a contra with fortune for the 
moſt part of Dalmatiaand chopghe to haue bargained for 
Auſiria : but it ſhould ſeeme the conditions were very 
intricate, and ſomething interpoſed it ſelfe.. For an en- 
- uious hand poiſned his body, as ambition had done his 
minde, which was imputed to his ſonne Zelimzns, who 
moſt vanaturally made him away with excuſe of Alexan- 
ders emulation againſt his father Philip, when he told him 
his enterpriſes were {o great, that he would leauchim litle 
to doe : yer itfell out to them both otherwiſe. For Alex- 
ander (et forward the conqueſt of 4fia : and Zelmmus.of 
. Affricke, wniting Cairo, «&g1pt, Alexandria, and Damaſcus 
ro the Empire. But now you muſt looke vpon the wan- 
D con 
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ton of fortune, euen Solymanthe magnificent, who ſtep- 
ped backe againe inro Ewrope, and reached at Belgrade -, 
Buds, and Strigonium, with ſo forciblea ſtrength, that he 
pulld them from the {ides of a louing mother,and left the 
reſt of Hungarie mourning at the cruelty : yet deliſted he 
not ſo. For he vanquithed Rhodes, pulling the Coloſſns 
and wonder of the world in peeces ; to which he added 
the deuaſtation of the hue Churches, and 1#la: but com- 
ming to Zzethis was there arrefted with an imperious 
eiettione firma from the commander of Kings, and fo 
died. But his ſonne Zelimnus the ſecond, lined, and 
raigned, vntill Ciprus fell from the Yenetians t 570. like a 
ſtone pull'd from a ruinous wall : yet being looſe before, 
it did notmuch endanger the foundation. For preſently 
followed the batrell of Lepaxto, wherein theſe Italian con- 
federates played the worke-men indeed, and a little reſto- 
red both their reputation and loſſes. Thus was Amurah 
the third left the great Lord of Lords, ouerlooking the 
moſt part of Exrope, the Weſtof Afia, and the North of 
Africke, but more proud ofthe old Sinan, Baſhaw, and the 
Ciealas : the one his Admirallat ſea, the other Yiceer of his 
army : thenthe conqueſt of any one Kingdome, becauſe 
through their induftry che honour of the Empire flouri- 
ſhed, and yet he might follow his pleaſures. But being a 
corpulent man, he preſumed ſo farre,that luxury & incon- 
tinency oucrgorg'd him in the feeding. For, Nihil wiolen- 


tum perpetuum, and lo his lamp was extinguithed, leauing , 
his ſonne Swultanus Achmat the firſt of his name, and foure-

lewi itying , as m his lace appeare. 
The Sabbath, Eues are finals nd celebrated ac- 
cordingly;circumciſion is added to their baptiſme both in 
men and women, vnto which they arenot admitted, vn- 
till 40. daies, and then the three perſons of the Trinity 
haue areuerent exaltation, and the Euchariſt is admini- 
ſired by cuſtome ar the fame time according to the cre- 
dit of the Greceke Church, which they reſolutely confirme 
to haue priority before the Latine : their names are all 
fignificant, and the religion ariſeth from a certaine booke, 
which they confidently maintaine was approued by the 
Synode of the Apoſtles , congregatedart eruſaley. The 
very common people hane plurality of wines, according 
ro their ſufficient ability to ſupport their eſtates, and con- 
tent their deſires, ſuffering diuorſes either for naturall im- 
perfeRions, or iuſt cauſes of incontinencie : but ſuch men 
and women thus ſcandalized are debarred intermedling 
with ſpirituall matters 3 ſome ſay not admitted into the 
Church atall. Their Nobility are in great eſtimation,and 
'* accordingtoattions correſpondent to their profeſſed ver- 
. tuepreſerucethe wealth , and credit of their CE 
cir 
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Their greateſt Cities are few jn number, but ſuch as ſtand 
© by the fea ſhoreareo good ) and eminencewith 

fſtupendous Caſtels and workes of antiquity. The com- 
mon heape of houſes are poore, {luttiſh, all on the ground, 
open, without chimnics,and futable co the diſperſed man- 
ner oftheir. villages.” Ia all the Empire is no money, bur 
pure gold : ſalt and are 'excellent marchandize 
through 4fricke: but bere ſo richly valued, that ſlanes are 
redeemed with them : but the commodiies ofthe Coun- 
trey ſoone and ealily exchanged,it affordeth many things, 
as you haue heard, eſpecially Eliphants, Typgers, Linxes, 
Taxos, Apes, Lions, and Harts againſt an abſolute opt- 
nion, that there was no Veniſon in 4fricke ; but Beares, 
Cunnies, Corduels, and Cuckowesate not\{eene amongſt 
them. The cuſtome of their huntings, railing their armies, 
order of diet, with ciuet and muske , waſhing and noin- 
ting with precious balmes and pertumes, feaſting, burials, 
and ſuperſtitions, would fill ſeuerall relations, either to 
pacifie jgnotance, or ſtrengthen their knowledge whoare 
entred a little into the Schook of experience : but becauſe 
there is nothing amongft them fit for our example, I will 
make my iourney as curſory as I can, and ftudy for no 
commorance, but where there js poſhibility of chriving. 
Their Cabaliſticall Arts, and fecrets from certaine wile 
men named Gy»noſophiſts with the Indians , called alſo of 
ſome the Eaſterne «£&th4opie., would make as tedious dil- 
putation, eſpecially whea.I muſt name the 7#oglodite , Ga- 
ramaulys, Atlantides, Libera imterior , $yneea , the further

For conſi- i" 
dering, how hee was a Prince not onely of great ſet- | | 
lednes and gouernment, but of peace and proſperity, | 
his ſubieas likewiſe participated with the felicitie, and Ji- 
ved ſolong, and in ſuch increaſe, that I muſt reſemble 
them to certaine fiſh in the ſea, amorigſt whom the great - 
ones deuoure the {mall ; yer not ſo faſt,as they could pre- 
uent the ſodaine approch of a ftrange famine, whereby 
the King and principall Counſellors of the State were as 

it were, wwe to behold the comming forward of their - 
miſery, in regard:that many thouſands muſt periſh for 
lacke of Sock, and ſuch as had wherewithall to ſuppl 
their wants, in danger of ſpoyling, by the indigent a4 
titude tyed to tyrannous neceflitie : wherevpon to pre- 
uent the worſt, as they ſuppoſed, and from the law of na- 
ture of two euills to chuſe the leaſt, and of nations to re- 
ihe the crooked lines of threatningdeftrution onthem: 

it was concluded to diſburdenthe Realme of all old, im- * 
potent, poore, and vnneceſſary people, and when the 
manner was likewiſe ———_— the inventors were not 
alhamed to publiſh, that they muſt be tied backeto backe 
and throwne into the ſea : with the iollity of which de- 
uiſe euery man departed home, and the King himſelfe,as 
glad, that his ſubieQs were generally appeaſed, ſeemed 
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proud to be the reporter of the iudgement: But when the 
Queene vnderſtood the cruelty of that doome, and from 
the rendernes of her ſex began to compaſhonace the guilt- 
les ſoules, ſhe was not onely amazed to fee iuchan error 
ſeduce the- wiſdome of Gouernors ; bur ſtepped a litle 
more forward, and in debating the matrer, brought them 
to a hanſommer path of preuention, which was by exile 
to expole them to the fortune ofthe world, and keep the 
conſcience cleare from ſhedding innocent bloud, which 
no doubt in time would once lye heauy vpon the moſt 
obdurate heart. 

Herereaſon and honelt pitie wanne the held of former 
wilfulnes and reſolution , and the Queene was not onely 
proclaimed the mother of charity, but applauded for her 
wiſdome, and high exalted verrue: ſo they allowed her 
dire&tions, and without further diſputing the matter,ſhip- 
ped forth 350090 ſoules, who diſperſed themſelues ouer 
the North-ealt of Ewrope, filling thoſe countries , which 
now are called Mnldaria, Bogdema, the borderers of the 
blacke (ca, and Ruſv4 with new names and nations, ſuch 
as were afterward diſtinguiſhed by Samate, Gothe, Longa- 
bard, Hunni, Yandali, Gete, Sweds, and diuers others, who 
raiſed their fortunes our of induſtry, and madetheir able 
bodies the miniſters ofa great proſpþeritie: For when the 
Emperors of Conſtantinople groned vnder the burthen 
of diuifton-and difſention wi the Princes of the Weſt, 


- and had no other way to pacific the indignation, but by 


drawing maine Armies into the field; they were alſo 
compelled to entertaine theſe ſtrong and barbarous peo- 
ple, as prelidiary, and depending on their milita 7 na 
Bur they quickly inſtrued in the diſcipline of Armes, 
and as quickly Exniſhed for any imployment, did as 
quickly 
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young perceiue the weakned eftate of both parties, and 
C 


ſo vnderſtanding their owne ſtrength with tumultuous in- 

nouation kept the beſt countries of /caly to their owne v[:, 

making the Gracian Emperors belecue, it was in their be- 

halte, and for the renowne of the Empire ; but when ir 

came to the caſting vp the account, they denied the debt, 

and by force of armes ſent the Gr aca auditors home vn- 

ſatisfied, aud ſo fell againe and againe on the weakned for- 
ces of Europe, and at laſt poſlefied the diadems both of 
Lombardy and Spaine. 

I could heere addethe Tlands of Freeſland, and Jeland, 
famous for fiſhing, and the wonders of mount Heda, ſuta- 
ble to Grbello or «Etnain Sicilia, of both which ſome haue 
ſubmitted to a fabulous credulity concerning a locall 
place of Zell, about the centerof theearth, and that the 
Diuels.goe in and out at theſe monſtrous Crateres ſome 
4000. miles vnder ſea and land : but becauſe it foundeth 
both nidiculous euen to ſuperftitious eares, and blaſphe- 
mous to religious hearts, I ouerpaſle ic with {lightneſle :

Duke haue thus raiſed the throne of imperiouſneſle : Ro- 
___ Emperour, yet famous for nothing but peaceable 
deſires, anda priuate ſequeſtration ſcarce afteRing the de- 
fence of his owne territories, much leſſe the expatiating of 
any military proiect againſt the enemy of Chriſtendome. 
Matthias after much repining and a great expe&ation, 
King of Hungary, out of which hee hopeth (if occalion 
ſerue) to ſtep into his brothers chaire, and command Ex- 
rope, or at leſt ſo much as the Pope and King of Spaize can 
ſupport himin. Maximilian, Arch-Duke of Auſtria, and 
powerfull enough in being commander of Yiexna, from 
whence the Twrks with 200000, ſouldicrs was valiantly 
repulſed.

Burif you are curious indeed, and would ſearch in na- 
tures ſtorehouſe for the furniture, that Germany holds , or 
know in what manner ſhe diſtributeth her bleſfkngs , you 
ſhall finde corne, vines, riuers of fiſh , fruite, hot waters, 
bathes, minerals, mines of all ſorts, and very good cattle. 
If ambition tranſport you to view the palace of Honour, 
they can bring you into well fortified Cities, wherein you 
{hall haue munition, armor, and the very Burgerstrained 
with martiall diſcipline : they can cary yowinto the fields 
of Belloza , and delight you with a beautifull ſight of 
20000. horle diuided into ſeuerall batalions and ſqua- 
drons with cornets, penons, and ſufficient equipage : hep

Auſtria haue ſubuerted ſuch immunities, and. vnder the 
danger of fulmination , and Church diſcipline terrific 
themall from contradiQing their wilfulnes.

commaitred on the ſame, Bruno the Byſhoppe by the Em- 
peror 0thos commaundement ruined,and quite ſubuerted 
it: ſvirſhould ſeeme it was then called Y#zopols, vntilla 
commutation into Colonia Agrippina of Marcus Agrippe 
ſonnein law to Auguſtus Ceſar, who reedified and beau- 
tified - the ſame ; yet Tacitws extrafteth the title from 
a daughter of Augn/#u borne here, and leaueth it as a 
place of ,great conſequence vnder the iuriſdiion of ma- 
ny worthy Commaunders ; but it ſhould ſeeme, they en- 
tertained Chriſtianity betimes, and quickly caſt away the 
authoritie of the Romares : For thus they record it. A- 
bout the yeere 70. Mater the Diſciple of Saint Petey 
conuerted the Yby, who admitted their ſpirituall ſaluati- 
on with ſuch gladneſle, that they likewiſe determined the 
preſeguation of their liberty.and bodies, and fo proiected 
tbe free of themſielues, had nor afterward diuers Em- 
perors {etled the Duke of Saxopy, and Earles 0i the Em- 
pire inan eftabliſhed greatnes both ouer Citic and Coun- 
trey, vntill againethe Pope wreſted the ſupremacie mw 
the 
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the European Princes , and confirmed the Archbiſhops 
in the oſterſtation ofa Count Palatine,and abſolute power 


| ofthegouernment of all , which yer the ſecular Noble - 


men not onely repined at, butſought by noble courſes to 
preuent ;andar laſt, whentio-deuiſe could make gentill 
the hard wound pullies/ of the' Otergies'ambirion', they 
were reſolute to effeftuare it by 'force of armes, ſo'that 
many contentions aroſe betweenethe Byſhoppe,Nobles, 
and Citizens, which ended notwithoureffuhion of blood, 
and ouerthrow of whole artnics'drawneintothe field by 
PR whereby the Citic it ſelfe felt the ſmart of war- 

ike ſcourges, and ſaw her walles and houſes puld on 


heapes of rubbiſh, according to the nature of rage and fu- * 


ry the end of tumnltuous'vprors. 'Butart laſt Colleine is re- 
edified, and in deſpightof all frets and fumes, either of 
Saxony , the Palatine of the Empire, or confederates of 
the Princes, acknowledgeth the Archbiſhop for ſupreame 
Gouernour, and he ſtill ouermantlerh it with a ſuperſtiti- 
ous protection, {o that the people are kept vnder with his 
bleſling and curling oandieghs 0:6. 
It now bendeth likea bow, as you ſee our great Citie 
from Surreies ſide : the key before the wall is a place of 
t pleaſure ; the ports-and ramparts worth the obſcr- 
uing, the Palace kately. and magnificent, the houſes beau- 
tifull and comely, the ſtreets fiweer, ſpatious, and well or- 
dered, the Inhabitants ciuill, ſociable, and ſuperttitious. 
For amongſt the Churches they are of opinion , that the

mous Townes, whereby you;may ſee the dilioyntcd go- 
uernment of Germany, andthe poore authority the Em- 
perors haue ouerthe Elefors, and imperiall Cities, 
Foralthough Charles:the 5. had the fortune to impriſon 
the Zantſgraue of Heſſe, and by the [eruice of the Duke of 
Burbone to polſleſle the Caltle of Saint Angels, and puniſh 
the Pope with aterror of vſurpation,cucn oner his ſpiritu- 
all anthoritie ; yet was it a ſudden greatneſle, and like the 
blaze of a bauin, lafted but a while. For the German. 
Princes quickly repined, and the next Pope as quickly ra- 
tified his owne conditions , ſo that the Emperors {ince 
haue no more to doe in /taly, then a Pilgrimme, who is ad- 
mitted to ſee the wonders of our Lady at Zoretto. But if 
you would know, how Germayy is neighboured, and be- 
loued of ſtrangers, Ianſ{wer as if my friend ſhould aske me 
my opinion concerning anothers loue : the heart is vn- 
fearchable, we onely can diſcouer the outward counte- 
nance, and formall proteftations : thus is it with T opogra- 


| phicalldeſcriptions , wee can fay theſe and theſe bethe 


Countries and people, but whether enuious, ambitious, 
reuengefull, traiterous, cowardly, or ſuch like, it muitbe 
referred to ations and time.

® dinary titles: Butif I muſt condu&t you 
into the encloſures of vnderſtanding, how this comes 
about; I'am affraid I ſhall torment former times with 
vaine repetitions, and confuſed originals ; yea indeede 
abuſe your patience with tedious and friuolous difcour- 
ſes, conſidering ſo many excellent hiſtories haue explai- 
ned the difficulties of theſe people, and the moderne 
commentary is a true and delicate glafle to behold her 
forme and beauty in: Otherwiſe I could fill your lap 
with theſe abſtracts, and make vp a kinde of reckning 
with pleaſure and contentment from a modeſt amplia- 
tion. I hat Hercules with his large and warlike embrace- 
_ ments claſped this country about, infuling ſuch vertue,as 
his father 7oue innated in him,whereby his ations tended 
to reformation otabuſes,& purging the Kingdom of fuch 
monſters, as had both terrified them with their huge bo- 
dies, and made them miſerable with the confuſion of 
rapes, murthers, and cruell opprefhon : ſo that Hefperne, 
Gerion, and Cacus mighty giants were ſubdued , and the 
country calmed of all ſtormy blaſts of rudenes,and con- 
fuſcd barbariſme : That after ſuch heroicke ng 
EY C 


pineſſe hath ſo confirmed the King of part ef the 
Spaine in a large inheritance, that hee earths glory. 
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he ſtood like a Cols//is ouer the ſtreights, - naming the 


great mountaines of Abilaand Calpe his pillers with this 


inſcription of Nor plus witra, howeuer afterward it was 

the fortunate brauery of Charles the Emperor vpon the 

diſcouery of the Weſt 1ndies to write Plus witra, quite ob- 

literating Nox ; as if his new glory had better conſe- 

quence : That hee erected a Temple in the Iland of 
Gades now Cales, and as it were enfeoffed the ſeas and 

freights with his ſurname : That from the burnt aſhes 
of Tyrus after Dido was forewarned to abandon Phwznicia 
by the ghoſt of her huſband Sicheus, like the Phamix 
ſprung vp a many Phenixes, who polleſſed the thores 
of Africke, and built an airy in Gades : that is, the bani- 
ſhed and diſcomfited people of Tyrus erected Carthage, 
Gades, and many other townes in Africke, and Spaine_- - 
That preſently tollowed the diflention bertweene the 
Gaditanes, and Tird#tanes ; betweene the Celtubrians and 
Jberians,ſetled nations in Spazne,to the deciding of whole 
controuerlies Marrbable and Haldruball were called out 
of Carthage, which both made a conqueſt of Spazne, and 
proieted to clip the feathers of the Roman <&gle, who 


| now beganto ſpread her wings oucr the beſt inhabited 


fields of the world: That from this emulation, Rome— 
ſtood on a better guard, and accounted theſe Africaxs a 
barbarous people in reſpe& of themſelues , as foretold 
from the prophelie of Dawel.,and the S:bills of her ſtrange 
eſtabliſhmenr, as Queene of the world, and at laſt ſhared 
the plenty of Sparne - for impatient of any aduenturers 
in that voyage, the Carthagimans were expelled , and the 
royall ſtandard of 7raly aduanced : T hat time ouer- 
wearied with the inſulting of perpetuitie, at laſt inciced 
the ſtrange nations of Gothes, Yandalls, and — to 
| lavour 
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labour inthe worke of the god of alteration, who pull'd 
this country from all Emperors and Kings, and made a 
fearcfull diuifion of the ſame, keeping themſelues warme 
in Spaine, when all other countries failed : Thar long 
after Count ulian began a new worke, as if he could haue 
powred downe vengeance on the author of his diſcon- 
tents. For after Rodrigo had rauithed his daughter, hee 
called in the Mores a race of Mahumetans into Spaine to 
be reuenged onthe King, by whoſe affiſtance henot one- 
ly baniſhed the Gorhes, and other people into Caftile, but 
kill'd the King, vſurped the country, altred the gouern- 
ment, and ſo plaied their parts in Grawado, Yalentia, and 
Andolozia, as if they were created of purpoſe to ſhew 
fome wender of heanen, when diflolution of _ 
domes, and puniſhment of offences is, determined : fo 
that they quickly made their owne conditions,and bound 
the countrey euer {inceto the ratitying of them, infeing 
the beſt families of Spare with paganiſme, whereby our 


moderne Kings weeding them our by litle and litle, haue 


alſo attempted to purge their Churches of ſuch filthines, 
and when they could not preuaile by precept, and autho- 
rity of reaſon, they erected the office of 1nquiſition, to 

i{couer who were addi&ed tothe adoration of Mahomer, 
and durſt conteſt againſt the bleſſednes of ſalnation in 
Issvs Cnxisr, whereupon the Adores haue raiſed ma- 
ny innouations in the countrey, & euen the laſt yeere to 
the number of a million fraighred their hearts with trea- 
ſon, and a burning defire to ſet on flame the wondrous 
compaRed peace of Sparne. 


Here is yet no great cauſe of amazement: For thus 
werethe children of 1/7ael perſecuted by the «&giptians, 
- affrighted with the Philiſtimms, maligned by the EY 
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ſubieted and made flaues to Babylon, tormented and 
threatned by Syrians and Grecians, and at laſt not onely 
ſubdued, but ſubuerted by the Romans, who of all other, 
put the axe to the tree, and at one ſtroke laid the ſame on 
the ground, leauing the holy Citie deſolate as a widow, 
caft out as an orphan, deſpiſed as a vagabond, and puni- 
{hed worſe than atraiterous rebell, vntill the Mahumerexs 
by way of curtelie ridd her of herpaineat once, and vt- 


_ terly trampled her to peeces: ſo that now to ſee the peo 


ple diſperſed without a law, common-wealth, or King: 
to view the countrey like a barren wildernes : to behold 
nothing but rapes and robveries, where ſo many promi- 
ſes had bin made from heauen, where ſuch riches and ma- 
ieſtie flouriſhed, where ſuch mightines and ſtate increaſed, 
and where all proſperity triumphed, would leniat an ada- 
mantine heart, and raiſe a crying voice from commiſera- 
tion, with Hes cadit in quenquam tantum ſcelus ? tanta ini- 
quitas? And thus much for example concerning the ſe- 
uerall alterations of Spames gouernment, now to the reſt 
of his oſtentation, 

The whole countrey retaineth ſtill the antient diuiſion 
of Beticam, DR and Tarracenenſem, and the me- 
mory of eight ſcuerall Kingdomes, 1. Gallzcia, ro which 
Aſturia and Camtabriaare connetted : 2.

long lince by the greater light of Arrogon. 6. Arrogon, 
laying claime to Naples and 1ernſalem, and ſo cnlarging 
the King of Spaizes titles. 7. Valencia, mourning for her 
corruption 1n religion ; and 8, Granado, to which Ande- 
lozis 
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lozia or the-countrey of yandalls, with the former Iland 
of Gades are vnited. Amongſt theſe Portugal did once 
boaſt of the conqueſt of 1»dia, /Ethiopia, Perſia,and many 
other places, eſpecially Taprabora, or the Iland of Saint 
Lawrence, betweene whom and Great Britaxe ( as I haue 
faid before) atthis inſtant of all-the Tlands in the world is 
compariſon for circuit, and ſpatiouſnes of ground. But 
ſhall we let them goe on with theſe vaine-gloriobs titles of 
conqueltand victory, when they are = but poore poſlc(- 
ſors of fome harbours and:townes by the 7. ſhore, and 


ſtand ontheir guard with more terror to loſe, than cuer - 


 theyentertained comfort in getting them.. I, L, let them 
alone a gods name: For quarrels ariſe from contradt- 
Ron; and there is nodiſputing with men refoluedin the 
vaine promiſes of worldly deceitz nor muſt you bein- 


credulous, when a Partueall (hall _ , that theſe ex-. 


_ were carried in the current of ſuccefle without the 
pe of Spaixe ax all, as though there was euer a diſtin- 
ion, or.rather ſeparation, betweene themſclues, and a 
Caſtilian ; yeathey proceeded further, as if chere were an 
Antipathy in nature : For they vicd to ſpitat the naming a 
Spaniard, like {imple people in England after the. Dewill 
was pronquaced. Bur to the reft: it you would truely 
vnderſtand the cauſe of his pride and former elation of 
countenance, you mult then take notice,that he detainerth 
all theſe Kingdoms within his owne Continent, asa com- 
manding Monarch, and after many convullions begged 
at fortunes hands the ratification of the Royalty, ſtiling 
 him(c}tewithall King of Naples, Sicilia, and Hiernſ lem: 
the two former gouerning by Viceroies, the latte. . lat- 
ming by inheritance, as vnwilling to loſe him(cle, or for- 
ger the glory of his aunceftors, wherein he pleadeth imi- 
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tation: For the Emperor writeth King of the Romans, 
notonce viliting of 7taly : the Denmarke King of Eneland, 
Expland of France, and France of Nawarre : then are the 
Ilands of Sardinia, Corfica, Maiorca, and Minorca entred 
his booke of accounts; to which if you adde the noble 
Duchie of Aillane, into whoſe demeanor Count Fuentes 
looketh with prying cies for his behalte,& that the ſtare of 
Genoa dependeth on his protetion, ypu will ſay ambirion 
fet him well on worke, and as well rewarded him for his 
daies labour. As for the Low Countries, he would faine 
{hew them as feathers belonging to his broken wings, and 
raketh the houſe of Burgwnaie tor his owne, hoping that 
the Pope, which can canonize a Saint, will make the 
daughter of Spajne aQueene, eſpecially of her owne it- 
heritance. | hv 

| Thus liethand ruleth he in Exrope - bur all this were 
rather bnrthenſome vnto him, conlidering the barren 
hills and ſandy plaines of his. countrey, if you looke not 
'one way into the {hores of Africke, and anotherway o- 
uerthe bottomles Ocean,and fo examine the cauſe of his 
boaſting indeede, which is his ſtore-honſes of golden 
mines, his conqueſt of many nations, his reducing them 
to Chriſtianity, and his triumph in the fruition of poſlef- 
ſed tranquillitie: For America is almoſt his owne, reſem- 
blinga Peninſule, and ioyned in the midſt withan /fmws. 
If you begin ar the ftreights of Aſapellane, they will tell 
you, that Mageliznws a Spaniard firſt explored the paſſage : 
If you aske, what was done a litle before, an anſwer is 
ready, that Americus Feſputins gaue name to this new 
world, and Chriſtopherus Columbus of Genoa abouta 130 


| yeeresfince, ſearched herentrailes, di{coucred her mala- 
| dies, and applied a Cateplaſtue to her moſt dangerous. 


wounds, 
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wounds, which was irreligion and barbarous' idolatry : 
For although he tound vnlookt-for glorious Cities, and 
well compadted gouernments, yet was he faine by ſtrong 
hand to ouerthrow their idols,and puniſh their obſtinacy 
with cruelty. "The ſouth ſhore, or if you pleaſe the Con- 
tincar on the left hand 10000 miles long called Pfitaco- 
rum 1210, is queſtionles inhabited, though vndiſcoucred, 
and not fully deſcried. The other Continent beyond 
the line inuites you to the view of ſtrange nations, whom 
we confound with the generall horror of Cannubals , as 
men or rather monſters teeding on humane fleſh, Gzants : 
the land of Patagons, and Am420r5, as ſuppoled to flic 
hither, when the Kings of Europe repined to ſee women 
the equall ſharers of honour von them: Bur tor my 
owne part, I rather ſuppoſe it the error of ignorant Tol- 
mographers,who when they cannot,ur dare not certainly 
deliniate a countrey, then will they fill vp a place with 
monſters and formidable creatures both men & women : 
Thus haue they done with the interior parts of Africke, 
and the remote countries of Margia, and the inhabitants 
of Tani, when God knowes all theſe places with the 
reſt are poſſeiled by men, and of orderly proportion, yea 
ſuch men, that though they be idolaters, belecue the 1m- 
mortality of the ſoule, and care not to dye in hope of a 


| betterlif2: therefore let the tudicious be perfwaded, that 


what hath not voice and reaſon, is a beait or monſter: 
From hence neerer the line or more northward looking 
from the ſtreights of Mage!lane, you come into the gol 
den kingdomes of Pers, Brazall, and Caribana, and ma 

be pleaſed with the ſtreames of two mighty rivers De j/ 


Plata, and Maragnon, which by computation maketh a 
winding of 5000 mile, and haue their ſhores ſtored with 
Citics 
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Cities and inhabitants, of whom and which ſo many idle 
things are reported, thac though I am not incredulous, as 
knowing, what barbarous nations can afford ; yer doe I 
diſclaime vnnecetlary diſcourſes , becauſe I haue further 
bulines in hand, and of better conſequence. A litle more 
remote toward the Weſt, beginneth the 1//-mws circum- 
ſpeed with the territories of Mexico, Cuſce, and Theny- 
ſtian, with many other Cities of ſuchwealth and mighti- 
nes, that the people were flaine by thouſands, or rather 
millions, ere they could ſauour other obedience,than ido- 
latrous and ſauage liberty : On the other fide toward 
the North looketh vpto heauen the new faſhioned Ilands 
of Cuba, Hiſpaxiola, S. lohns, and many others: the fur- 
ther {ide of the land is as it were fringed with the coun- 
tries of Yirginia, Terra Florida, Noua Francia, Norrem- 
© bega,and the fiſhing land ; I call it fringed, becauſe as yer 
we haue onely centred vpon the skirts of the ſame, not 
daring further exploration, and indeed not knowing what 
to doe with the reſt, much deliring the diſconery of the 
north-weſt paſſage into 1nd/a, and reſolued there 1s a way, 
if ſuccefle would lead-vs by the hand to preuent the te- 
diouſnes and the charge of going about by the ſouth 

ms you ſee is great cauſe of triumph : For of all 
theſe he either challengeth the principality and contede- 
ration, or ouer-looketh with ſuch ielous eyes, that they 
dare not ſtart from his obedience ; and would not ſo ma- 
- ny kingdomes, ſo many nattons,and ſuch power elate any 
Princeto aſſume extraordinary titles? But ( as I ſaid) all 
this were yaporous ſmoake, and the frothy breath of opt- 
nion, if his treaſuries at home were not yeerely ſupplied 
from the tribute of the Efterne & Welterne mines abroad, 
| whereby 
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whereby he preſumerth to yeeld more reaſon of his often- 
tation, than Sa/omex himſelfe For though Salomes did 
ferch gold from Ophir, and |thar the pride of 1eruſalem. 
ſwelled with plenty, when gold filled cuery mans purſe, 
and filuer was as commonas ſtones: yet he made it a 


iourney of three yeeres, and had no- other cunning, no The erne | 
other wiſdome, no other Philoſophers ſtone, than the in- Philoſophers | 
duſtry of Merchants, and confederation of the Kings of ** | 


Tyrus and Sidon: But the Kiug of Spaine can make a 
yeerely returne, or atleaſt once in 16 moneths, as vnder- 
ſtanding himſelfe thus farre, that his Cities of Toledo, Ma- 
arid, Valiodelid, Leon, Barcelona, Saragoſſa, Valentia, Carta- 
_ gena, Malaga, Corduba,Seuilla,Lisvone, Batone,and the reft, 
cannot maintaine their glories withoutthem : Thar the 
monaſtery and ftately Palace of the Scuria! could neither 
invite you to her magnificent ſtruures, nor ſupply ne- 
| ccfhries of life with prouiſion : T hat the Gariſons of 241- 
lane, Naples Sicilia, the townes of Africke, the inheritance 
of Burgundy, his owne Caſtles and trontiers townes, with 
diuers other remote in many Prouinces, would quickly 
decay, and haue oftentimes mutined for want of money, 
and their ordinary entertainment : That the Ports and 
 Harbours would be empty of thipping, yea the ſhips 
themſelues vabuilt and vnfurniſhed : «db the countrey 
commodities might be vnuttered : his ſouldiers difap- 
pointed : his kingdomes many times famithed, and his 
plory vtterly eclipſed, if there wanted but one returne of 
is treaſure, or that any diſlaſtrons encounter defeated 
or diſappointed his Nauy. And thus much fer the ſe- 
uerall principall Monarchs of the world, as at this 
howre they looke vp to heauen with ouer-liberall ti- 
Ucs, and haue blowed opinion bigg with ſome ſeeming 
reaſons,

m a#® Hcreas you partly heard , that the houſe 
Oy of Auſtria obtaining the Empire enen 
with the Popes grudging, did alſo intrude 
\V/Cg, it {clfe into the pleaſant fields of 7raly, 
HR ILND whereby the King of Spaine would haue 
his head empaled indeed with one of the Imperiall Dia- 
demmes of the world : we will fteppe thether, and ſee 
with whar faſhion her countenance is made cheerefull, 
and how her curteſte is d to entertaine vs. I will 
therefore defift from any former ampliation of abſolure 
beginnings, leaſt I ſhould wrong the labours of ther men, 
and ſpeake indeede their owne words more imperfeRly, 


onely I muſt ſomewhat abſtruſely and abſtraQly to helpe 


your memory with ſome things, that ſauour of antiquity, 


and ſhall affift your comparatiue bringing them face ro 
face in theſe moderne times. Vnderitand then, that it 
was the firſt Countrey inhabited of Europe by 7anws , or 
Taphet the ſonne of Noe, whoſe hiſtory giueth life ro many 
ſtrange and fabulous relations : How preſently followed 
the policfhon of many Nations, whoſe loue to the Coun- 
changed her name into 0enotria, Auſonia, Heſperia, 
Saturnis, Italia; and ſome others of leſſe conſequence, 
ſome y according to the poodnes of the = 
ome 
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ſome metonimically either pars pro tote, or totumpro parte; 
ſome ironically for idle aftions, or Poericall tions , and 
ſome iudicially according to the vertue of the Inhabi- 
ragts, excellency ofthe ſoile, or honour of the firſt explo- 
rator, or RedaGer to gouernment, and thus it was ſud- [ 
denly diuided into Prouinces, as Liguria, Hetruria, Y9mbria, Conmuriet, |

tormenting my ſelfe or you, becauſe many worthy aus 
thors are oppolite to one another, in vnfolding the ſecrets 
ofantiquity, and hee which ſtriveth to pleaſe all readers 


with 
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with ſatisfaction, muſt transforme himſelfe into all 

ſhapes, eſpecially with 7auzs looke two contrary waies, 
nd nds the arts both of detracting and flattery : yet 
there is but onetruth,ifa man did Jiuein ſuch a bleſſed age, 
that he might maintainethe ſame with worthy botdneile, 
ſpeaking what he thinkes, thinking what he knowes, and 
knowing nothing, but honeſt certainties :-wherein notto 
be corrupted, is a glory exceeding report, and aworke of 
wonder indeed : therefore as neere as I can,]I will reie&all 
impoſhible reports and authorities, and tie my ſelfe to pro- 
babilities and truth, or at leaſt ſo much,as is either recetued 
for currant in iuſtihable relations : or my pvore experience 
dare warrant from mine owne endeauours : and fo I will 
ſhew you with what face /taly lookes vp to heauen ar this 
houre,and may with Herachtus weepe tor the vanities and 
mileries of the earth : yetis cheeretull, and thus like a 
ſtrumpet is knowne by the pride ot her eyes.

the Countrey is rich in vines, oyle, and filke-wormes, the 
opleare dangerous, ſuperſtitious, and the 77llanoliues 
bealtly : the Gentle men are maintainers of liberty and” 
pleaſure, ſcofters ar their owne religion, andas great bla{- 
hemers as the Greekes of Cyprus, infomuch that I haue 
Cent chem in their rages cry out, /ddio Beco : Puttana del 
Di: and {weare by the abſurd oath of porta det Cielo, as in 
their commedy called Ruff1ana, and publiſhed in print, 
may appeare: yetis their adoration of her ſo ſuperſtitious, 
that the Sautour of the world is accounted her inferiour, 
herattributes make heauen amazed, and her altars ſmoke 
with incenſeand prophanation. And whatis this : but to 
cauſe the Prophets to exclaime againſt the ſacrifices of the 
Queene of Heauen ? and whatis this ? butwith 4has to 
make images for Baalizz ? and burne children in the valley 
of Hinnon, afterthe abhomination of rhe heathen ? and 
what is this ? but to build high altars with 2ar.;/es, and 
like a Sorcerer, toregard the crying of birds, to vie en- 
chauntments,& giue way to the impoſturing art of witch- 
craft. As for true religion, oh God ! thou laugheſt them 
to ſcorne, asthey haue the truth in deriſfton, which makes 
me remember, what is reported in theſe parts of that wor- 
thy S*. Philip Sidney, who conueriing with a Neapolitane 
Count, and brought to one of their Churches, wherein he 
was loth toenterat thattime, was yet vnwilling altoge- 
ther to diſtaſte him, but interieted ſome excuſes : but fe 
Count vnderſtanding him well enough, bad him tarrie a 
while, and fo went into his formall deuotion, but quickly 
returning, embraced him with an oath,by his Santa Donna, 
that he would renounce all the religion ofthe world ; yea, 


his 
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his part of Paradice, before heewould trouble againe the 
conſcience of ſo well deſeruing- a Gentle-man and com- 
panion. They linein great pomp for outward ſhew, and 
make the City, both rich an q ſtately, becauſe they are not 
permitted to be reſident in the Countrey, but keepe heere 
continuall entercourſe, howeuer they groane vnder the

ſtrong caſtles, which keepe both towne and harbour in 
awe : and although the Spanith pride, and ſometimes cru- 
elty, is exerciſed amongſt them, as abating their natiue 
glory:yet dothir little abridge them of moderne pleaſures 
and cuſtomary wantonnefle : ſo that if the Prophets in 
times paſt exclaimed againſt Tyre and S:don, threatned 
Damaſcus and Syria, prophelied the deſolation of «&gypt 
and «A#thiopia, lamented 1uda and Samaria, and mour- 
ned for Babylonand 4ſſyria, they might now cry out a- 
gainfſt 7:aly and Naples, which asin times paſt was called 
Parthenope , of the Syrens haunting theſe ſhores, of the 
dangers of Scllaand Caribdis, and for the notorious tran- 
ſhaping men into monſters by Cirees, allegorically allu- 
/ding to the voluptuous ſinnes, and abuliue pleaſures of 
this City and Countrey : ſo ſtill may it retaine the compa- 
riſvn, and men bee terrified with the ſame dangers. Forif 
any place in the world keepes wickedneſſe warme, with 
glorious flames and ſtretcht-our ſenſuallity to the length 
and bredth : heere men are not only drunke with iniquity; 
but commit fornication with Idols ; yea,are mad with the 
rage of impiety.

-But / Rome is the ſeat of the 
Pope, and keepeth the Prieſts to the duties of the Sanfu- 
ary: For the Colledge of Cardinals ſuffer no man to de- 
reſle the glory of the Church, and proclaimes him an 
barns that intermedleth. with 'the ordinances of the 
great Biſhop; ſo that according to their ſeuerall degrees 
religious perſons liue in.great ſtate, keepe Curtezans, tra- 
uell in Caroſles with tix moiles ſamptuouſly trapped, 
though bur a quarter of a mile to the Conciaue, ſolem- 
nize feaſts and banquets, make onely ſhow of ſome ridi- 
culons ceremonies, and arein truth of {lender deuotion 
in ſpirituall ſecrers, bur fooliſh ſuperſtition in avſurd ap- 
_ ſo thatif I were an Atheiſt, and a man vncon- | 
cionable to ſuppoſe, that there were nota day ofaccount 

ro be made with the commander of all ations, I had ra- 
ther livea religious man in Rome, than be a Nobleman of 
Naples, who (as I faid a litle before) of all men living 
wah their hands in careleſnes, and like Pollicrates the ty- 
rant haue nothing to trouble them, but that nothing hath 
tronbled them concerning worldly encombrances ; ſo 
that with the Prophet I may well cry out, the Prieſts are 
goncaltray by the meancs of ſtrong drinke, and are ouer-

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" come with wine, they faile in propheſying, and ſtumble 


in iudgement, their tables are full of vomitand filthines, 
and no place is cleane: yea the viſion of the Propher is 
come vnto them, as the words ofa booke which is ſealed 
vp, which men deliuer to one that is learned, ſaying, read 
thou, and he replies, I cannot, for it is ſealed; then it is 
delivered to an ignorant with read thou, but his anſwer is,

marry, and eat meat, which God hath fanQified : ſo that

ſteth of ſome few ancient buildings, the ruines of the 
Amphitheater, certaine Obetiſci, the ſwifines of Tiber, new 
erected Palaces of Cardinals, the Caſtle of S* Angelo olims 
moles Adriani, the Popes owne Palace, and the Church 
of S. Peter , threatning to exceed with his high ereted 
Cuba and wondrous crofle Iles, our London Cathedrall, 
which is the vafteſt heape of ſtones vnderthe ſunne: the 
aire is moſt peſtilent, and vawholeſome, ſo that 85000 
4. haue

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haue died in a yeere by infe&tion, and the vninhabired 
places afford ſuch damps and mitts, that many times they 
effecuate ſuffocations, but are alwaies dangerous and 
patible of no remedy, vut extraordinary fires. | 
Thechird part of 1caly aftordeth an honorable title ro 
the Duke of Florence, who is itiled Mapwus Dux Hetruri, 
and regiftreth in his booke of renowne for principall Ci- 
ties Florence, Piſa, Sienna, and Legornea ſtrong new ha- 
uen towne on the ſea {hore almoſt ouer againit Cor/ica. 
The Citie it ſelte is one of the ftatelieſtand richeſt in 7caly, 
the river 4rzus runneth in the midſt, playing the wanton 
vnder the arches of three delicate ſtone bridges : the Dona 
isa delicate and curious Church : the ſtate-houſe, Dukes 
ce, and treaſurie, with other Arſenals, and ſtore-hou- 
ſes are ro be made account of,as glorious ſpefacles,and 
worthy ſtructures; bur whereas you ſhall tinde a booke 
of the wonders of the Citie, when you come to the ſub- 
ſtance from the ſhadow, it will proueeither ridiculous, or 
not anſwering expeCation. The Duke himſelfe ftudieth 
nothing but wealth, for which he liueth both ſparing] 
and baſely, not caring by what meanes his yeerely —_ 
1s augmented,taking the indire& profit of common Innes: 
He is of the family of Medzces, and his ſubie&s (if I may 
fo termethem,which doe what they liſt) are fine ſpeakers, 


 butbuggerers, and blafphemers. 


The fourth roome of 1ralies palace is opened for the de- 
licate ſlate of Zevca, a Signiory and Citie of that riches, 
and eſtimation, thar in comparing it to ſo much ground 
againe, you {hall eaſily finde the difference : For being 
not 20 mile ſquare, yet can they mufter 3000 horſe, and 
1 5000 foote: they make much hs, cad are well condi- 


tioned Merchants ; their chicfeſt Podeſta or officeris cal- 
led 
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led Confaloniero, changed euerytwo moneths : his coun- 
cell are of the chiefeſt Citizens, altred euery {ix moneths; 
rhey live altogether for the time in one Palace : they haue 
had many Goucrnors, but atthe laſt che Cardinall (as you 
heard) purchaſed their manumition , and they as appre- 
hen{iue are reſolued to maintaine their priutledges. 

The fift (hare is taken out of /talzes lap by the Fenetrans, 
who boalt of great antiquity , haue a Duke during lite, 
choſen by the balls of the full Councell, whois at this in- 
ſtant a Donates, and are proud of their great poſleſhons, 
bur might haue gloried, if they had not loft their firſt foo- 
ting. Within the land they keepe cloſe Forum 1uly or 
Eriaull, with the territories of a large countrey round a- 
bout Yenice it ſelte,s which is called the impoſſible within 


Venice. 


the impoſſible, ſcited in- the fea, and diuided into- ſuch 


channels, that you goe both by water and land to their 


houſes, which indeed are hanſomely contriued, and be- 
longing to the Noblemen worthy the reputation of Pa- 
laces ; yerare the ſtreets ſo narrow, that they endure” nei- 
ther horſe nor cart, neither dath their Gentlemen weare 
{word orcloake; nor is any freſh water, or good aire be- 
longing to the ſame, more then what is brought them, or 
they reſcruc in pargetted ceſternes, as in Zeland and Hel- 
land when it raineth. Padoa is their Yniuerſitie, and a 
large towne, famous for Titus Liuins and Peter Aueuons 
birth, who made the bathes vnder the mountaines ſome 


fiue mile beyond, where the vipers are taken ; it retaineth - 


a goodly monument of a Hall, keeps Amtenors toombe 
inthe ſtreets, and dare tell you, that S. Zu#es ſepulchre.is 
in the Church called the Sax:to : Palm is a fine towne, 


and ftrong in fortification : Yeroxa a famous Cirie, whi- |

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tian gouernment : Yizesza is a delicate Academic, and 
hath a ſtately & yet hanſome theater : Crema atrontier 
towne,and well guarded : Ydine comely and conuenient 
enough after the Italian manner, and ſuperſtitious alike.

Curtezans: and Breſcia, where the language is corrupt;

goodnes ouer other Dukedomes : and how euer the King 
of Spaine hath charged Count Fuentes to ouer-looke the 
Citie and countrey, and Don Diego de Piemontel to {uper- 
uiſe the Caftle and Gariſon; yet is the brauery of the 
place very litle abated, nor doth the Nobleman _ ke

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- vndertheburthen, butccarricth his load lightly, how ever

On the:tenth <0 5 of Italies ladderis Genos moun- 
ted, a rich, proud, and ſumptuous ſtate; yer much per- 
plexed for their perfidious dealing with the French, and 
now depending on Spaniſh protection ; hath a Duke by 
their conftitution , and placed or diſplaced according to * 
the mightineſſe of tations, or fauour of the Clergy : 
The Citie hath many buildings of eminent ſumptuouſ- 
nes, and is not fo filedinthe rankes of reputation, but 
that they ieſt it thus with the aire birdleſle, the ſea fiſhles, 
the mountaines woodles, the men reſpetles, and the wo- 
men graceles. 

On the eleuenth ſeate of this Countries Councell- 
chamber hath reſidence the Prouince of Trent, famous 
for a Generall Councell, and lieth warme vnder the Alpes 
neighbouring Germany : you may paſle to it through the 
famous lakes of Lombardy, De guarda,and De Como, from 
whence ariſe thoſe ſwelling ſprings, that fill the ſtreaming 
river of Pad, and ftrengthen the Citie like an Iland, ex- 
cept it betoward the Welt, where yet you thall beho!d a 
reaſonable fortification , and a well murited wall with 
ramparts and rauelings : It is ſubie&t to a Cardinall,who 
like a Count Palatine taketh all iuriſdiction vpon him, and 
with the two maſtring coorbes of the world preminm, 
and pena, gouerneth the ſterne of this principalitie. 

The twelfth place to make the tury the tuller,is alhgned 
to Piemont,the Houriſhingf part of Sawoy, a5 opening the 


gates of his chicfeſt palace, and Citie Tiurine, where a Ci- 
tadell of Spaniſh Gariſons taketh account of all paſſen- 
; gers 
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gers,which come ouer the Alps ; it ſendeth theriuerof Po 
through the countrey as farre as Ferrara into the Yewetian 
Gulph ; and having many Knights of Malta within her 
walles is ready for their ſuccour, which way ſoeuer it 
' chance, and they againe for hers, as reciprocally depen- 
ding vpon one another, and howeuer they are all ielous 
ofthe Spaniard, they yet dare not breath italoud ; but 
ſure I am when I paſſed through tal, and that the Car- 
dinals 4ldabrandino and Cfſario came with a treaty to 
haue the Prince of Piemont and his brother vnder the 
King of Spaines proteQion, the Secretary was impriſo- 
ned by the Councell of State for vrging the matter in the 


King of Spaines behalfe : ſo that there is probable ſuſpi- 


tion , that the Sauoyen and Spaniard will not continue 
long friends for all their alliance : it receiueth the cu- 
ſtomes of Merchants trauelling ouerthe Alpes,and main- 
raineth the office of Dacy , and could be contented to 
haue either Mllaye or Naples annexed to his Coroner. 
Bur if you will haue $4 flie with her owne wings, you 
muſt hearken a litle after ſome antiquitie.

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24 HE countrey of Sawoyis all mountanous Can

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Sanoy hath many other hills,as {guabelle.and Agabellette, 
and is euery way full of ſtrange and vneuen 1ournies, ſo 
thar it. ſhall not be amiſle to derine our diſcourſe trom 
the etymologie of the word, which may ſerue to con- 
front ignorance, and enrich vs with the knowledge of 
things, which is no great burthen, bur rather a happines, 
according to thePoet, Fal:x qri potuit rerum cognoſcere_> 
cauſas : You mult then vnderſtand, that this ſtrange and 
vnſauoury nation, by reaſon of the ſtreight and narrow 
wales to trauell in, was euer ſubiect to theeues, and being 
ſlenderly inhabited had not ſufficiency to prote& either 
themſelues or paſſengers from the contuſed rages oft men 
addifted to fpoiles and murthers : wherevpon it conti- 
nued in the name and ſ{candall of Aaluoy, the ill or mil- 
cheeuous way, vntill a worthy aduenturer of the countrey 
attempted a reformation, and {hew'd theſe difordred 
people the ſtrength ofa more powertnll arme, preuailing 
ſo farre, that by his induſtry and fortune,theſe enormities 
were not onely purged , but the firft cauſers remoucd, I 
meane the. robbers and theenes were either flaughtred 
outright, or publikely executed for a terrifying example, 
and as a reward to his vertues, the end of his labours had 
a quadruplicitie of bleflings: Firſt, the Emperor made 
hima D v « x, gaue him part of 7taly called now Piemont, 
as if it would ſpeake for it ſelfe, that it isa countrey at the 
foote of the mountaine, and inueſted him with ivr reg4- 
lia, not to be accountable to any Prince fgr his ations 
within his owne territories. Secondly, the countrey it 
ſlfe changed her title from Maluoyinto S4ansy,quaji ſalua 
via. Thirdly, theſe incredible mountaines ere&ted hou- 
ſes, entertained. huſbandmen, and cattle , and builded 
Chappels, where a man would imagine an eines" 
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of footing. Laſt ofallic was ſtored with forts and caſties, 


counts, nor vilipend their glory. For they boaſt of anti- 
quity of Kings, as that Haxibal found Brunco dillciſed of 
his inheritance by his yonger brother, and ſo rectified that 
diſcord. That Bit#ltz5sor Bituitus, another King, was ta- 
ken priſoner by 2. Fabius Maximus, lome 50.yeeres ther 
Hanibals paſſage into 7taly. And that Coties raignedinthe 
time of 4uzuſtus the Emperour, ſo that ill the Geths and 
Vandals diſlulued all gouernments of the Welt,theſe coun- 
tries remained hirme in their former renowne, as part of 
-Gallia C:{alpina : but afterward miſcheefe was addedto 
miſ@heete, till it was concluded otherwiſe by time and 
worthy endeauours., as you haue heard : whereupon 
Chambery was the cheefeſt rowne on this {ide the Alps,ſci- 
ruated ina delicate rich valley, full oft Gentle-mens hou- 
ſes, on the other fide of the mountaine Agabells , oger 
which the traueller ſpendeth commonly hue or lix hours: 
it hath a handſome caſtle now manned with Spanyards,in 
the behalfe of rhe Duke, the City is orderly dircht and 
fortified,& by the fauor ofa pretty riuer,hath commodity 
of a reaſonable water, otherwiſe it is ſnowy through the 
countrey, and the peopleare Stramoſe, as in S1#Zerland. 
The ſuburbs are not tully recouered of her ruines, which

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ſurrendring thetowne and caſtle, whomat laſt the people 
compelled to a compoſition, as finding it impoſhble ro 
refiſtthe French forces : thus within three dayes was the 
towne, and within fix the caſtle ſurrendred, and Ze Baiſea 
. Gentle-man of Dawlphzne left for Gouernour : but the ſuc- 
celle of theſe ations was not comparable to the fortune 
of attaining mount Melian, and S*. Katherines tort, two of 
theſtrongeſt holds that cuer I ſaw. For mount Melianis 
{ſeated on the ropof an high and rocky mountaine, the 


_ ditch bankes very ſteepe, and the defences conliſt of fiue 


great baſtions flanked in moſt warlike manner, to which is 
but one paſlage, and that from the towne. The King (ac- 
cording to the condition of men) tranſported onely with 
outward ſhewes, fayd it was impregnable, but vnderſtan- 
ding himſelfe afterward a little better, commanded to be- 
ſiegeit : ſothe Marquis Roſny, great maiter of the artille- 
ry, drew vp ſeuen canons-by the force of armes, and 
ſtrength of men, and two batteries were made by De_- 
Bourdes, Lieutenant Generall of the artillery, againft the 
baſtions of Mainoſinand Bowjllars, belides an old Tower, 
which had beene ſhaken by Francis the farit. 

The Fort was commanded by the Earle of Brinds, 
who had all prouilion for his defence, and like one of 
Damids Worthies, prooued an honourable Seruitor, had 
not the Duke failed, and brake his word, leauing him to 
ſuch a fortune, as extremities accuſtome. For hee held 
it out foure. months, after many thouſand thot of fortie 
canons, whoſe voyces ſounded out nothing, but terrour ; 
andeftets mad way vnto feare and miſtruft : and accor- 
dingly, ſeeing the French had too good footing to bee re- 
mooued, a compoſition was condeicended vnto, and the

REES whenmany hands had(as it wereyrorn 
a peeces the peace of this Countrey,ivſcemed a charitable 
ind meritorious ws to ——_— —— and 
redaRing.it to viutormity, whic! Con rof King- 
domes at thatitime, I meane the Pope, determined der 
coutle, had not the very next yeerc his. minderecciued 2a 
further perturbation. For this, Pope was a Spanyard, by 
the name of Roderick Borgia, or Alexander the fixr; whom 
the Yenctians ,:and Duke: of Meillane beemp. an vir 
at that time, eſtabliſhed in the Papacy, aheinhop 
might bee afliſted from kim in all their demands. ' Where- 
upon the Duke, by thename of Zedwick Sforza, and an 
vnkle, ſurprizeth the Cittadle of AGlaze; infmuared into 
theloue of the pttncipall nobility; and: contederared with 
many Princes of 1zely,to corroborate his newgotten grear- 
neſle. All this yet hindred not the next iourney of Charles 
the eighth, King of Fraxce, who now: pretending: a very 
right to Neplesand Sicthza, with much adoe was incited to 
palſe the Alps, and take his. pleaſure in theſe plenteous 
helds,in which,that his walkes might berhe more ſmooth, 
hee condeſcended to certaine articles'with this 'Vſurper 
F þ : Loawk, 
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Lodwick, much about the timethar 7ohn the true Duke of 
Millaze died, leauing behinde him one ſon and daughter, 
in whoſe minority Zodwick, as hee had before wreſted the 
gouernment, now aſſumeth the title, had not his forward- 
neſle beene ſomewhat intercepted by this French viſitati- 
on, whereupon he perſwaded the Yenetians, who ofthem- 
ſelues were ſuſpicious enough, when they ſaw the French 
Kings glorious entrance into Florence, to ſome interpoli- 
tion, and ſo both Mzllaneand Yerice grew iealous of King: 
Charles his preg which yet could not bee ſo cun- 
ningly trauerſed, but hee was made acquainted with their 
vnconſtancy, and held his peace till a fitter opportunity. - 
For now he was to make his pompous entranceinto Roi 
where the wals both ofthe City, and the Caftle S<. __ 
fell downe miraculouſly before him. By which occaſton, 
aS if the ſword of Jeb ſhould kill the Pricfts of Bal, is 
prognoſticated, that by the hand of Fraxce, the enormities 
of the Church, and the monſtrous abuſes of the Clergy, 
{hould be winnowed andthroughly fanned : butit ſhould 
{ceme there was a tricke of preuention put vpon him, and 
the name of an Emperour tanght himanother way toac- 
knowledge the Popes fauour. For 1495.aboutthe 12. 
of May heenters Naples in an Imperiall habit, as Emperor 
of Conſtantinople, by the Popes grant and confirmation : 
but he had not poſleſled it fiue months, before there was a 
| —__ reuolt concluded againſt him, asat theſame in- 

nt Millane had done with Zodwick : whereupon the 
King ſomewhat fearefull of an Italian receipt, or other 
ſtrange ſurprizals, returnes the next yeere home againe,. 
with purpoletorenew the warre, and cintegrate his for- 
mer loſſes: but the Cardinall of S*. Malo hindred it at that 
inſtant, had not the Princes of 7taly, perceiuing how the 
3 Venetian 
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Yenctian and Mellenos triumphed for the departure of the 
Frexch, incenſed the King againe to punifh them both 
1497. which was alſo interceded againſt by his brother 
the Duke of Orleance, who diſclatmed in his owne name 
or perſon to diſturb the peace of Millane : yet had not ſuf- 
ficient authority to diwert the Kings defignes, and fo the 
watres of 1taly were renewed. | 
Now is Lodwick perplexed indeede, and compelled to 
roſtrate himſelfe before the Couchant Lyon of Venice, and 
_ then the ſame vſeth ſo his ſubmiſhon,that the noble 
beaft enclineth to ſaccour him : yetin ſucha manner, as 
1/rael afhſted 1nda againſt Aria, being fearefull of extir- 
pion her ſelfe ; but as ſoon as the publike enemy was de- 
, the emulation at one anothers greatneſle drew 
whole armies into the field : ſo playd Saweor, Eleazer and 
Tehoconon with the Romans, when their ciuill mutinies bar- 
racadocd the ſtreers with heaps of ſlaughtered carkaſles, 
and filled the channels with the ſpilr-out bloud of mur- 
thered men. For Millazeis now icalous of Florence, Flo- 
rence of Millane, both of Yenice Yenice of both,and all three 
of the French : yer Charles goes on, and leauing garriſon 
almoſt ouer all /zaly, returnes home againe : bur at his ca- 
file of Ambozſe dies of an Apoplexy, 1498. after hee had 
vnfortunately ſtrucke his head againſt a low doore, pot! 
to ſee a ſet at tennis. Zews the 12. then fucceeded, and 
not onely claimed the Dutchy of Millane, inre millitari, 
bur takes vpon him the ſtile by right of ſucceſhon, and a 
roperty of inheritance, as reſolaed ro maintaine, whar 
lis father had gorten, and ſo glorioully purchaſed, to 
which he is adiured by all the ſupportation, wherein Pope 
Alexander could ammate him, who to raiſe vp his ba- 
ftard fonne Czſar Borgia to a Princely throne in 7talie—,

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ioyneth with King Zews in his enterprizes, and ſo contri- 
_ the matter, . that Millane mutinies againſt Lodwick 
Sforza, and ſubmits vnto the French with Cremona and

Allthis while is Zews at Lyons:but who will not run to The French 


carry ſo greata King glad tydings,ſo that he is quickly ad- i poſſe/ſfon 
uertized ofthe fortunate rrmatngs of his ——_ and as of Adblane, 


quickly trauels ouer the Alps, _ the way of Mount 
Sineſe, entring Millane in triumph, and left for Gouernour, 
Philip Lord of Raweſtine, and Baptiſta Fregoſe his Licute- 
nant. The caſtle was yet proteed with the guard of 
3900. men, and — the loyalty of Bernardine_s 
of Corte borne in Pawia, who by his good beginning gaue 
life to their opinion, which ſuppoſed it impregnable, and 
notto be taken by force. But what men cannetin the Ly- 


ons, they compaſle with the Foxes skin, and thus farre - 


deride both the ftrength of ſouldiers, and pride of fortift- 
cations,that where the minde may be corrupted vpon any 
tearmes of dilloyalty, neither wals, ramparts, norman- 
hood, canpreuent the power and deceit of bribery, This 
appeared in the diſpoſition or Bernardine, and Philip of 
Fre/ques; whom the cunning of 7rinulce, and the diſbur- 
{ing 20000. crownes, quickly diuerted from their firſt re- 
ſolutions, and made a breachin the C:tadle without mine 
or battery. | 
Thus was the French poſleſſed of this Duchy without 
compare or difhdence, and Lewes the 12 made his 
royall entry accordingly. But marke the viciffhtude of 
all things, Millaxe reuolts againe, and Sfor £4 recouers all 
as ealily, as he loſt it, in which-bulines the Swiſ/es proued 
very diſloyall to the Frexc , and the lookers on were a- 
mazed to behold fortune proud of inconſtancy, ſo thar 
H 4 <. this 
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this vie may be raiſed thereby : How ener men fatisfie 
ambition for the time, yet are they certaine of nothing 
vnder the ſunne. Againe, when by indire& courſes de- 
{ignes are concluded, they mult ſtand the better on their 
guard, and prepare their patience when any alteration 


{tartleth reſolution : thus fared it with XMilane againe. 


For as you ſeea glooing heat in Aprill changed onthe 
fodaineto bitter blaſts and cloudy tempeſts, ſo was Sfor- 
245 iollity reuerſed, himſelfe ſurprized, taken and caried 
priſoner to Lions, where denied the benefit of a princely 
execution, and reſolued nothing can beſo acceptable to a 
man in miſery, as a noble death, worthy the name of a 
Romane, hee dies at once, whether for griefe, or great 
heart,it matters not: yet doth the King of France pardon 
Millane,and at laſt keeps all inquiet. But the warres of 
Naples are renewed 1501. and the kingdome is divided 
berweene Fraxce and Aragon, {0 that great alteration hap- 
pens in 7z4/y, and within two yeeres there is a generall 
ouerthrow of the French with theraking of the Caftle at 
Naples by the A : yet is not Benjamin diſcomfited, 
but calleth his brethren rogether, and with more ſetled 
couragesreintegrate theirettates, and ſo the French make 
o_ againe, attending the good hower of a better pro- 
perity. 

About this time in Auguit died Pope Alexander the 
ſixt of poyſon, which he had prepared forthe Cardinals : 
but his taſter by miſtaking the fagons tooke away both 
his life, and the pride of his expeRation:concerning Ceſar 


Borgias glory, ur his further deſires to ſet the fucll of 1:aly * 


on a blaze: After him to ſtint the ſtrife of many Narti- 
ons expetting the Papacie, old Francis Priccolamini Cardi- 
nall of Sienna was choſen Pope, by the name of Pi the 


third 
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third,in memory of Pi the ſecond his Vaklegwho made 
him Cardinall : but a yong man muſt prepare bimſelfe 
to dye, and an old man cannor liue long : ſo he continues 
ſcarcea moneth, leauing his roome, and the glory of all 
Rome to the Cardinall of S. Pierre, who was made Pope 
the name of 1»li#5 the ſecond 1504. in which yeere 
Naples wreſted her head-out of the French coller,. and 
ſeemed more glad to be ſupported by 477499: nor was 
this ſufficient, but vpon a ſuppoſition to extinguilh rhe 
light of the lamps of France in [taly, a new league 1 51 1. 
was corroborated by the. vnſtedfaſt Itafians againſt rhe 
French, which when the King perceiued,and that he con- 
tured, how his barke muſt bee driuen to dangerous 
ſtreits by the vncertaine windes of alteration, he tranſpor- 
ted his Courtand Councell from Florexce to Millane, and 
from -Millane'to- Dons, determining to weary them with 
redious tournies and attendance, ſo is 7taly perplexed,and 
the Nobles repine without remedy ; till ar laſt the Em- 
peror Maximilian ſpreaderh-the wings of the &pgle , and 
clocketh the Princes of Italy: vnder her ſides':' where- 
upon with the help of the Sparzard: called the holy leagae, 
warre is made againſt Zews, and the Duchy of Millanes 
recouered againe to the vie of cena 2 grand- 
childe to ZLodwick, who, was mueſted Duke by the Cardi- 
nall of $793 about the end of December,yet by the Swiz- 
es afſiſtance,and loyalty, the Caftles of Millaze and Cre- 
0x4 hold ftill for the French ;, and the imbers are not ſo 
extinguilhed, but fire appeares, and yeeldeth this com- 


fort, that if they moderately proceed, a greater heatand 


more quickning light may be made. 
In themidit of which convulſions of 7taly, Pope 1nli:es 
dics, and John Cardinall of Megices ſucceeded him by the 
ws title 
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title of Zes the 10. whereby a ſecond truce was ratified 
berweene Zews of France, and the King of Arragen: ſo 
that Lew made great benefit of this interim and cella- 
tion, confedetating with the Yenetians,by whoſeaflaſtance 
he broughta royall Armie into the Duchy of Millane_ : 


\ but the Pope hauing ſent 40000 ducats amongft the 


Switzers, quickly weighed downe their former ftedfaſt- 
nes, and {o when Milne and Cremona was ſtored with 
them, they were corrupted to be traitorstotheir firſt ma- 


 ſters, and accordingly againſt all expeRation, with an odi- 


ousreuoltencountred the French ins cheerefull a man- 
ner, as cucr before they hadentertained the crownes of 
the ſunne againſt the 7calians : ſo that ere the yeere went 


- about, the Caſtles of Millane and Cremona returne to the 


obedience of the Dnke, and King Zewis held nothingin 
Ttaly but the lanterne of Genes, which afterward the Geno- 
wats razed to the ground, both to preuent the occalion of 
future tyranizing ouer them, and to manifeſt their invete- 
rate malice againſt the flower-de-luce, though it gliftered 
neuer ſo-gloriouſly in an azure field. Now dyes Lewis 
I51i4 but corruptio onus gencratio alterius : For Francis 
the firſt luruiues, and renewes the warres of 7:aly, paſling 
the Alpes the yeere following, and ſurpaſſing conlidering 
his Royall Armie into the Duchy of Millave againſt the 
Emperor, Arrogonians, Sforza: and the Switzerscontratt 
a league, and aduance a ſtrength to ſhoulder the new 
French King from any firmenes, nay if it may be footing 
in /taly ; bur like a Cedar of Zibanw he Randeth ypright, 
enduring the ſhaking of theſe tempeſtuous ſtormes , and 
ſo proceedeth toa warlike tryall, whereby the 13 of Sep- 
tember in a gallant encounter at Aarignay, he preuaileth 
againſt the Switz:r5, beliegeth the new Duke we” 
Sfar Z4 
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Sforza in Millaye,and coadiuted by the Dake of Burboy 

wrefted this compolition, that Maximilian ſhall bee the 

_- Kings peutioner 1n- France, and the Switzers to depart 
with bagg and baggage. 

T busare the French once againe welcommed into the 
pleaſures of Lombardy, and Francs the firft is Lord of 
this vnquiet Duchy, which now is detained with a ſeem- 
ing ſccuritie, becauſe the Pope applauded the faxceſle, 
and according to the ſuperſtition of thoſe times , and po- 
licie of temporizing , blefled the royall ftandard of Ya- 
loies. But about the 25 of Twve 15 19. the Emperor Ma- 
ximilian paies his tribute of lite ro the firſt enlarger of 
breath, and Charles of Auſtria, competitor with the King 
of Fraxce, is preferred by the name of Carelas Puintus, 
inheritor of Spaire, with ſo:many titles beſides, that the 
Harolds were troubled in the 'proclkaiming them, and 
the ſtile was tedious to be divulged. Betweene theſe two 
great Princes ſo many grudges increaſed, and ſtimulatory 
cauſes of enmitie appeared, that at laſt open defiances 
PRI an vnappeaſed warre,and the trumpets of Bel- 

ecchoed nothing but diſturbance in the helds of Ex- 
rope, eſpecially after the Pope declares himſelfe againſt 
France, and by way of pope fore-telleth the ruine of 
the French gouernment in 1taly, adding withall fome omi- 
nous fignes of calamitie to enſue, and caſting vpan vnto- 
ward reckning in this manner: That on S. Peters day 
at ſunne-ſer,a lightning fell on the great trowerof the Ca- 
ſtle of 2ulane, and onerthrew 6 farhomes of the curtaine 
on either (ide, conſumed 250090 weight of powder, 
1200 fire-pots, faltfor 5 yeeres, and buried inthe rubbifh 
Richbowrg Captaine of the Caſtle, with 350 Gentlemen of 
account: vpon whichaduantage the 23 of Noxcmber the 
Marqurs

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The Spani- Marquis of Peſcarra with his Spaniſh bands, the Marquis

of Mantua, the Cardinall of Medices, and all the Emperors 
and Popes.confederates come to Millane, and once againe 
recouer it, ſacking the Towne which continued 1 5 daies, 
in which time the Pope dying, a new Pope called Adrian 
the {ixt, who was Cardinall of S. Sixtus, was elected, and 
admitted' Sforz4 into 24llape, had not the French the 
yeere following attempted to recouer their Joſles, belte-: 
ged Mill ane againe, tooke Nouarra, and preſumed to cſta- 
blith themſcelues more ſtrongly , which queſtionles they 
had done, but that theYeretars forſaking them, made the. 
matter ſomewhat difhcule , and left the Army ſtaggering, 
like a tree almoſt tormented with the cruelty: of many 
ſtrokes, and waucth in the winde ready to fall with the 
next violence. Atlaſtthe fatall troke is giuen indeede, 
miſcheeues-rhrong on one another ſo haſtily , that the 
French 1522 are expelled 1caly, ſo farre from hoping to 
augment their glories,that they are in deſpaire to recouer 
their owne,formerly "ofleſſed.

a riyer filling the Loire, and ſending it the faſterinto the 
ſea: ir boaſteth of ſome antiquities, a Theater called the 
Sandes; a palace ofthe Emperor Galienus; an Aquedutt, 
to which belong certaine fountaines, vulgarly called ar- 
ceux de parigne, and other memories from famous Ro- 
mans, who were here euer reſident : To talke of their 
Churches, prifons,walls,ports, ramparts,arſenals,towers, 
riuers,bridges, and ſuch like, it were ſuperfluous conlide- 
ring they are not ſubiecs either of admiration, or delica- 
cie, but even common or ordinary buildings. 

Thethird part is 4z:0s, though a litle Prouince, yet ve- 
ry fruitfull , and aftordeth ſuch excellent vines, that the 
common prouerbe crieth out,the wine of 4#iou, Porthe 
ſtately riuer of Zoire comming from Orleance poſteth a 
pace with the glad tidings of a plentifull country, and ex-

Here you haue alſo ruines of Theaters, vulgarly mo 
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and an Academy enlarged,or rather founded by Zodwick 
the ſecond 1389: the other townes are Samurs, Belforce, 
Bange, and ſuch like, of whoſe particulars my purpoſe is 
not to make relation.  _ 

The fourth part is Britamia, in times paſt Armorica : It 
boaſterh for ſending ouer ſuch inhabitants into our coun- 
trey, as not onely taught them a language, butpeopled.- - 
and poſleſled the lame: Wee againe are reſfolued, that - 
though France was firlt inhabited, yet from the greater 
Britaine the leſle receiued denomination, and 'by enter- 
courſe of people, athnitie,mariage, and politike confede- 
ration, both countries learned one anothers language. For 
being called Armorica, it at laſt condiſcended to be enti- 
tled litle Britazze, retaining a long time an abſolute Duke 
of her owne, and diuiding her territories into low'and 
high Britaine : in both which are numbred nine Biſho- 


pricks,Carnouaile, S. Paul, Treguires, Doll, Rheines, $.Malo, 


Nants, Vannes, and Breim, amongſt whom Doll hath the 
precedency , though Rexes and YNarnts bethe chiefeſt and 
greateſt Cities : Ir is three parts expoſed to the ſea, and 
hath many ſtrong ports, eſpecially Breſt, famous for fun- 
dry warlike exploits, and the laſt intruſion of the Spaniſh 
leaguers. | | 

The fift part is Normandy, diuided into the countries 
of Conſtantine, Befin,Maine,and Auge, in which as princi- 
pall Cities are recorded Roar, Pontoiſe, Alenſon, Argenni, 
Caen, Bajenx, and ſome few others: The people boaſt of 
their endenors in ſpinning linnen cloth, excellent wits, 
and able bodies for the warres : But ofAall other chings, 


. they would exceede (eſpecially the Gentlemen) for man- 


ſuetude, courtſhip, and aftabiltie in attending the affaires 
of peace, and quietnes.

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. The ſixtpart challengeth the title of the le of France, 
a countrey ſo named,becauſeitis in a manner environed 
with excellent rivers , which make the ground (vo fertile, 
that for number of Townes, Gentlemens houſes, places 
of pleaſure , conueniencie of prouiſion, and other parti- 
culars tending to brauery and profit, it excelleth all the 
countrey : Bur her<hieteſt pride ariſeth from the poſle(- 
ion of Pary on the riuer Sequana, or the Seip, the miſtris 
of all Cities ; and Orleans on the Lorre famous for many 
remarkable actions, berweenewhom almoſt 4o Engliſh 
nule is one cawſey. of ſtone, or otherwiſe there were no 
trauelling, eſpecially in winter: Forall the ground is fo 
fat and clammy, that Pars it felfeis called Latetia of [ute, 
or the henrizata of the ſoile. 

The ſeventh part belongeth to Bonrees,or Berry,a coun- 
trey boaſting of many delicate things ; but the Citie is 
quite out of patience, if you either forget her monuments, 
- or contradict her firſt founder to be gizes, the grand- 
childe of Noe: - Itis encloſed with the countries of Tox- 
rane, Burbon, and Ninuernots, and on the riuer of Loire— 
walhing cleane the fields with his ſtrange ouer-flowings 
are erected Coſme, Le Charity, the Citie of Newers with 
her long bridge, Molins, and many other townes, ſome 
of hanſome eminence,and ſome of leſſe conſequence. 

The eight part is attributed to Zimoſin or Lemania, 
contayning the County of Awernee, and yeeldeth ſuch 
plenty of tenns and mariſhes, that the fatnes of the ſoile 
1s both betrered and 'augmented'thereby, howeuer the 
aire ſeemeth not ſo wholeſome, and the Cities & Townes 
are fuller of inhabitants, by reaſon of natures ſuppliment 
in all things, and the ealines wherewith good huſbandry 
difanbe her bulines : yet are they neither great, nor

'N ro reliſt the Romans. To Daulphine they added a gracious 

allowance of the famous and ancient city of Lyons, whom 
the Roſpc diuideth, and whole wals are ſo ambitious, that 
they climb vp tothe topof very rockes : theriuer playes 
the wantgn So the towne, and runs a pace to Yalence.& 

Vienna, never leauing vntill he thruſt himſelte into the Me- 

diterranean (ea, hard by Marſelles,'a city and port of great 

conſequence : butis ſo ſeparated from the riuer, as if ir 

were aftrayd of his ſwiftneſle. Burt Zyors hath yer more 

cauſe of inſulting, in regard that all this part of France -_ 
calle 
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called Gallia Lugdunenſis, from her owne name Lugdunm: 
_ and divers monuments of water-workes, bridges, towers, 
and temples, were magnificent in Ceſars time. The pro- 
uince of Danlphine was giuento theeldeſt ſonne of Erarce, 
with no other intent, butto name. himſelte accordingly, 
by which occation all £xrope knowes what the Daulphine 
means. T'o Oranges a town {o named appropriate, Gre- 
noble with Anuiznion, are contured within this circle. For 
although euer {ince the Pope madeit his ſear,&eſtabliſhed 
heere a Conclaue for the Cardinals, it hath {ince remained 
firme to the Roman Clergy : yertis it fired in this pro- 
uince, and called France her naturall mother : ſomereckon 


beerein the three Biſhoprickes of Carpentorac?, Lif) a and 


Vaurias,with many other townes, allowing vs to call it the 
Principate of Orange, and will haue vs take norice, that the 
houle of Naſſau, which challengeth the glory ofthe Low- 
Countries,as by the worthy lite of the laft Prince of Orange 
(whoſe younger ſonnes are ſtill ſo famous for the Belgick 
watres) may appeare : was extracted from hence, and glo- 
rieth in her denomination accordingly. For mine owne 
part, I haue thus buund them together within the girdle 
of Prowence, and could finde in my heart to make Genena 
with her great Jake and plaines vnder the mountaines, a 
daughter of France,although ſhe hath vrgently denied her 
firſt mother. Beſides, howeuer the Rhoſne or Rhodans 


commeth a pace out of Burgundy; it was once knowen by _ 


the name of Ararts, and telleth a truetale of an hundred 


ſeuerall townes diſperſed on his ftreames, and ſupported 
by his bankes.

Therefore I referre you thither for more ample diicourles, 
eſpecially concerning {uch cities as I haue ouerpaſſed,and 
yet flouriſhatthis howerin ſeuerall countries;it thall only 
ſuthce meto namethe countries and principall places,that 
I may prepare you the better to attend my compariſon, 
when I ſhall ſet out Exzlazdto the ſale with her ornaments 
of commendation indeed.

nour, is appropriate to Callzs and Boloigne, maintaining the 
ſea-thores ouer againſt Xext , and the ſweet breathing 
mouth of the Thamesin England : but in ſuch emulation 
being ſo neere, that either they complaine to be thus long 
dilioynted from her gouernment, orſeeme offended thar 
weeuer poſſeſſed them, and could keepe them no longer : 
much ot this countrey once belonged to Artoys, and was 
diuided betweene the Emperour and France, by way of 
compoſition. But if you would know, wherin and wherof 
it boaſteth indeed,itis for two famous Dukes ofthe ſame, 
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orif you will, but Earles ; who by their valours and heroik 
endeauouts, obtained the noble Diadems of the world : 
the one was Goafrey, inuefted King of Jeruſalem, and made 
like another \4gamemnon, Captaine Generall of the Chri- 
ſtian army againſt the Saracens. The other was Stephen, 
{onne or Duke Williams daughter of Normandy, railed to 
the dignity of Enzland, and maintaining the poſlethon a- 
gainlt AMavd the Empreflſe and her ſonne,during his life. 
Thelaſt part of this glorious Kingdome may include 
Fermond and Picardy, whole principall townes are Gwe, 
La bere, Han, $*. Duintine,Tornay,Chatel, Abeule, Amiens, 
Aux1, Peron, and ſuch like, waſhed with the ſtreames of 
the Someand Scaldw, whole rivulets make the fields plen- 
tifull in corne and graſle, although the inhabitants are not 
induſtrious in planting of vine-yards, which I rather im- 
pute to the indiſpolition ofthe Gileghen their negligence. 
Thus you ſee with whata gliſtring crowne the head of 
France is impaled in the chaire of Matieſty, and may vifit 
the palace of honour with moreand better attendance of 
Princes, Dukes, Earles, and Gentle-men, then any abſo- 
lute Monarch of the world : yet becaule it hath ſome de- 
te&sin meere matters of ſtate, according to the true pro- 
ny ofa countrey : and that diuers deficiencies chance 
omewhar diſgraciouſly vnto her, like ſtaines and ſpots to 
pure linnen,] cannot yeeld her the pride of happineſle: be- 
cauſe you ſhall ſeein my next book of compariſon, wherin 
her fulneſle of glory is ecclipſed, and how wee our ſelues 
enioy many prerogatiues before her.

The Countrey of Zimbarck hath many names, and is 3 Limbarck, 
prouince tull ot villages, it conraineth part of the Duke- 
dome of Bolojgne , the Marquiſate of Frazckmount, the 
Earledome of Haſfengo and Lootes,with mary other Baro- 
nies. There are brought intothe lifts 24. grear rownes, 
amongſt whom we begin :wprimss with Leece, lituated on 
the Maſe,as hauing a Biſhops See,a delicate caſtle, & many 
well-ordred edifices : the dorps are reckned 1 700, beſides 
Abbayes andreligious houſes: roward the North adioy- 
ning to Brabart, it Rouriſhethin corne & hath ſome vines.

itis more barren, as intermingled with hils and woods, 
the remainder of that great forreſt of 1rdenia, of which {0 
many fabulous accidents are recorded. It containeth di- 
uers mines of marble and cole, and in ſuch goodneſſe of 
every thing, that a prouerb raiſeth it ſelte, to haue bread 
better then bread, fire hotter then fire, and iron harder 
then iron. | 
The Dukedome of Zutzenburg is for the moſt part r,,.e»bwry 
mountainous and full of wood, inthe reſt well tilled, and 
where they haue ſtocked vp the trees, excellent ground : 
what neighboureth France conſerueth both their language 
and cuſtomes, the reſt ſpeake Dutch. The names of the 
Prouinceand principall City haue one ſound, buritis ill 
diuided,part ona hollow by the river E//a, part on arocky 
mountaine : ſo that it propoſeth no great vniformity : bur 
yet yeeldeth a gracefull obic&, and in retaining the autho- 
rity ofaParliament, hath a preheminence of many greater 
and prouder townes.

Valenciens 1s better {ited on the riuer Scal- 
dxs,and is very ſpacious, well walled, and full of ancient 
buildings , the- Citizens are great tradeſ-men, and gaine 
much by the making of tuſtians, the reſt are brought into 
the account with the number of 22, Amongſt whom 
Binchiam might hauc ſhowne youa goodly palace,cre&ed 
by Mary, (iſter to Charles the fift, and beautified with gar- 
dens of pleaſureto theſe vies. To beguileidle houres, to 
countenancea ſolitary retiring fromthe great encombran-

ces of the world, to quicken meditation with a correſpon- 


cency oftime and place, and to inuite the body to a better 
aire, then commonly populous cities aftoord, ir was yet 
deliroyed, ſome would faine ſay defaced, by Herrythe ſe- 
cond, King of Frarce, in thoſe times of deſolation, when 
inteſtine mutinies could not be appeaſed without effulton 
of bloud, and the rage of Princes exaſperated one another 
to ſore reuenges.

Yetqueſtionlefle mult all 
inſtances of Emperours, Kings, maieſty and gouernmerſ, 
giue place tothe time and royalty of Salomon, whole pre- 
perity ouerflowed like a ſwelling riuer, and filled eu 
empty place with fulneſle, gladnetle, and encreaſe : ſo thar 
if you will examine me vpon interrogatories, I thus putin 
mine anſwer, and according to the true vic of an effrdauit, 
affirme nothing bur truth and plaineneſle.

from cruell execution: yet the beautifull Grecan ſhrunke 
vnder the ſtroak of a ſauage hand, & he rhe next day (after 
a glorious ſhewing her with admiration to.the whole ar- 
mie) ſtrucke off her head, and moſtbarbarouſlly, as hein- 
ferred, to fatishe the army, deliuered himand them from 
- further ſuſpition ofhis eatd : in which fury he. 
approached Adrinopols, & neuer deliited rill he had laid it 
proſtrate before him.But if you would be acquainted with 
the true condition of their tyranny & impertouſnes, then 
looke vpon the newadmifhon of their Emperours, into 
the ſublime chaire of Maieſty, and you ſhall heare him 
commanding all his brethren to bee ſtrangled before him, 
one ; reſerued, if the timeallow it, for propagation 
of children, who likewiſe vpon'the Tirkes ſuppliment that 
way, ſhall miſcarry by one meanes or other: yea, ſome- 
times it happens, that when the aged father, oreldeſt bro- 
theris contented to:admitof his ſonne or yonger ta the 
coparcinary 'of adminiſtration, or if you will, abſolute 
power in the Empire, by reaſon of impotency, age, luna- 
cy, or other naturall dete&s, they are moſt inhumanly re- 
warded with death, as Zelimus poyſoned his father Bara- 
zet, and the ſonnes of Solanan the Alaznificent thouldred 
one another into the pit of deſtrution. 
Concerning the ſnbie& ; nobiliry they neuer ſuffer in 
_ continuall diſcents. nor permit any man to grow rich, 
mighty, or populz -therwiſe then may ſtand with the 
leaſure of the Er: , rour, which is apparant by the de- 
tion of many worthie Baſhawes and Seruitours, who 
(when the DoRors of the Law haue concluded the mat- 
ter by priuate conference) are commonly carried by a

guard of Mutes, and in the midſtofthe ſea drowned, with 
agrear ſtone about their neckes, which performed,a peece 
ot Ordnance, according to thequality ofthe perſon, bee 
he Chauſe, Haga,or Baſhaw,is dilcnarged from the Tapinaw, 
or office of artillery, to certifie the Grand Signeur, that his 
will and pleaſureis effefted: ; nay, ſuch is the miſerable 
condition of theſe ſubie&s,that vpon the leaſt diſpleaſure, 
ouerſight, or negligence, the higheſt dignified Magirace 
giueth himſelfe loſt, and prepareth to die, it hee ſuppole - 
the Prince diſpleaſed with him, as my ſelte can witneſle 
by the ftoryot the Tefterdy, 1607. who is the principall 
Treaſurer, and being commanded to the richer glazing of 
a window. in one of the Caska's, or houſes of pleaſure: 
ſome preſumption belike, that hee would not repaire thi- 
ther ſo ſoone, negleed:theſame : whereupon, whenthe 
Emperour came vnlookt forto demand why it was not 
done, as hehad formerly giuen in charge, and ſending for 
him,he ſolemnely took his leaue of his wiues,concubines, 
& children, diſtributing ſuch jewels,and money amongft 
them, as the prefentneceſlity would permit,and fo prepa- 
red himſelte toraſlaughter-houſe : but had the fortune to 
efcapeat that time, although hee could not returne with- 
out a ſlanih groucling to the ground before him, and ig- 
nominious reproach of doggand wretch, tothe terrour of 
the ſtanders by. To which if you adde the ſtrange cutring 
off the principall Yiceer, 1605. their tyranny will beepen-

not without diſcouerie of ſome contumacious and inſo- 
lent behauiour, by reaſon ofthe loue of the /ani=aries, to 
whom hee had beene ſomewhat ouer-liberall for priuate 
ends of his owne, and ſo praiſed many things vnder co- 
lour of maintaining the 2 of Otthoman, to whole race - 
and dignity he was ſwornean obſcruant. This at the very 
firſt ouerlooking was diſplealing to the young Prince,not 
fully ſixteene yeere olde, and had withall the vntoward 
ſuggeſtion of many priuate complaints, from ſecret ene- 
mics &enuiers at his fortune, as his enlarging his troops, 
ſumptuous feaſting, magnificent buildings, admitting of 
ſuters, giuing of almes, gracing of Mogresand Exnuchs, 
multiplying of wines and concubines, furnithing of gal- 
lies, and ina manner fortifying a Seralio, as you goe to 
Pompey's pillar, on the borders of the blacke ſea : to all . 
which whenit was ſuggeſted, how hee was both idle and 
humorous in attending his owne greatneſle, and that di- 
uers enormities had creptin amongſt the men of warre, 
the Emperours difpleaſire was quickly exaſperated, and 
many euident {ignes fatally foretold, that ſome thickning 
clowds were gathered together, to raine downea ſhewre 
of deuaſtation on his head. For heere there not onely 
wanted ſuch as read the chronicles to Ahaſueroſb, trucly 
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"0 ' Glory. IB.11. 
confefling that Mordecai had not bin rewarded ; bur ſecret 
politicians ſupplied: the roome, intimating ſtill and ſtill 
matter againſt him, which kindled the fire of the Empe- 
rors icloulieto ſuch a blaze, thatnothing bur his perſonall 
appearance could quench the ſame. 

When the Ficeey perceiued the danger. of ſuch ouer- 
watchings, and began to be acquainted with too man 
princely meſſages, he abſented himſelfe a while,and wit 
dilatory excuſes laid as it were open his ſuſpicion of the 
Emperors ielonlie againſt him, Cn tollowedan 
obſtinate deniall of comming, leſt theaftaires of the king- 
domes might be intermitted ; and when that ſerued not 

the turne, he derermined to ſtand on his guard, till at-laft 
the Gran Signeur was aduiled not to regard him at all : 
whereupon the Mufti was called to councell , which is 
their principal! Churchman , who together with diuers 
DoRors of their law reſolued, that he was too dangerous 
to live, and yet policie muſt be vied in cutting him off: 
Whenthe foundation of this building was laid , lerrers 
were contriued from the Prixce vnto him deceitfully im- 
porting thus much : That he had great cauſe to be thank- 
full to the great Prophet Mahomer for his indulgent care 
ouer the houſe of Orroman, cuen in theſe ſuſpitious times 
to prouide,that a man of ſuch courage, wildom,and mag- 
nanimity gouerned the fterne of the thip ofhis affaires, & 
like a diſcreet pilot knew how to conduce the barke of 
_ the Common-wealth to ſafe harbour. He accordingly 
aſſumeth the glory to himſeltfe, wirh full reſolution, that 
either the yong Prince durſt not finde fault, or nothing 
was fault-worthy, like «4/ops afle, who ſuppoſed, that the 
Lyon would be terrified with his braying. For atlaſt he 
came to the Emperors preſence into the Seralio, who ww 
caught 
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raughr to entertaine him with a politicall acceptation, 
which laſted a while, and with the continuance of 1 4 daies 
ſcemed to wipe out the print of former vnkindnes : But 
when theday of his fatall deſtrution approched, (after 
the yong Prince had bina hawking, and meeting with cer- 
raine inhabitants of Bogdonia, and the borders of Ruſſia, 
who made petition vnto Him for diuers red -ſſes, gaue 
rhem a kinde of audience) hee was ſodenly tent forto a 
priuate conference, which he verily ſuppoſed, according

ro him, which he performed accordingly,and neuer ſeem- 
ed once ſtaggering in his reſolutions, till he came to the 
yron gate, and ſaw his company prohibired to enter, and 
the gate faſt barred,as ſoone as he was admitted. 

Here he muſt needs paſle through aguard of Capogres, 
who demanded his Semiter, which he furiouſly denied, 
and with increaſe of rage and choller railed vponthem all. 
But they being too [well inftructed to forbeare any ſuch 
opprobrious ſpeeches, ſpared areply of words,and tooke 
an opporrtunitie to ouer-maſter him with the company, 
who moſt cruelly cut him all to peeces : yet ſome would 
raiſethe Emperors teloulie from a ſuſpition of loueto his 
mother, who taking a fitting opportunitie, as was imagi- 
ned, came with him to admoniſh her ſonne from his pede- 
raftria, or accompanying with boyes, bur belike they per- 
formed it with vnſeaſonable wiſdome ; forin his furie he

urned her away, and bad him remember, he was but a 
| nay Some report that the firſt motiue of the Emperors 
diſpleaſure was occalioned by reaſon of his buildings, 
which ouer-looking ſome priuate walkes in the Seralio, 
was both irkeſome to the maieſtic of the Prince, and a 
dore to let in his euerlaſting hate, to which there wanted 
not the feuerall ſuggeſtions of many flatterers, and tem- 
porizers. Burt let his death, and the cauſe be what it will, 
there is no gaine-ſaying their wiltulnes, nor moderati 
their rage and tyrannie, witnes his fathers killing of his 
elder brother,a Prince of great O—_ : but comming 
one day (though he did it with reuerence and teares in 
his eyes)to put himin remembrance of the 0::omen glory, 
and inlarging the Empire, which euery Prince had done 
fauing himlelte, the admonition was ſo vnſauoury, or the 
jeloulie of his vertues ſo forcible, that he beat him to 
death with his owne hands, to the amaſe of all the Iani- 
faries and ſoldiers : inſomuch that the grandmother, a 
woman of excellent parts, who is yet liuing, had like to 
haue periſhed in the hurly-burly. - To which may be ad- 
ded, this yong Princes diſlike of one of his Concubines, 
whom he {hot to death in his gardens. I could here im- 
ſert many other ſtories of their cruelty, and —— 


. ſupplanting oneanother,murthering Baſhawes, deftroyi 


Princes, and letting looſe the ſtreames of all rage, wiltull- 
nes, and diftemperature: but you will fay I gleane but 
out of anothers harueſt, and time is too pretious to ſpend

* Wherevpon ſhee wonde vp her wiltulnes on the pefti- 
lent bottome of Ruſtar Baſhawes ambition, who had ma- 
ried her daughter, and hauing likewiſe corrupted the 
pu_ Mufti to ſecond. her enterpriſe, they all com- 
ined a league of amitie, and proie&ed to caſt the Empire 
on her owne ſ{onnes: which was no ſooner ratified, and 
confirmed betweene them, but on a ſudden ſhee became 
very deuout, and being rich with the fauours and preſents 
beſtowed vpon her, propoſed a meritorious worke for 
her ſoules health by erecting ſome religious monument 
or Moſque, which was intercepted by the high Prieſt, as

called Chriſtians, and admitted of their worthy acknow- 
ledgement of Teſus Chriſt, whom they ſuppoſe Godand 

man,and borne ota Virgin, and in whom till cthegood 

Chriſtian beleeueth ; this cauſed their increaſe of wealth, 

maieſty, and greatneſle, till at laſt growing wanton with

denying the accuſation was impriſoned, had his hands al-

ſion. Ar laſt meere hunger compelled the Offender to dif- 
couer himſelfe, and moſt voluntarily to lay the guilt vpon 
his owne ſhoulders, whereby the Engliſhman was after 
great ſuite diſcharged, otherwiſe no doubt he had felt the 
effect of Turkiſh iuſtice. 

In the yeere 1605. amongſt other Trauellers, and ſear- 
chers for nouelties out of curiolity, a French Gentleman 
preſumed to tell the artillery, and canons before the Ia- 
pinaw, as they lay by the ſea ſhore,which was taken for ſo 
great anroffence, that he hada 100. blowes given himon 
the feete according to the manner of ſuch reuenges, and 
not diſmiſſed without great interceſſhon of the Embaila- 
dour, Theſe and many other inſtances of their tyrannous 
gouernment would fill whole volumes, and make calc 
colleftions the diſcouerers of theirincongruity betweene 
Salomons magnificenſe, peace, plenty,adminiſtration, wiſe- 
dome, affabilitie, vprightneſle, and good orders ; and 
their pride, contentions, wants , confultons, -diuElliſh 
policy, tyrannie, wreſted conftrutions, and wiltulneſle : 
fo farre from the example ofhappines, and methodeofa 
well ſetrled Common-wealth , that I will abſolutely dif- 
claime the naming of any true goodnefle amongft 
them, not that I touch the maine point of religion in de- 
nying the Godhead of Chriſt, an argument of ſuthciency 
to debarre him from worldly and terreſtriall happineſſe, 
but that many heathenilh reaſons of firmely ſetled king- 
domes difalow his viurpation , and ſtrangely- compatted 
tyranny tending to nothing,but wilfulneſſe in themlelues, 
and ſlauery ouer others, all proceeding from his chal- 
O 3 lenges 
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lenges militeriiure , and that the Diſpoſer of Kingdomes 
would __ vs from any oſtentation of a perpetuity 
on carth. |

© © 4, @Þ Vr former allegations haue maintain- 
N>"Y ed, that the Turkiſh Empire is cor- 
roborated by the abſolute will of 
the Prince, and wretched duty of 
the ſubiect ; for he pulleth downe 
and aduanceth whom he pleaſcth, 
and without ſenſe or reaſon debar- 
reth any man from pleading in his 
owne behalfe, or conteſting with authoritie, if ſo be, he 
will not hane it ſo ; otherwiſe, there is a certaine ſhadow 
of vprightneſſeamongft them ; an approaching to honor 
by and ſpreading the faire nes of lome good 
cuſtomes, tho 2 ſhort of our example: all which in 
in this Chapter {hall be for divers reaſons enlarged. You 
- muſt then conſider, that euery ſecond or third yeare his 
Officers range ouerall his kingdomes, and territories for 
ſlaues, Moores, and Eunuchs, buteſ; p_ for the beau- 
tifulleſtand handſommeſt children they can finde, being 
allthe ſonnes and daughters of -Chriftians , who accor- 
dingly are brought into his ſeuerall Seralios by 20.and 
30000.2tatime, and there from their infancy inftructed

ſome Eunuch or Keeper out of micere commileration 
diſcouer the ſame ; fo that all his Concubines, Wiues, 
Officers, and ſouldiers are the off-ſprings of Chriſtians 
depending immediately on the Princes Exchequer, and 
penſions, notacknowledging other God, other law, other 
religion, other King, other BenefaQor , or other life ( ex- 
cept inthe ſtory of George Caſirios, who rebelled againſt 
him, after he knew his father was a Chriſtian, and King of 
Epirus, which we may briefly runne ouer thus.

chiefe ſouldiers in the army : yea, as (a man may ſay) the 
principall beame of the whole Empires frame, For from 
their ſuffrages and obedience, the Gran Signewr is confir- 
med: from their repinings, diſorders are multiplied:trom 
their partiality, a ſonne depoſeth a-father : and from their 
murtinies confuſton riſeth, and like a ſwelling ſea caſteth 
downethe bankes of all gouernment. | 

The third ſort are Capogies, employed as porters of 
gates, purſeuants on errands, attenders 0n the Yiceers, as 
they {itar meatin their great Dowane's,which be open hals 
trauerſed, as occalion ſhall ſerue with Perlian hangings, 
and ſometimes truſted with ſecret murthers, and ſuch hke 
dan pe pubnghe, | 

T he fourth place is appropriate to the Spabyes, whoare 
inferiour horſe-men, —_ high fethers wales ſtrange fa- 
{hioned hats, ſumewhat more glorious then the Jaw/varies, 
their arming, as alſo the Jenizary, keepes ſome correſpon- 
dency with the Perſian. On foot,cither bow and arrowes, 
anda ſemiter, or hargabuſh anda ſemiter ; on horſe-backe 
the very ſame, with addition of a ſhield made of finewes, 
or the barke of an Indian tree, caſt behinde at their backs, 
with addition of apollax, hatchet, or iron mace, which 
are made like ſcepters : but, for the moſt part, none pre- 
ſumes to weare them vnder the degree pi 9 ing who 
hauethem in the city of filuer for ſhew, and of ſtecle for 
execution.

Their religion generally carries a reuerent ſhew, butno 
ſubſtantiall commendation, as allowing God Omnip 
tent, a father, inuincible, and creator of the world, —_ 
ſus Chrift asthe Prophet of his time, as Moſes had beene 
before, but haue opinion that Muhomer was ſent to them, 
' asthelaſt Medrator, with promiſe ofreturne to conſim-

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mare theireternity afrer 1 900 yeeres,yhichtime is almoſt 
expired, whereuporrhee enrolled a booke called his 4ca- 
708, int which he bound together, both lawes touching re- 
hgion, and precepts for cut[ladminiſtration, with prohi-

birionof diſputing ontheir probability, and warrantize of 


the flouriſhingeſt Common-wealth vnder the ſunne, vporr 
their obſeruatron; coniuring themtoa ſtrit obedience, if 
cuer they hoped to thriue in glory and terreftriallmaieſty; 
and attaine the bleſſedneſle of an immortall Kingdome, 
anda trebled felicity inthe world ro comet whereinhee 
imitated Zycurgis, who compelled the Zacedemontans,and 
bound them by oath to the reſolute keeping his inſtruQi- 
ons, vntill his rerarne;. which they ratefied- by a ſolemne 
vow, whereupon eonietturing the ſubſequent good, hee 
banithed himſe!fefor euer ; or, as ſome ſuppoſe, threw 
himſeite troma cliffe of Olympus. Thelike wee reade of 
——_— wittgreater ſuſpition of ambition, as n= 
deede affeting.agod-head,who taſt himfelfe into the Cya- 
teres of tn, after hee had combined.the Siclizns tothe 
iudicious allowance of his decrees. 

They loue their Churches, reuerencethe Priefts, make: 
account of Natarals, dumb men, and Lunaticks,and muſt 
not-enter into their Moſques, ether with their {hooes on; 
or fowle hands, or'any vnreuerent geſture. Amongſt 
theſe the orderof Deruces or Turners are of greateſt ac- 
count,as men liuing a contempiatiue life, and no way tran- 
ſported with mundane aftaires. They celebrate diners re- 
ligious dayes, eſpecially Friday, and haue many ceremo-_ 
nies of preaching, mulike & ſolemne ilence : concluding 
their ſeruice with a ſtrange turning about,encreaſed by de- 
grees froma {low ſtillnes to a violent circular whirling,pa- 
gble of foure {eyerall diuiſions, laſting in all an houre, ac- 

| cording. 
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cording to the modulent found of certaine inſtruments, 
which haue aprimordiall folemnity, and fo by little and 
lirtle encreaſe to a ſwiftneſle, in which time they with 
ſtrange geſtures looke vp to heauen, and when they haue 
done thusa quarter of an houre, all in a ſweatthey fall 
groucling to the ground, and haue certaine garments cait 
ouer them, to preuent taking of colde ; then after a while 
they beginne againe, and ſo foure times together : the loo- 
king vp hath relationto extraordinary viſions, and that 
they are rauiſhed with high inſpiration, forgetting the 
world, and all affaires in the ſame; the proſtitution on the 
ground would acknowledge the vileneſſe of mans creati- 
on, and their humility to conſider ofthe ſame :: they ob» 
ſerue the ceremonie of praying for the dead, bewailing 
their loſle, and bemoaning ouer the graues 3 they repaire 
to their Moſques or Temples foure times aday, and on 
Friday fiue : and they haue a ſolemne faſt and a ſolemne 
feaſt, called Ramdamand Byrawe, much about our Alhal- 
low-tide, at which time their Moſques, and the'turrets, are 
ſolemnely furniſhed with burninglamps night and day; 
five weekes together : with diuers other particulars, much 
like the abſurd ceremonies, both of Greeke and Romiſh: 
Churches, conliſtingall in forme and outward adoration, 
as you fhall heare anone.

Nay, {uch is the miſery 
of corrupted times, that whereas the T#rkes haue been euer 
a.true and religious people toward their Prophet, obſer- 
uing the lawes of his 4/carow _ ftritly : in theſe dayes 
they areall tranſported with proſperity, and ſeduced with 
filthy and abhominable wickedneſſe. For they endtire 
both ſloth and idleneſſe, augment their deſires of inconti- 
nency, maintaine the extremities of gluttony, and will bee' 
drunke, againſt their owne prohibitions and naturall en- 
clination. | 
I haue inſiſted the longer on theſe Turkiſh particulars, 
becauſe of all the Empires of 4fia, and Kingdomes of 
Afﬀrick, it affoordeth matter of diſcourſe, and mine owne 
commorance amongſt them warrants the truth of whar is 
publiſhed, whereby you may thus conclude, after a ſum- 
i mary colle&ion, that their Common-wealth may rather 
li bee termed a coniuration of tyratinies, then method or 
} ”=_ of good gouernment : their Emperours maſters of 
aughter-houſe, then fathers ofthe countrey : and their 
Gouernours ſuch as the Iudges of 1/rael, wheneuery go 
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did what was beſt in their owne eies, then 79/ua or Samuel, 
who waſhed their hands in innocency, either from doing 
wrong themlſclues, or winking at others vnder them, wit- 
neſſe the ſtories you haue heard, and thouſands other vn- 
repeated. Burtifthis will not yer exclude them out of our 
palace of happineſle, nor diuert their conceits, which are 
onely carried away with nouelties,why then ler vs extra&t 
theſe fearcfull particulars amongſt them. Firft, that fun- 
damentall poynt of eſtabliſhment, by murthering all their 
brethren. Next their ambitious ſupplanting their fathers 
and elder brothers, and rather then - ans would bee diſap- 

ynred in their projected drifts , thruſting them into a 
ilaughter-houſe. Thirdly, the policy and cunning of their 
Concubines,who haue deſtroyed very worthy Princes for 
G_ perſons. Fourthly, the raging cruelty and 
tealoulte againſt Baſhawes, neither permutting the lawfull 
diſcent ofthe ſonne, nor continuing long a conſtant opi- 
nion toward the well-deſeruing father (tor euen the wor- 
thy Cigala's themſelues,had much a doe to keepe their cre- 
dit without murmuring, and repining of others. Fiftly, a- 
gainſt the maine polition of preſeruing Juſtice, their cor- 
rupting by bribes and preſents, euento the peruerting of 
manifeſt canſes, eſpecially againſt Chriſtians. Sixtly, the 
miſerable eſtate of the country-man, and poore commu- 
nalty, who arcinas ill condition as their aſles, fit for no- 
thing but to haue heauy burthens layd vpon them. And 
laſt of all, their confulion of diet, both for the time and 
plenty, wherein nothing is gracious or acceptable, nor 
any thing worthy the name ofa happy countrey, or weal- 
thy people.

Bout the 25. of our famous Queene 
RAN ELL ZaBETH Albertus Alaſco Fainod 
WS! of Siradia in Poland, came ouer as Em- 
wall baſſadour from the King of Poland,and 

| | amongſt other particulars concerning 
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many Agents and gratuities to confirme a peace and en- 
tercourſe ; wherein more eſpecially then in any other Sir 
Thom.us Sraith preuailed with honourable welcome and 
diſpatch ; fo that belides the continuall traneli of our 
Merchants , and endeauours of many Gentlemen ad- 
dicted to curioſity , wehaue a kinde of publike authority, 
and certainty of colle&tions to warrant our diſcourſe, and 
make manifeſt the imperfect cuſtomes of rhis great Em- 
pire, ſo contrary to our example and parterne of kappi- 


nefle, that whereas we looke out for a yoake-fellow with 


Salomon to draw along the chariot of magnificenfe and 
rerreſtriall proſperity, he cannot come neere the daſhings 
of the wheeles, nor muſt preſume of any thing morethen 
the commaunding of his ſubieRs as ſlaves, which is ty- 
rannie ; and the keeping the better ſort of women honeſt 
by ſequeltring them from wandring abroad, which - mi-. 
cry. 
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ſery and wretchednefle. Firſt concerning religion, the 
maine point and foundation of all goodneſle, in the daies 
| of Salomonthey knew not whata groue meant; a ſtrange 
altar was odious vnto them , and vntill his later falling a- 
way from God,which was reuenged with the falling away 
of 10. Tribes from his ſonne, there was no mention 
made of idolatry, and the very ſound was a harſh kinde of 
diſcord. In Mufconta they are both ignorantly ſuperſtici- 
ous, and ambitioully affected to ſuperiority : for although 
in that poore knowledgethey haue, they euer depended 
vpon the authority of the Greeke Church, as by their 
Saints may appeare, which be Saint George , Demetrixe, 
and Nicholay, to whom is conſecrated one of the richeſt 
Abbies ofthe world : yet hane they preſumed in the af- 
ſumpting the ſame to themſclues , boaſting of a bargaine 


by commutation, wherein the Patriarch of Contantmople 


was contented to re{igne to the Metropolitane of 2Moſco 
all his authority , and ſupremacy for a great ſumme of 
gold. Bur ſeethe iuſt indgement of God, as he returned 


into Greece, he was robbed of the ſame,and moſt treache- . 


rouſly murthered. Thus yet doe they prefume of the 
lory ofthe Church amongſt them, and in _ thinke it 
{afficient tocry outT x s v thou ſonne of God: as forthe 
Scriptures, in ſome places they haue the Greeke Teſta- 
ment onely, and heare of the Bible a farre off. For preach- 
ing orinterpreting, they know not what it meanes ; and 
the common people belecue any thing their Prieſts tell 
them, allowing of nothing but ſome ridiculous ceremo- 
nies, ſtrange faits,and idle feaſts. Concerning their Princes, 
oh how farrearethey from the reciprocall duties between 
themſclues and ſubieRs, and thoſe excellent preſcriptions 
which Sawwel preſcribed to Saul, and Salomon prattiſed = 
2 is 
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his etertiall honour. For ſuch hath beene the confuſed' 
and diſordred intruſion of theſe Emperours, that they 
have without care of poſterity , conſcience, or the Com- 
mon-wealth ſhouldred one another from their thrones 
by treaſons, murthers, deuifes, and publique hoſtility. 
For euer {ince that old war Yaſellowich grew odious to 

his ſubieRs, horrible ſtraragemmes haue ſucceeded, and 
euen Polandlike a neighbour hath feared the burning of 
his ownehouſe, when the next hath beene on a blaze ; 
eſpecially inthe vſurpation of Barris Pheordiwich , who 
toaſpire to the dignity made away Demetris the ſecond 
ſonneto Y«ſellowich, and ſo from other monſtrous effects 
ofpolicy obtained the Diadem, wherein at the firſt by 
his bounty and worthy promiſing demeanor, he ina man- 
nerblotted our the print of his former vniuft proceedings, 
and taughtthem as it were away to forget the wrongs 
done to their lawtull Princes, till at laſt growing odious 

to the ſubieR, a new ſearch was made, and a further hurli- 
burly about another Emperor confounded all eſtates, and 

for many yeeres hath turmoiled the Countrey round a- 

bout. Concerning the gouernment, there 1s onely ſome 

forme ofuſtice, & puniſhing of adultery ; bur ſo far from 

Salomons magnificenſe, Salomons pallace, Salomons proui- 

lion, Salomons nauy, Salomons Nobles, Salomons tranquil- 

_ lity and peace,and Salomons worthines in euery thing, that 
lam aſhamed to name them for Chriſtians. For the com- 

mon people, though they lienot with ather'mens wiues, 

yet they change their owneas often as they lift, and how- 
euer the better ſorte mainetaine many. wiues , yet doe 
they" prattiſe nothing more then gurmondize and incon- 
tinency, with Strumpets and Concubines, whom they re- 
{orte ynto in certaine ſtoues or hot houſes, as the hotter 
Countries 
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Countries haue Balnea's and waſhing places, Concerning 


their Citties ? in a word both their Citties and townes are 


ſubiect to ſuch beſtialitie and confuſion, that they ſeeme 
rather ſo many fmoakie cotages, and Iriſh cabbines , then 
hanſome dwellings, or conuenient places of aboad ; and 
in Moſco it ſelfe for all her populouſneſſe, and large exten-- 
ſion of ground, there is not any thing worthy the admira- 
tion or imitation , more then the markets of furres, and 
ſome rich ornaments of the skinnes of beaſts ; as for the 
Citizens, or- Countreymen , I rather reſemble themto 
ſome ſcattered troupes ofa diſcomtited army , then men 
orderly diſpoſed to the managing affaires either for mutu- 
all commerce, or noble trade of Merchants. And thus 
could I runne ouer all other particulars, but that I ſhall 
ouer-runne my owne diſcourſe, conſidering there is no- 
thing buta meere diſparity betweene them and our ex- 
ample.

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corne into cinders, but Rifle their cattle for want ofwa- 


ter, ſending them braying, as the Hart tothe riuers vp and 
downe after refreſhing ſprings. For although «£2ipc hath 
bin counted the garner of corne, and that the watrey N:- 
las hath diſperſed her rivulets ouer many Countries , yea 
comming out of «&thiopia hath taken along ſundry ſwel- 
ling fountaines to accompany her into the Mediterrancan 
ſea; fo that diuers Hiftortographers haue numbred 6000. 
Citties on the bankes of the ſame , and boaſted of the glo- 
ry oftheir Emperors, and mightineſle of thcir armies : yer 
( not once ſpeaking ofthe barrenneſle of the reſt ) could 
any of theſe places take vpon them any glorious exaltati- 
on ofa well compated Common-wealch , or terreſtriall 
happineſle ofa Nation. For you may read , that when it 
flouriſhed in the height of proſperity ( as when there was 
- agenerall famine in many Countries) there was corne it 
eEgipt, Saba the Queene of «Ethiopia came to viſit Sals- 
montnhis roialty, and went away with admiration, when 
{he ſaw the difference betweene her owne Countrey, and 
the blefledneſle of 7udes, fo that the particularrelation of 
the Court, and gouernment, was occalioned from this 
Empreſles willingnes to be inftrued, and delireto grati- 
he the King for his extraordinary magnificenſe, and ad- 
miniſtration of the Common-wealth : whereby I am not 
incredulous of their information, that report , how that 
many times the Parents fel! their children to Merchants 
for corne, andat all times fend the people to the marker 
for flaues, which are bought vp at caſte rates, and difper- 
ſed ouer the world : nor will I much contradi& their opi- _ 
wion.that haue falhioned thetr Common-wealth out of an 
vnfaſhionable gouernment without law, terrour of dif- 
obedience, ciuill inſtitutian, orderly. precepts, ——_ 
| | able 
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able loning of one another. For ſince they marched vn- 
der the colours of Chriſtianity, it hath not beene much 
better, and except it be ſuch as are borne vnderthe ſame 
Climate, no man of a temperate Countrey can liue a- 
mongſtthem. Their manners and cuſtomes I haue partly 
deſcribed, and could here adde , that howeuer they 
boaſt of their antiquity , as being the firſt Countrey inha- 
bited by Chas the ſonne of Cham, which in oli 
rongue lignifierh blacke, and thatafterward they changed 
their name from the ſonne of Ywulcane : I cannot finde ei- 
ther any (erled gouernment, or ſtate worthy the imitati- 
on; or noble enterpriſes befitting a ſtory,or fake praiſe. 
Howeuer they are commended for the firft acknow- 
ledging a diuine power, and entertainingareligious Prieft- 
hovud, and manner of celebration of ſacrifices ; I cannot 
{ce, that there now remaines any thing amongſt them, 
but idle cuſtomes, and corrupted abules, belecuing rhe 
incarnationof Chriſt onely , without a better progreſſion 
to ſanQifying graces z and neuer diſputing further then a 
barren obſeruation of ridiculous ceremonies. How- 
euer they haue ſome ſcattered Cities , and nobilitie in eſti- 
mation, as the Captaines of their Souldiers, and Leaders 
of their armies, I cannot finde either orderly preſeruation 
of families, or louing entertaining of one another, bur 
rather thefts, rapines, murthers, and ſpoyling of them- 
{clues, and paſſengers. Howeuer their Countries are 
| very ſpatious, and haue a great quantity of ground with 
variety of people ; yetis the barrenneſle, and vnfrequen- 
ted Citties a barre to theireſtimarion ; and as we ſay a lit- 
tle good is wortha great deale of badde ; and one corner 
of Caxnaanequalled tenne times as much ground for pro- 
uiſton, and plenty of riches. As for their rying their haire 
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in knots,their odoures, perfumes, ſweet wood, ſpices, El- 
liphants teeth, almugge trees, and ſuch like ; alas, there is 
neither milke, nor honey,neither good prouilion for backe 
or belly, neither comlineſle of rayments for ornament, or 
neceſhty ,; neither order for glory , or good neighbour- 
hood ; neither prouiſion for hanſomnes, or magntficenſe. 
To conclude in a word, it wanteth many things, wherein 
barbarous Nations ( after their account ) come neerer 
proſperitie, and retaineth nothing, which either happy 
kingdomes ſtand in neede of, or delire by way of imita- 
tion. As for ſuch bleflings , wherewith God hath ſtored 
their Countries, and they haue corrupted the Merchants 
of Emrope;Tanſwerein one word forall, both for China, 
The mr. 7adia, and themſclues,that they reſemble poyſon throwne . 
chandize 1nto a wholeſome potion, which of it ſelfe had beene a 
from India preſeruatiue, but now is a dangerous receipt , and not fit 
andeAtbi- tor euery one to drinke : or elſe they are like {luttiſh 
| 9714 ſup*7- -maskes, which couer more beautifull faces, and debarre 
| any _ one another from pleaſing themſclues with their owne 
_— ans ma natiue comelineſte. But ſay, that both iewels, pretious 
mony ſtones, perfumes, ſpices, mineralls, metrall,and other glo- 
rious riches are befitting the Maiefty of Princes, the ho- 
nor of pallaces, the ornaments of Kings, and the benefit 

of Countries ; I hope wee hane them in more abundance 

then themſelues, and like the Seruant that proued better 
workeman than his Maſter, make more commodious vſe 

of them", then any Countrey inthe world : ſo that our 

4 Merchantis a'noble aduenturer, and our Cities rather 
bi ſtore-houſes of bleflings, then ſhops of wares : and as for 
4 Lox vp oxitſelfe, I proteſt, I rather wonderatir for her 
excelling prerogatiues, then commend it for a thriuing

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CHAP XL 


GERMANY compared. 


> 24 Hall wee come neerer home, and The imper 
Fa, with prying eyes(like the Cenſors of fe condit 
Rome ouer offtenders)looke into the 9” of Ger- 
Empire of Germany : orif you will, 9: 
the countrey it ſelfe, as it might 
makea glorious Kingdome indeed. 
You know how I hauealready ſtept 
into herencloſures,and opened x 
very gates of her ſecrets. The Princes are too abſolute, 
es himſelfe notable to raigne, as Ahaſueroſh did, from 
India to <&thigpia, ouer 127. Prouinces : nor doth the 
ueene of Saba, come to heare his wiſdome, or view the 
ordering of his palace, the attendance of his Nobles, the 
ſitting of his ſeruants, the prouiſion of his tables, and the 
charity ofhis deuotion:nordoth the Kings of Arabia ſend 
him preſents, the Kings of A&gyps wiues, andall the con- 
federate Princes admire his magnificence, nor Hiram of 
Tyrus contra&t a league, or the TY of Tharſus ioyne with 
his,to fetch gold from Ophir : noFwill the Marchant bring 
him horſes and fine linnen from remote places, or ſupply 
his wants according to the prerogatiue of Kings, or glori- 
ous abundance of opulent countries : nor are the cities or- 
dred by the appoyntment of his miniſters, nor can he ſend 
his charriors to this place, nor horſe-men to that, nor his 
army whither he lift, nor fill the ſtreets of 7eruſalem, when 
hee would ſolemnize a Paſlouer, For heere the cheefeſt 
| | SE: townes 
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rownes live in fieedome, and the Burgers boaſt of their 
wealth and policy, in manumitting themſelues, and (as it 
were) ſealing the honourof cheefe commanding ; yea, 


ſomerimes conteſting with the Emperor himſelfe on their 


owne gates. As for the countrey commodities and pro- 
uilion tending either to neceffity or pleaſure ; alas, the 
commutration conliſterh in enriching particular perſons, 
and ſmally to the augmentation of the Emperours Maie- 
ſty, wherein all the tracts of auarice, corrupt mixtures, 0- 
uer-reaching one another, and putting off either refuſe 
things, or paltry trifles, as the /talzans callthem Baggatini : 
arc trod amongſt them, and euen beaten ſmooth with con- 
tinuall entercourſe. So thattheir marts and faires are ſo 
many boothes of drunkards, and inftead of ſhips ar ſea, 
fill the fields with waggons of ſuch ſtrange creatures, who 
make their bellies as great deuouring gulphs as the ſea, ſo 
that theireating and carowling is farre from the moderati- 
on of mirth, which the 7/7aelztes accuſtomed, or the Per- 
ſian banquet, where none were compelled: bur letting that 
palle, as an imperteQion proprietory to the countrey and 
nation. I can traduce them further, tor mangling the ble(- 
ſings of God beſtowed vpon them, by the cuttings and 
hackings of many grofle {innes, as vſury, rebellion, con- 
rumacy, prophanation,{ſaring, drunkenneſſe, murthers, 
and ſuch like:buteſpe for vilipending the high come 
miſfon of the Almighty in two principall matters. The 


- one, in murmuringand repining at ſtrangers, not ſuffering 


any to haue any commorance, or dwelling amongſtthem. 
For how euerin ſome ofthe cheefeſt townes there is a glo- 
rious ſhew and formall entertaining of Marchants and 
paſſengers,who come ſtored with crownestopowre them 
mo the laps of Inn-keepers, and houſes of wantonnelle : 

| yet 
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yetwill they neither relecue the wants of indigent beg. 
gers,nor permit Gentle-man or Arrtificer to dwellamongſt 
them, or be entertained asa free Denizon, being a ſtran- 
ger of another countrey, _ in ſome ſparing caſes, and 
times of neceflity, wherein a bribe or great Princes com- 
mendatory letters preuaile, by way of entreaty and inſinu- 
ation. The ſecond is, their net and ſimplicity in 
refuling the right of — ſuccefhon of their Em- 
perours, debarring ſo the beſt of gouernments, which is 
the Monarchy, from ruling ouer them, and whereas they 
may alledge, that the ſuffrages ef men are _— and 
a Prince ſo choſen ſhall be the worthier, inregard his ver- 
rues muſt be eminent, whereas the father may leaue a ſon 
| compounded of ſo many vices, which ouerruling his ver- 
rues, {hall make him odious : or otherwiſe he may prooue 
{tmple, tyrannous, diſhoneſt, or irregular. Firſt,it is meer- 
erroneous,becauſe we are not to conteſt with the dif 

er of Kingdomes about his Yice-Gerents, in regard, that 
ſomerimes as a fatherly correftion hee permitteth a defe- 
Que Prince, rather then folding vp a ſorer mantle of ven- 
geance, to ſpred itabroad to their more greeuous puniſh- 
ment. Next they haue failed in thisalſo amongſt them- 
ſclues : for many of their Emperours thus ele&ed, haue 

rooued doltiſh, laſciuious, cowardly, and rather mang- 

ers of the Empire, then prouident ftewards to augment: 
the wealth and reputation of the ſame : nay, the beſt of 
their Cfars haue beene affrighted atthe fulmination of a. 
tyrannous Pope, and ſeduced with the impoſturing cun- 
ning of deceiuing Prieſts, anda corropted religion, nor 
could they goe with the wiſe King to view his nauies, viſit 
his cities, fortifie the townes, erect ſtore-houſes, or come 
neere the ſix ſteps of golde on Salemorns throne,which _ | 
moſt. 
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| * moſtapparant,euen the other day,in one of their glorious 
Princes, from whom the houſe of 4«ffria hath taken ſuch 
firme rooting,that it hopes to ſpred ſo largely,and ſo high, 
that no daring hand ſhall preſume to lop a bough, or 
breake off a principall tem. I meane Charles the fift, who 
for all his ſeeming corroborated mightineſle, quickly loſt 
the loue of the Princes, and for want of ceremonies main-

manner ſcorned to bee fo diſeſteemed, that they neither 

gaue hima Yie le Roy, nor ſcarſe opened a window to 

looke toward him : nay more, when hee ſet forward for 

Sparne, indeede there ſcarſe went a voluntary Gentle-man 

with him, and the very Waggoners put their thumbs be-

I meane the Goths and Yandalls: nor will take vpon meeto 
 preſage whatit might be, if ſome diuine power would ga- 
ther her plights together, and make it one handſome and 
magnificent garment for a ſole ſoueraigne : bur ſhew her, 
as ſhe is now looſe, vnlaced, and hath her ornaments di- 
| lacerated, and euen rent from her {tdes and ſhoulders. A- 
las,itis far worſe with them, thenit was with the J/raelites 

in 
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Hall wee venture ouerthe Alps, and 7he mang- 
the gulph of Yemice into Italy, and led proſpers 
ſearch either the Apperrne hils, the ty of Italy.

in the time of the Indges, when cuery. man did what hee 
lifted, and bauing no King (as if they had beene embra- 
cers of the Tanift law in 1relazd) rannelike theep withour 
a {hepheard, and through the preſumption of their owne 
forces, wrelted the enheritance from the true heires. Bur 
more properly I may reſemble them tothe Amarchies of 
Greece,who through emulation at one anothers greatneſle 
and credit in the world, kept true proſperity indeed from 
a noble race and happy thriuing amongſt them. For as in 
ciuill warres, while diuers fa&tions fight one by one,all are 
in the end ſubdued ; whereas it they did vnite themſelues 
with a ſtubborne holding together, they might peraduen- 
tuxe hazard and propulle the greateſt ſtrength, and raiſed 
forcesagainſt them. So in the plenties of peaceand flouri- 
ſhes of happineſle, the beſt portion dinided into many 
parts will quickly bee ſpent, and a _—_ riuer hath not 
that brauery, when it is cut outinto ſmall brookes, as in 
his owue ftreame running in a deepand faſhioffable chan- 
nell. Againe, as in noble familics, when the mannour 
houſes, capitallmeſſuages, and populous Lordſhips de- 
ſcend to one immediate heire, the dignity & honour of the 
ſame, is more and more vpheld, whereas if they were di- 
| uided amongſt many ſonnes, the glory would foone: bee. 
_ extingutſhed, and (trength of the firft firmneſle rebated. 
So fareth it with 1zaly, the very bleffings affoorded by na- 
ture are difioynted, and the diuiding it into Principates, 
hath alſo denided her fortunes, and former credit of raut- 
ſhing beauty.

when 7taly ſuffered diners famines and want of corne : ſo 
that if «£&gyper had nor beene a ftore-houſe and garner of 
graine to let ina fi ent, aStt were an vnlookt for 
way, the people had periſhed for lacke of food, and the 
countreybeene watted tor want of huſband-men and til- 
lage. Againe, ſay they could drinke in veſleis of golde 
(wherein yer I findethem very ſparing) and that they de- 
termined to expoſe the glory of ſome ambitious triumph. 
Wherewith ſhouldtheir cups ouerflow, conlidering their

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that if the women and children were not prohibited, / * 
or at leaſt from the cuſtomes of modeſty did not limit 
them(ſelues, a ſtranger ſhould either drinke water or no- 
thing, and had not wherewithall to ſatisfie their thirſt. As 
' forthe /illawo, heis glad of any water, and quencheth his 
heat from the muddy channells, which tall from the 
mountaines of ſnow,and are cleanſed with much adoe by 
the ſwift courſes of Eridanxs, which ſendeth her ſtreames 
into the Adriatick ſea,and makes a canfederacy with other 
rivers for the ſame purpoſe, m_ the places require 
ſtranger titles. Many other dete&ts haue,and muſt beſpot 
this countries face, and debarreit from boaſting of that 
happineſle, I would propoſe vnto you. For though the 
Inne-keepers daughter goe in a fattin gowne, and that the 
brauery of their women is amplified from their attire, as if 
the burs had golden kernels, and euery corner were full 
of filke-wormes; yet doe they neither cat good meat, feed 
ckanely,nor meet together with triendly neighbor-hood, 
or inuitation, As for ctuill gouernment and adminiſtration 
of Tuſtice, euery Prouince hath a ſeuerall method, and the 
pride of one anothers liberty and power to defend adelin- 
quent flying to them for ſuccour,raiſerh a ay ce of - 
ftrange committing offences, and perpetrating horrible 
thefts,rapes and murthers : ſo that whether they by band;- 
zed, or no ; when reuenge or wicked inftigation Link ſer 
any man on worke, the Neapolitan flies vnto Rome,the Ro- 
man to Florence, the Florentine to Yemice, the Venetian to 
Mantua, and ſoinallthereft. And for the more peaccable 
Inhabicants, they fildome reioyce vnder a vnity, and very 
ſparingly admit of any cuftomes, tending to theſmooth- 
neſle of loue and true contentment: ſo that ina manner all 
the defe&ts, which getorme the naturall beauty _ 
omes, 
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JF . i domes, may be heere lookt vpon with pitifull eyes, and 
4 much lamented with paſſionate heart greefe. As for thoſe 
oſtentous heapes of ſtone, which tranſport the ſlighe cre- 
dulicy of the ignorant, to belecue that it ſurpaſleth for ci 
ties, buildings, and outward magnificence, any countrey 
in Exrope, when you cometo examine particulars, you 
{hall findeit onely, as we deceiue our children, in ſugring 
ouer a little courſe bread, madein the forme of delicate 
manchet on the outſide, For what faies Tacitvs, cities are 
the men {gouernment, feeding z and obedience of people, 
ſubie& to formall orders and Bd ſome ceremonies, and 
not houſes or palaces made oflime and ſtone, vaturniſhed 
ofdwellers, voyd of hoſpitality, and iealous euen of one 
anothers beſt enclinations, when they are furniſhed atthe 
beſt. Sothar beſides all naturall imperfeRions : In 7taly 
there is neither roome in the houle for thy ſeruants, nor 
litter for the cammels, eſpecially out of their frequented 
high road wayes,as Rebecca promiſed the ſteward of Abra- 
hams family:neither can you fetch the well-fed veale from 
the droues toentertain the man of God with the Patriark, 
drefle fine veniſon with Eſau for olde 1/ak, nor kill the far 
calfe with the good father, that welcomed homehis peni- 
tent ſonne, which makes me remembera merry reaſon, by 
one of the ſame.countrey, who being demanded why the 
muttons, calues, and other cattle, were ſo few, ſmall, and 
leane ; replyed very ſoberly, becauſe the 7:alians deuoured 
the graſle in ſallers, and ni four the paſturestodeceiuethe 
poore cattle : butin truth the ſunne kiſſeth the ground 
with that feruency, andthe fields are ſo matred with dry- 
neſſe, that for the moſt part the medowes are vnbefitting 
to fatisfie much ſtore of cattle, nor can feede oxen ro any 
purpoſe, In another place, a Curtezan queſtioned with a- 
Q bout 
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bout the conditions ofmen in her faculty, orif you will, 
concerning matters of incontinency, touching the 7talias 
(tor all the worlds opinion of his torwardnefſe in that 
kinde) ſhe anſwered with a tuſh, 1/ 7tuliaxo piſciar molto. 
Nor, it I would flatterthem according tothe ridiculgus _ 
ſoothing ofPrinces : could I of late dayes exemplefie any = 
of their glorious exployrs abroad, or famous attempts ar 
home, more then ruining oneanother,and making of forts 
and fortifications, which ſometimes prooued like Perillu 
þull to the inuentor, many times emboldned difobedi- 
ence to relie ona wrong fecurity,and at all times raiſed vp 
greater diſtruſt and fowle ſuſpitions, euen in their beft ci- 


ries and gouernments, as you ſee, how Naplesand Millane 


is curbed,&the braue liberty ofthe Gentle-men, ſtrangely 
fettered fromthe terror of Citadels,of whichthe Spanyard 
himſelfeis yet transferred with an imaginary conceit,that 
ſouldiers may be corrupted, and noplaceis foim a- 
men can ſubie& to, 
the fortune of alteration. | 
But let vs ſearch alittle into their beſt flouriſhing fields, 


 - pn for all Naples hath a tory of it felfe,, and boafterh of fa- 


cerning Ira- 1MOus Kings, and (certaine 


Queenes the Yiragoes of their 


hes glory & time and Mirrors of Europe. For all the Romans haue had 
| diſreputa= the aduanci of Tr 
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ophes to the honour of the moderne 
Column, Ceſary , and many worthy families from the 
Guelphi Gibellini, diners from Florence , Ferrara, Yrbine, 
and fome others. For all the Yenetians expole to open 
view the Statues of Gatto Malato at the Sumto in Padoas, 

BartholomeoColoneoa Venetian Generall at Saint 7ohnand 
Paulin their Citty ; thememorable battaile of Zepanto a- 
gainft the Turke ; the donation of the kingdome of Cy- 
pris by the Queene,, who was once a Deuotreſſein their 
| Monaſteries 
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inſt A#[axe, and expeliing 
both French and Spaniard inthoſe daies; the entertaining 
of Francs the third King of France, and Poland, in del- 
ight of forraine threatrungs, ſearches , purſuite, and the 
opes diſpleaſure; and the laſt ouerdaring conteſting with 


——the Popein matters appertaining to their State and go- 


uernment. For all Florence ſwelled vp to this height of 
riches, and brauery, fromthe plentifull ſpring ofa noble 
Medices, and famous ations of a politicke man. For all 
an heroike Gonzaga aduaunced his Marquiſateroa Duchy, 
as a worthy recompence of his warlike endeanours, For 
all the Dukedome of Millaze was incorporated into the 
houſe of Sfer=4a denifed name for his valour and mar- 
tiall proceedings 3 with diuers others of this kinde: yer 
alas you ſee, what is now become of Naples, and the no- 
ble man repines at his loſt liberty , nor can he be ſatisfied, 
for all hemay flutterin a golden cage, and ride through 
the ſtreetes in a veluet Carofle; yet you ſee that Rome hath 
beene ſacked, and almoſt trampled vnder feere cuen of 
latedaies, infomuch, that when the Duke of Burbon cn- 
tred for Charles the 5. no. worthy Reman durfſt ſhew his 
head;and theother principates of 1caly were afraid of pul- 
ling downeſuch a houſe, whoſe duſt muſt needes fall mto 
their eyes, and ſmoakie rubbiſh ſtifle their breath ; yet you 
ſee, how. pittifully Ferrara and /rbine haue loſt their repu- 
tation of court{hippe, and offred their coronets on the 
altar of a Clergie mans vſurpation : yetyouſce, how Flo- 
rence liues now, and for all the ſtile of nus dux Her- 
truris, thinketh.of nothing but amafhng of treaſure from 
mechanicke drudgery, and: corrupted auarice : yet you 
ſee, that Rhedes is loft,and the miraculous Coloſſus beaten 
to pouder, that diuers diſcomfitures haue made Yenices 
Q 2 ſ{weate 
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ſeate in the midſt of her cold bathethe ſea ; thatCyprus 
was pul'd from her ſides by violence, when but alittle 
more ſtrength and providence would hauckept it ſecure, 
and ſo warme, that no. boiſterous arme of Turkes ſhould: 
haue vncouered herto the catching of cold;thatthey haue 


beene (ince inforced to contriue a treatice of pacification' © © 


with the Graz Signesr, and in truth beene ſubie& to many 
indignities, whicha man would not imagine fo rich and 
politicke a gouernment could endure : but alas the Duke 
is but an vnlignificant voice. For the ſword is caried be- 
fore the Gran Concily, who take order, that he neither liue 
profuſely in his expences, nor. haue any daring confi- 
dence topraQtiſe any thing, preiudiciall to-their gouern- 
ment : yet you ſee, Mantua is now at quiet, and dare not 
entermeddle with any warlike troubles , or martiall af- 
faires, except he. haue the cunning to-diſcouer the aduan- 


tage of a.preuailing party, and the fortune toranke him-- 
ſclte in the ſtrongeſt ſquadrons : yer you ſee, how Millane 


mournes hike a captiue, and for all her 300. Carofles, 
and 500. foot-cloths, dare not lift vp a countenance ſuta- 
ble to their hearts, nor a-hand topullthe ramparts of the 
_ Citadle tothe ground, whentheir wiſhes would'faine ſee 


all throwne into the ſea. And ſo in divers others of this 


kinde. 


As for the generall reputation of 7taly, which ithath 


gotten by Marchants, it 1s abuſed in the metonizia. For 
their {ilkes andveluets, their marchandize and wares, that 


all Exrope and Twrky welcome them into their harbours 


and parts, but with. ſuch crrours, ouerſights, and perad- 
venture difhculties, that they neither make vſe of nauiga- 
tion outof their middle fea and Arches : nor haue my 
good Saylours and Souldiers amongft them :. norwill ad- 
p venture 
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uenture as worthy men indeede for their 
nor can performe any voyage with true iudgement and 
expedition. For the kakaſtrgnging newes ofa Pirat,ſhall 
detaine themthree months in harbour, and an vnexpe&ed 
ſtorme driue them into euery Port and Iland. Thus haue I 
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= my ſclfe beene witneſle, that an Engliſh-man hath left rwo 


an Italian (hips in the towne of Xpt, for feare of Ward, 
uppolſed to-houer about $S4piextia an [land adioyning,be- 
ing bound for Scanderop, and layled to Cyprus, valaded, 
diſpatched, and returned backe againe, ere they were on 
their iourney.| Nay, thus haue I knowne them foureteenc 
weekes betweene Conſtantinople and Yenice, which an Ex- 
gliſbh-man with a proſperous wind hath diſpatched in four- 
teene dayes, SR imagine it I 700.Engliſh mile,and 
in lelle Tow {ix weekes almoſt with any winde. Sothat 
Venice it ſelfe boaſting of the brauery of three hundred 
gallies, eight or ten galleaſles, and thirty ſhips formar- 
chants,neither hath ſufkcient men to man twenty, nor can 
withouttime and great expencecs fill vp the roome of that 
inuentory without Greekes, who are their cheefeſt Saylors, 
and condemned ſlaves, whom they ſpare from a death at 
the gallowes, which muſt needs releaſe them from world- 
ly troubles, to a liuing miſery in the gallics, wherein to 
breath in'continuall horrouris worſethen twenty deaths 
indeed. Thus could I tire you with diſtaſting particulars 
inſt the reputation of Ztaly : but I meane not to ouer- 
looke them with any maleuolent aſpe&t, or dif 
them, to bring my ſpeeches within compaſle of detamati- 
on : but onely keep my example in prattiſe,and conclude, 
that it wanteth many things (with Germazy) to make it 
proportionable with S«lomons-greatnefie , and Canaans 
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Y®.Þ 24 Hall weethen gocinto Spare, where 
Daz the Grandes ottheK Gene 
golden keyes of his chamber, and 
are R—_ by patent, to ſtand 
with couered heads before his Ma- 
teſty : where the Exchequeris full 
dot of golde from 7nd, and the Trea- 
F | _ _ bring in account of 100000. 
fouldiersin gariſon and aftiue employment, yeerely payd 
and orderly ſupplyed: where the Mole mes ek or 
his Gothilh bloud, and will proouea true Caſtilzar, more 
ancient in gentry then the race of Othoman, and cuery one, 
though he be but a maker of Chappinoes, weares his rapier 
point-blancke, as you call it, tooking as high (though nor 
alrogether ſo big) after an oliue an a little raske, as a Ger- 
»1anc,thateats and drinks moreat a meale, then a Speaxyard 
doth in a weeke : where ſomany Kingdomes are vnited, 
as you ſee the ſeuen ſtarres in the firmament make a more 
—_ ſhew then ſingle planets in their ſequeſtred 
eres : where they can withqut boaſting, I will not ſay 
vaine-glory, relate diuers hiſtories of voyages at ſea,diſco- 
ueries of Countries, plantation of Colonies, conqueſt of 
both 7»dzes, vſurpation of many Principates, running ar- 
 mies, anddiuers other glorious exploits : howener the reſt 
of Earope haue reſe: them to prying and raging 
- Wwolucsuer lilly ſheepe, either with a couctous minde of 
intruſion, 
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\ intruſion, or tyrannous deſire of deuouring. Shall wee I 
fay goethither, and looke out a match for ourexample , 
me thinks Iam anſwered of euery man that weares a light 
hat, ruffe, and full paire ofhoſe. If Fpaine doe not e- 

___quallhim, whocandoett? Iam not yet prepared for ſuch 
a ſarisfadtion,but will preſume to ſhut Spazre out of dores, 
from entri 6 of one example, for 
all his izaie ſupply,the only tumor of his greatnes, which 
did not Apolla pardon:the: fault, would prooue but the 
wiſh of Males; who with his golden fortunes wanted the 
vie of natures benefits,,and could neither cat nor drinke 
without choaking. Buttoparti av ifien 

If Spaine be the richeft Kingdome of Exrope,: and that 
ſome ofthem boaſted;when time was,in ouerlooking the 
beautifulleſt worke' inthe world; I meane the at 
Weſtmanſter, thattheir King was able to-make ſuch ano- 
ther of filuer.: where is S4/omons goldeamongitthem, or 
leruſalems plenty 2 when liluer had no better reputation 

then ſtones, andevery-man in /#deawas rich indeed, with- 
outabuling otherg, or othersrepining againſtthem:where 
is their carero'ſtorethe commeninbſchimeticaleſle mo- 
ney would doe, from other exuberant prouinces, though 
nature had denyed them orderly prouiſion ?. How came 
the Aaterontents in Flanders and' Brabant,to threaten the 
pun want of their ſalary ? who incited the 
Garifons of Autwerp; Gauxt,and enen Bruſſelsitſelfe,with 
divers other townes, ta mutinie-?.who diftalted ſundry 
times the whole armies vpon their. marches and employ: 
ments ? who aduiſed the Freaſarers to be ſo {lackemdiſ- 
charging of Ziberanga's and other ſouldierlike penſions ? 
whodoth cuery yeere thruſt the Garifons into penury and 
ſcarfity, inſomuchthar not onely inthe Low-Countries,

What hath Sparne: worthy commendation; \much'lefle 
any prerogatiue of happineſle ? why, Canaan flowed with 
milke and honey; yeecldinguch blethngsof encreale, that 
the King not onely had his great ſtore of prouifion with- 
out repining: but 7/racl,as the ſand ofthe ſea,cat, dranke, 
and made merry, and can this bee. donein Spane ? The 
burnt hills and defarr places will quickly anſwer theargu- 
ment z the country-man hides his:garlike and onions, as 
alhamed of his diet ;/ the Cirizen. powders his fiſh, and 
buyes cheeſe of the Dutch-man ; the Gentle-man is limi- 
ted what he ſhall eat, and how much hee may carry home 


- to his family; the Court hath much adoe to be ſupplyed, 


and many conculhons are pratized from the Kings pre- 
rogatiue, to furniſhthe offices with reaſonableallowance, 
and the whole Kingdome is ſometimes affrayd 2 _ 
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bread ; whereupon certaine agents areemployed, cuen in 
remote countries, to bring in both corne and viuall, 
tempting both them and our ſelues with golde and ready 
payment of money.:. for which purpoſe onely is a prouiſo 
_ In their as of Parliament, concerning exportation of 
coyne, of which in truth though they baue great cauſe ro 
boalt, yetare they tied to ſo many inconuentencies for 0- 
ther wants, that in their beſt cities is neither good fare, nor 
good lodging, nor any thing worthy the name of a ble(- 
ling. As tor their (ily praiſing offallers, fruits,and herbs: 
I remember $S* .Roger Williams anſwer to an idle Spanyard, 
boaſting of his countries citrons, orenges, oliues,and ſuch 
like : I, but ({ayd he) in Emgland we haue dainty veale, and 
well fed capons to eat with this ſawce, and many delicate 
dikes worthy the name of ſuſtenance indeede. For God 
made the beaſts of theearthto liae- onthe graſleand fruits 
ofthe ſame ; but man to live yponthem, and command 
all. So that Adams wildome gaue thera titles, and his ſu- 
periariry preſcribed ſ{ubie&tion;: buthow 2 for-mans vie, 
mans delight, mans neceſſity, mans conuerſation, mans 
triumph. Thus doth oyle make acheertull countenance, 
winea gladſ{ome heart, breada ſtrong body,and fleſh aful- 
nefſe ofbloud : thus was Salemons palace and tables fur- 
niſhed, and David praiſed God for infinite bleſſings : thus 
were odgurs. and incenſe prouided, and the loue of bre- 
thren compared to thedeaw and balſome of Hermon, or 
thecoſtly oyntment on Arens veſtures : thus in Peters vi- 
ſion he nught kill andeat, and the Sauiour of the world li- 
uedamongſt Publicans, feaſted at marriages, and allowed 
of honeſtconuerſation: and thus had Canaan neighbourly 
meetings, banquets of triumphs,and times ofpublike and 
priuate celebrations. But in Spaine noſuch matter ; oy 
neither 
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neither dare, nor can bid you welcome. For farre worſe | 
then in /taly, idleicaloulie, filthy malice, feare of expen- 

© ces, arrogant menaces,wicked ſuſpition,and ſuch like,will 
debarre you from the pleaſure of inuitation, from the free- 
dome ofentercourlſes, and cannot ſauour the nobleliberty . __ 
of mutuall amity. Canaan had the temple furniſhed as 
God commanded, the Prieft obedient to the King, the 
Prophets in eftimation, and the feaſts of the Leuiticall 
Law orderly celebrated. Spaine is polluted with Paga- 
niſme, and inuented that cruell office of Inquilition to pu- = 
niſh the Moores, or ſuch as adhered to their Rn 
is ouerawed by the Cleargy, andis ſo terrified with the 
thundring voyce of excommunication, that he durſt not 
burpur how ſonne to death, to pleaſe thePope. Ca- 
naan was areceptacle forftrangers, loued princelyfolem- 
nities, and could not endure neither begger, nor whore of 
their owne nation. Spaine hates all men, or at leaft vili- 

. . pends themin reſpe& of themlelues, commits them to 
Ree and ſword, thatexclaime againſt theirſtewes and pro- 
phanation, and cannotorder many ſolemne feſtiuals, ex- 
cept ata Kings inauguration, a Princes marriape,ora Car- 
dinals iollity : where yet an /:alian invention {hall fill a ta- 
ble with painted trenchers and diſhes of Chinavbura hun- 
pry belly may cry for meat, and not be ſatisfied” _ 

Canaan had cities-of refuge , cities of ſtore , cities of 
ſtrength , cities for horſes, and the Kings magnificence, 
toall which the high-waies were conuenient , and men 
paſſed to and frowithout danger, or want. In.Spaine you

J> Ve whatthinke you of France? faies

ofthe world ? The anſwere ſhall 

not bea peremptory contradifti- 

on, nor derogate from the merit of 

the leaſt worth, or vertue : yet are they traduced for many 
defets, and I belceue will fall vnder our example _; how- 
ſoeuer, I am ſure, it dares not abide the touchan the triall. 
For ſetting the wiſedome of Salomon aflide ,, whereof 
Fraunce could ſeldome make oftentation, the Queene of 
Saba commended the obedience of the Princes, the {icting 
of his ſeruants, the ordering of the palace, the furniſhing 
of the tables, the prouilion forthe houſhold,and the glo- 
ry of his throne : not ſo much for outward maieſty of the 
ſtructure, and princely magnificenſein his attendaats, as 
the aduiſed care ouer his ſubie&s, and impartiall determi- 
ung of controuerſies, In Fraunce the Princes conteſt 
with the King, the Clergic affront the Princes , the Gen- 
| trey 
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trey murmure againſt the Clergie , the Pages mocke the 
Gentlemen, the Citizens complaineof the Pages, andall 
forts of people are proud of nothing, bur ſlouenlines fa- 
_ miliarity,anddiſorder ; fo that with much adoe the Me- 
chanicall man ſtands bare to the King ; and: the Nobles.

When. - 
the 


the Perſians beganne to ſhrinke in their eſtimation, the 
Kingdomes ot Sca, Sogdiana, and BatFriana were ſubiet 
to Tamira, and Tolmilanda two famous Queenes. The 
barbarous Scithians admitted of Tomirs for their Soue- 
raigne, and how [he conquered C5744, a worthy Hiſtori- 
ographer hath enlarged. In Canaan Deboxa indged 1/rael, 
and A4thalia was Queene of 7eruſalem, When Salomon 
had aduanced both the Temple and Palace, Saba cameas 
Empreſle of «&thzopia vnto him,and inthe time of the A- 
poltles Candauce governed the ſame Countrey. When Ce- 
far prelaged his owne fortunes Cleypatre was (ole Queene 
of Egipt :and ſome write. that Dzdo ouer-ruled Carthage 
and Africke. In Bohemia euen of late daies Libuſ/a and 
yelaſca obtained the Diadem, and when they ſuppoſed 
themſclues ſeated in firmeneſle, they gathered a company 
of Ladies, and vpon alight credulity, that the ſtory of the 
Amazons wasto be beleeued, would haue erected ſuch a 
fooliſh Common-wealth. Amongſt our ſelues before the 
conqueſt we had a Gzeudolive Queene of Brittarne, a Cor- 
delia Yaodicea, and ſome other ; and {ince two Daughters. 
of Henx Yr the $. Amongſtwhom E c1 zas tru was 
ſuch a Prince, that forrane report hath eſtabliſhed her for 
the Miracle ofall ages, howeuer ſome of our ſelues haue 
beeneroo ſparing in her admiration, and enlarging: her 
tneſſe. In /taly we remember two Queenes of Na- 
ples, who haue done ſuch aftions inthe world , that they 
will be remembred in deſpight of oblinion. In Hungary 
the hiſtory of divers Queenes hath ftartled eucn men of 
reſolution to be aſhamed of their pulillanimity , and inci- 
red divers heroike perſons to worthy. imitation. I might 
name the _ of Cyprus taken out of the Monaſtery 
atYemice, and ſoinueſed with the Diadem , Mm 
| . ſhe 
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ſhe laid proſtrate before the feete of the Senate, and they 
protected theſame, till a ftrongerarme wreſted it out of 
theirtuition. Whereby I cannot but wonder, that neither 
example, nor precept can preuaile with them, conlidering 
inall kingdomes, withall ſexes, andat all times fach inhi- 
bitions to debarretthe right of kingdomes from the true 
andin dabitate ſucceſfors did not pafle withour the ſcan- 
dall of intruſion, tyrannic, and wrong. Beſides, accot-

from an inconuenience { as they ſuppoſe ) they hane fal-

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tended to the expatiating his glory. France wanteth ſhip« 
ping, is careleſle of navigation, raiſeth few Saylors, fel- 
domeattempteth vo:ages, ordiſfcoueries , and hath'man 
times incurred the imputation of perfidious breach of 
faith, vnder that diabolicall polition, fides won eft conſer- 
anda cums Hereticis : as allo that ieſuiticalldo@rine of e- © 
uiuocation : witneſle their horrible maſſacres, the impri- 
Rang the Princes of the bloud, their tragicall warre, the 
inhumane murther of the Admirall, the Guiſian pride, 
and the terror Francs the third was putinto, when he was 
put into the Lovure.: Salomon had thatgood order and 
obedience in his townes and cities, that he knew his cities 
of ſtore, his cities of traphique, his cities of fortification, 
his cities of refuge, and his cities of compolition. Butin 
France both cities and townes with their 1nhabitants, and 
Merchants are vnfa{hionable, ſluttiſh; dangerous, rebel- 
lious, and the people neither of wealth, nor eminence: 
In Pays they dare talke of a Kings wantonneſle, enter- 
meddle with traQares of Parliament, and State, caltany 
Prince Hwugonet, that enely faiesthe Noſire Dame is buta 
darke melancholly Church , and iuſtifie very:monſtrous 
and abuſive aftions : Beſides, to tell of their inconftant 
and refraQary diſpoſitions, would be too tedious; and 
ſooner diſcouer their loathſome treafons , theri prevent 
the cuſtomary, and miſcheeuous praiſes of theipeople;' 
The peace of Salomon cauſed plenty, and tharfpredit 
ſelfe ouer all 7/rael like a ſhady tree, which as:a-double 
ſhelter kept backe the cold of winter, and tempered the 
burning heate of ſummer : ſo that it is appatant withthe 
Kings magnificenſe atCourt, the hu[bandmans peaceand 
wealth in the Countrey was enlarged, whereupan-moſtof 
them were Berzalites and would go no further, then _ 
Joraan 
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Jordan with Dauid, butrerurne to their owne houſhold, 
fitvnder their owne figg-trees, and bee gathered together 
mtorth@graues of their anceftours. But France knowes 
not now what to ſay : For the Court is a meere mapp of 
confuſion, and expoſeth many aftions more ridiculous 
then worthy imitarion-: as for the Countrey-man, hee is 
called a Peſant, diſparaged in his drudgery and ſeruile 
toylſomneſle, linerh poore and beaſtly, istreacherous at 
aduantage, and yet atrayd of his owne ſhadow, and can- 
not tree the vineyards from theeues and deſtroyers : yea, 
all the countrey ſwarmeth with rogues and vagabonds, 
whoſe deſperate wants driue them to perpetrate many 
horrible murthers,although for the moſt part the Prouoſts 
of euery diuiſion are very diligent. The wiſdome of Salo- 
on (cried his cities, that ftrangers were admittedat all 
times, except in frontire townes, which peraduenture 
were guarded in the night, according to martiall diſci- 
pline, prouided that the paſſages were eafie and ſecure,ad- 
tted of all complainants, and leuiated their greeuances, 
aduanced himſelfe on a golden throneto entertaine mat- 
ters of Iuſtice, allowed of the Prophets, who yet out of 
zeale cryed out againſt the abuſes of the Temple and Pa- 
lace, and commanded the ſubieR, firſt to remember his 
duty to God ; then his obedience to the Prince ; and laſt 
ofall, his loue to his neighbour : and this hee performed 
by admonitory preceps to enſtru& the ignorant, and 
pry indignation to puniſh the obſtinate. France re- 
ferreth all ro Parliaments and Preſidents, excludeth the 
reformed Churches out of the walls of the cities, hath the 
name of Prophetin deriſion, ſuffered the 1e/uites to mur- 
ther two famous Princes, permitteth them (till a Sanftua- 
ry, and from worldly policy excludeth true religion _

extraordinary bleflings. For begin where you will, wee 
ſhall come ſo neere the compariſon, as a cloſe order in 
ranging a battalion. Concerning the general! view of the 
fame, did you euer heare or read of any ſo well diuided in- 
to {hires and hundreds, with Lords, A x 
| ultices, 


Inftices, and other inferiour officers : inſomuch, that it 
hath layd an impoſition on the endeauours of a prin- 
cipall ſcholler, and hee (according to the ſecret of ſatisfa- 
tion) hath moſt worthily ——— therecords of anti- 
quity, and with ſuch ſufficient ampliation, that ouraduer- 
ſaries haue beene lilent in excepting againſt it. But tomy 
firſt purpoſe : I ſay,that to match all the particnlars,wher- 
with [ haue ſtored Sa/owers magnificence and the coun- 
tries proſperity, there is not at this houre any Kingdome 
in the world, ſo ready, apt, or worthy to take him by the 
hand, to pace outthe meaſures of true glory and happi- 


neſle, as the Kingdome of England. 


Concerning ourglory abroad, what worthy voyages 
haue we made ? I hope no people or nation euerequalled 
vs, witneſle S". John Mandewill into 1ndia by land ; 5tafford 
ouer Exrope, much about the ſametime 3; 1enkinſon, Wil- 
loughby, Borogh,and many others into Ruſſia and Muſconia; 
Forbiſher and Hawkins to diſcouer the northerne pallages : 
the Fenners, Ralph Lane, lobn Clarke, and divers into Ame- 
rica; another voyage, whereof S*. Walter Raleigh was the 
propoſer ; our ſetling in Yirgizmia ; our trafhqueto the Weſt 
Inates, Brafill, Peru, Caribana, and Guiana ; Captaine Drake 
round about the world, twice or thrice ; Thomas Candi/h 
the like ; our trauels to the Eaft Indies. or Philippines ; the 
Earle of Cumberlands worthy voyages, & amongſt others, 
that to Santo Port-Ricco; the Portugall voyage ; Cales voy- 
age ; the Iland voyage, and ſundry others ; as in Maſter 
Hacklaits booke about this ſubie& only. Beiides moderne 
traueliers, both of Noble-men & Gentle-men, although 
_ every man is not a free Denizon of proſperities Kingdom, 
nor can boaſt of natures bounty in the gifts of vnderftan- 
ding,or fortunes liberality in diſpoling her treaſures. It 
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you would ſee how our marchants are beftowed, lookinto. 
all the Ports of the world,you ſhall ind them ſetled,& our: 
ſhipping inharbour ? If you could view all the countries. 
of theecarth, where men dare or can come, weare nobly 
diſperſed,&  belecue might be pull'd out of the center of 
the ſarge, ifſuch apaſſage did euer excite man to explore © 
for ſecrets, marchandize,or wealth. If you were admired. 
intothe remoteſt palaces of Emperours & Kings; yea Tar-. 
tary it (elte, Engli/h-men would lalute you, and ſpeak your 
owne language :and if you hauea-purpoſeto aftrightidle- 
neſle with any enterprize in the world, eſpecially to make 
them beleecue, that the hand of protit will fill their laps 
with plenty, Engliſ>-men dare (ſet endeauours on their beſt 
feet, and can tel! how to tumble all blockes and hindran- 
ces afide, which may either terrefie them from ſuch enter- 
prizes, ordetaine them from the glory of the aftions:only 
heere lies a ſecret of traducing them, that a ſuppolition of 
the wants of others, or feare of cumberfomneſle, when 
they meet with an. indigent countrey-man abroad, hath 
* debarred free conuerſation, and doth make the mutuall 
ſupplying the neceſſity of ſtrangers, a harſh kinde of wel- 
come ; yea, an abſolute leauing them to miſery, if they 
haue not bills of exchange or letters of credit, to ouer- 
beare miſchances. 
But our glory abroad ' is truely expatiated, when you 
ſhall cook helpefull wee haue beene to other nati- 
ons, both with purſe and forces ; yea, contrary to the opi- 
nion ofthe world, concerning our penury, opened the en- 
cloſures of riches, and hononrably ſupplyed the deteRts 
of other Kingdomes. Wee haue made peace betweene 
Demnmarkand Sweden, and pacified thoſe troubles longa- 
goe, Wehaue relccued. the Eſtates of Holland with men, 
money, 


money, and munition, mane them, as ifa 
ſhould vnderſhorea ruinous wall, vatill the found, 


were repaired. Wehaue aſhſted the ProteſtantPrinces of 
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of Fraxce in their firſt cinill warres, and beene auxiliary to . 
manynoble houſes of Germany, weſetled the laſt Kingin 


his greatneſle, and lifted him vp to that honour, that none 
of his Predecefſours had their crownes {hining with ſuch 
a luſtre. We playd the Phylician with Geneza, and admi- 
niftred her ſuch an antidote, that no aconite of Pope or 
Savoy could envenom her to death,or contriue her deſtry- 
Rion.'We brought the diſtreſled Prince Antonio to knock 
at the gates of Zasboxe,and had henot found a farall vicifſi-

Wee-haue made 
Speine weary of the warres, and art laſt deſire a peace, 
which I would beloth coreſembleco ſtill waters, OD 
are the deepeſt gulphs and moſt dangerous places to ad- 
venture. We returned the Poliſb Ambaſſadour, with ad- 
miration at our Princes greatneſſe and magnanimity.. We 
haue ſerled the good opinion of the Muſcourte. Wee haue 
 emboaldned the Yexetians in their laſt diſſentions againſt- 


. © the Pope. Wee haueaccorded the Arch-Duke, who nor 


onely admitteth vs into entertainment, but giueth wa 
vnto ſuch, as yet maintginethe cauſe ofthe contrary. We 
haue welcomed the Prince of Moldavia, and as farre as 
licy orcbarity could goe, brought him along into the faire 
aps nor pe ro regaine his-enheritance. We haye 
lately 0 ked the fields of Sweden and. Ruſfa:; yea; 
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thought it befirting to ſend a martiall ſupply into Dex- 
rek, and þpweuer the Polander repine, muſt in the end 
(I'beleeue) determinethoſe controuerlies. To conclude,

will fall to praiting of God, for imparting his bleſſings ro 
our nation, and wiſhing the like ro your owne deficient 
countrey inthis kinde : For belecuet (as you ſhall heare 
heereafter) whether he be Purchaſer or Farmer, our ene- 
mies haue repined at our prerogatiues in this kinde, and 
our friends embraced ournoble cuſtomes with deſire of 
imitation. I could adde _ things tothe ampliation of 
our glory, as our havens and harbours, eſpecially in re 
our riuers, high wayes,ſecure trauelling, vniuerfities, 
caftles, bathes,mines,and honorable orders of watchi 
trainings, and muſters: but I referre them ro their ines 
ces, when [ ſhall prooue our excellency and wanſcending 
prerogatiues beyond other nations.

For with vs our 
riding of horſes, muſique, learning ofall Arts and Scien- 
ces, dancing, fencing, ſeeing of commedies or interludes, 
banquets, maſques, mummeries, turnaiments, ſhewes, 
lotteries, feaſts, ordinarie mectings, and al! the particulars 
of mans inuention to ſatiate delight, arecaſie expences, 
anda little udgement with experience, will manage a ve- 
ry meane eſtate to wade through the current of pleaſure, 
although it runne to voluptuouſneſſe. But if you cometo

The gardens 
ſpaciqus, with cmbateelled walls, Rared with wtillery,the 
gates moſt of rhera irqn, kept by Capegies ; the buildings 
are many and ſtately, bearing in their tront certaine Powe- -

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are roomes of great receipt, wherein the officers of the pa- 
lace litin open viewat their feafts and diet. The ban- 
quetting-houſes, wherein his concubines and boyes are 
aparted from the court hurliburly, expoſe divers manner 
of ſtructures, and ſeeme indeede ſeuerall palaces, among 
whom there is one called a Cake without the wall of the 
Seraliocloſe to the ſea-fide where hee accuſtometh to take 
his gally, of the delicateft and richeſt preſence, that euer I 
beheld: foritisaquadrant of ſeuen arches ona ſide cloy- 
ſter wile, like the Rzalts walke in Yerzce, in the midſt riſerh 
a core of three or foure roomes with chimnies, whoſe 
mantell trees are of liluer, the windowes curioully glazed, 
& belides proteRed with an iron grate all guilt ouer moſt 
elorioully : the whole frame fo ſer with opals,rubics,eme- 
ralds, burniſht with golde, painted with flowers, and gra- 
ced with inlayed worke of porphery, marble, ier, al r, 
and delicateitones, that I am per{waded there is not ſuch 
a bird cagein the world. Vnder the walls are ſtables for ſea 
horſes called Hippoporammi,which is a monſtrous beaſttakerz 
in Ns, Elephants, I ygres, and Dolphines : ſometimes 
they haue Crocadiles and Rhinoceros : within are Roe- 
buckes, white Partridpes, ad Turtles, the bird of Arabiz, 
and many beaſts and fowles of 4ffrica and India. The 
walkes arc ſhaded with-Cypres, Cedars, Turpentine, and 
trees which wee onely-know by their names, amongſt 
 which,ſuchas affoord ſuſtenance,are called figs,almonds, 
olines, pomegranets, limons, orenges, and ſuch like : but 
it ſhould ſeeme, they are heereas it were enforced, and 
keptinorder with extraordinary diligence: for the ſunne 
kiſſerh them nor with that freuency, as may make them. 
large, or ripen in their proper kindes. 
hecity is very populous toward.the harbour, the Be- 


ſeſterne, 
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ſeftcine, Balhawes houſes, Moſques, gonduits, tombs and 
monuments, open as it were a ſtore-houſe of magnificent 

workes : yet when I read, that Conſtantine vnplumed 

Rome, and as it were robbed all the world, making this 

placeacceſlary to the theft, and-cannot finde the particu- 

lars in mine inuentory,[ maruel{ who hath ceberdijud to 

purloine them, or preſumed: ro ruinate and deface them. 

For the cheefeſt ſtrufures and monuments are now the 

great Seralio, the lefler Seralio's, the ſeuen towres, the dou- 

ble wall, diuers Baſhawes houſes, before ſome of which 

are ſpacious quadrants graced with antiquities, recording: 

the ancient manner of turnaiments,whenthe Greekes flou- 

rithed ; the Moſques or Temples, amongſt whom the S0- 

phia, Solimana and Amorata, are indeed heaps of oſtenta- 
tion and fabricks of great delight, the place called 70bs 

tombe, ſequeſtred for the buriall of the Emperours chil- 

dren, whoare commonly all ftrangled on the day of bis 

elder ſonnes inauguration by Awtes, and then-encloſed ity 

coffins of Cypres, and ſo receiued by the Mufti into chap- 

ples conſecrated for that purpoſe ; the Patnarcks houſe ; 

certaine Balzxea's ; que duttus ; Conſtantines palace ; and 

the Towers on the wall. Totheſe you may adde the Be- 

ſeſteine, a place like our Exchange,for varietie of marchan- 
dize, market of virgins, ſelling of {laues,and the vaults vn- 

der ground fenced with iron gates ta ſecure theirtreaſure, 

which eſpecially belongeth to the 7ewes, who farmethe- 
office of Dacy or cuſtomes, and are (as it were) the Turkes 

receiuers, ſo that theſe places muſt needes' bee ſtrongly 

guarded, both to preuent the furie of the 7awzaries, who: 

are very irregular in their tumults, and the extremity of 

fare and earth-quakes, towhoſe violence the Citieis many

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| __ Thenextdiuiſionis of Galata, a city ouer againſt it djui- _ + 
ded onely by ſea, no broader heere then our Tamwfis, of 
great antiquity, walled abour, and retaining a particular 
name and renowne, for holding outa yeere and better, af 
ter Conſtantinople was lurprized : it ftandellſylikewile vp a 
hill, and equals it both for beaſtlineſle, eo , andvn- 
comely ſtreets and houſes : heere live many GRekes. and 
the Francks, as they terme the Papilts (of what nation ſoe- 
uer) haue a Church by permiſhon ; the Curtezan likewiſe 
lineth at ſome liberty ; yet is it death for any Chriftianto

The third part of this great city comprehendeth the

Il graues. On the one {ide toward the north-eaſt, you 
hauean Arſenal for gallies, a little beyond, a handſome 
Seralio, & ſomwhat turthera pretry freſh water riger,as if 
they lay in ſequence, by whole banks are certaine hauſes 
erected of purpoſe, for the pleaſure & repoſednes of ſpe- 
 ciall Baſhawes. Onthe other (ide towardthe ſouth-weſt, 
the ofhce of artilery called 7apinaw, inuiteth you to the 
view of ſuch ordnance and munition, that for number, 
greameſle, and vic, ſurmountany one city af Ewrope : you 
haue likewiſe another Seralio, and in theſe ſtburbs are re-

as cither neceflitic of buiineſle, or pleaſure of inuitation 
affoorded.

great riuer of Tanas {endeth his ſtreames, as ifa meſſenger 
of gladtydings andbulinefle thould. haſtento diſcharge 
his duty. Thus 1 confefle;it on the towers of the Amorara, 
or battlements ofthe Sophza, you beheld al) atonce, as it 
were one vnited body, it would equall, if not ſurpafſe 
London, for ſpacioulneile of grounds, ſome monuments, 
and diuers palacesand houſes: but yet come no way neere 
my ſatisfaction, as being defective im many things, which 
I ſuppoſed to excellin it, & deficient inall things, wherin 
2 happy countrey ſuppiieth the wants of herenhabirants. 
Forheere is neither good lodging, proportionable fare, 
free recourſe, gracious entertainment, true religion,ſecure

ſeruile attendance. Bur yetin allthis, ſo farre ſhort of our

neither arethe No 


le-men gn the eminency of 0- 
ther natious, nor patible of ſuch degrees, as our greacneſſe 


looketh vpon one another withall : nor can the Marchant 
equal! 


equall the twentieth part of our compariſon fornumber : 
norin that which they boaſt of, which is wealth, can they: 
generally match. onr Londoners : asfor the Tradeſ-man 
and Shop-keepers, as I ſayd before, neither for order, go- 
uernment, libertie of meeting, diet, purchaſing ofland,de- 
licare furniture, and all the particulars whereby accity is 
made famous, worthy, or wealthy: onely ſome few hou- 
ſes hauea handſome thew of comelineſle, and (according 
to the cuſtome of their ſtone-buildings) ſeeme pretty piles 
for the receipt ofa ſmall company. Bur where are their 
fiue hundred ſhips ar ſea ; when all Yenice hath not aboue 
thirty marchanr men, and ten galleaſles ; onely they boaſt 
of three hundred gallies, according to the cuſtome of Na- 
wall encounters in the Lewaxt ? where are their voyages. 
and ſetled aboadin all the harbours in the world ?. where 
are their large and braue ftreers,antique monuments,when 
their city is ſcarle eight hundred yeere old,glorious gates, 
magnificent ftruQures to lodge Princes and all their reri- 
nue, houſes of entertainment for trauellers and ſtrangers, 
ſuch as our I auernes and Inns ? where are their conduits 
and good. waters ? where are their fields and pleaſant 
walkes ? whereare their exerciſes and heroike paſtimes ? 
where aretheir triumphant ſhewesand magnificent ſpea- 
cles, with infinite _ iculars, wherein they muſt 
yeeld,if Londonhad no other Commander then the Maior 
and Senatours ? after this manner could I runne-into 
Africk, and fetch Cayro ; into Ruſſia, for Mocko ; into Po- 
land, for Craccow ; into Germany, for Auguſta, or Norrens- 
berg ; into Bohemia, for Prage ; into Auſtria, for Vienna; 
into Spaine,for Leon,or Madrid; into Portugall,for Lisbone; . 
and ſo inall thereſt : butifthey were brought before the. 
barre of compariſon, they might bee quickly arraigned of

blithed: Bur preſently ſo ſoone as the L o « > had pre- 
ſcribed them, what to relie vpon, euen twiſein one chap- 
ter the gods of {thuer and gold were forbidden, and a ſen- 
' rence pronounced, that hee which offred vnto any gods , 
faue vnto the Lo & ſhould be ſlaine: wherevpon by a 
diuine inſpiration, 7acob reformed his houfhold by pur- 
ting awaythe idols,termed in (cripture,clenſing,purging, 
bo plealing of God, If you come forward to Moſes 
gouernment : neuer any temptation traduced him for

Hoſes King of 1/- 
racl was enſhared, and he and his realme caught inthe ner 
of Aſlyrian policy, by reaſon of their confidencein Idols; 
& that euery one worſhipped the God of his nation, con- 
to Moſes Law ; but whatenſued ? curſes, plagues, vt- 
ter deſolatenefle, adumbration of the ſunne-ſhine of hea- 
uenly fauours, and when they preſumed of well-daing, 
in makinga hotchpotch of religion in Samaria, the Lyons 
of _ oa came into the city,and deugured both Prieſts 
and people. 
hen Manaſ/es reſtored idolatry, giuing life to filth 

prophanation, which viper-like wL/A ct ofhin 
which warmed her, and ſtung himto death. I will bring 
(fayes God) an cuill vpon 1uds and Jeruſalem, that who 
heareth of ir, both his cares ſhall tingle, & I will tretch 0-

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CHAP, XIX. 


' Certaine particulay's concerning the Greeke 
CHYVKACH.- 


Ome define religion, and indeede 
mofttruely, thus : Religio eſt vera 
cultura Dex, and then I referre you 
to Monfier de Pleſis diſcourſe, 
wherein he proueth with ſuffcien- 
cie, that all the cuſtomes of the 

| world concerning diuineadoration 
_ come fhorr of Chriſtianity : but if 
you wil] conuertit thus: Religio eft culturaveri Deb, then 
may you both diuide, ſubdiuide, and dinide againe , al- 
lowing of three Religions ; the Jewes, Chriſtians, and 
Mahumetans, all maintaining the omnipotency of God, 
and pretending obedience toward the high Creatorof all 
things. Burt becauſe we hope for our eſtabliſhed faluation 
in the merits and mercies of Teſus Chriſt, and know, that 
the excellency of the Trinity is deſcribed inthe old Te- 
ſtament, when Gad ſaid, Let vs make may, when the great 
King ſaw the image of one like the ſonne of man in the 
furnace, when 7b knew that his Redeemer liued,& when 
the myſterie of the Trinitie is reuealed in many places : 
ler vs leaue the vanitic of the.-Heathen with their obſtina- 
cie, the abomination of Idolaters with their groſle abuſes, 
the antiquity of the Tewes with their ſtiffneckedneſle, the 
innouation of the Mahumetans with their errors and im- 
poſhbiliries, and be onely proud of our livery of Chriſti- 
ans, Butnow we muſt ſubdiuide againe, and ſay , that a- 
monegſt 
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mongft Chriſtians there is a tripartite ſeparation, For the 
Greeke Church runneth one way with the title of Eaſt : 
the Latine Church rangeth another way with the deno - 
mination of Weſt : and the reformed Church (preadeth 
a modeſt glory withthe liberty of Proteſtants. 
Concerning the Greeke Church I will be bold totell 
you, that I haue heard fome ot their Protopapans and 
Archimandritans maintaine their greatneſle, precedency, 
. andtrueneſſe of Religion before the Latine,and thus they 
aſſume the defence. For greatneſle: it containeth moſt 
parts of Armenia, Georgia, Mengrelia neere the Caſpian, 7, crearl 
many places in Natalia , or Hfia minor , the Countries of ze{ſ: of the 
eAzthiopiain Aﬀricke, which may equallthem of the Weft Creeke 
Indies, of whom the Pope doth now boaſt ſo much : In Church, 
Europeall Grecia: many great Ilands ( except ſuck as are 
diverted Papifſts, incurring the ſcandall of Heretickes ) 
Muſcouia or Ruſſia : ſome parts of Poland, Lithuania, 
Bogdonia, and the ſhores of the Ewximum, much more 
ground, thenthe Pope can challenge,where he is the moſt 
offenliue V lurper. | | 
For Precedency it claimeth likewiſe the prerogariue, -,,.,.....ſ 
| a= NT ns e preces| 
both waies : Firſt , by priority , in regard they were firlt je,cy of | 
Chriſtians, and the Apoſtles planted Churches amongſt che Greeks 
them, before either Paul preached at Kome, or Linws was Charch, | 
appointed Bylhoppe. Secondly, by authority, as by | 
tran(lation ofthe Empire, from whence Xome challengeth | 
hers: For when there was no ſuch ambition thought vpon | 
lohn Patriarch of Conſtantinople , viurped the title of vni- 
uerſal! Byſhoppe, and practiſed the ſupremacy ouer all 
other Churchmen, by reaſon the Emperour Conſtantine 
had ſoenobled and enabled the great Citie, where hee 
would haue the Byſhoppeto be principall in regard ofthe 
mateſty 
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maiefty of his perſon and the brauery of the place, and 
therefore not onely graced him with the elated title of 
Patriarch, but inueſted him with many roialtics, and pal- 
laces, and remporall iuriſdiftions, to which the Byſhoppe 
of Rome did then intercede, interpoling a negatiue euen a- 


' gainſt the very title, diſprouing it as Antichriſtian, and 


tradaced John the Patriarch, as a wicked and malicious 
man for praQiſing ſuch oſtencation : nor defiſted he ſo,but 
writ —_ volumes of letters tending to a manner of de- 
famation : ſome entreating him to diſclaime ſuch elation 
of heart : ſome diſalowing the preſumption, as exorbitant 
ina _—_—e who ſhould rather imitate the humilitie of 
Chrift : ſome thundring the curſed predi&ion of Anti- 
chriftby ſuch apoſtacy , and all of them diflwading the 
true Miniſters of Gods word from poyſoning their pre- 
ciouſly redeemed ſoules with the venome affdids, and 
vaine-glory : then followed the fearefull hiſtory of Neu- 
clerus a ftrong papiſticall writer , on whom they lay the 
imputation of a fable : Bur he ſaies plainely, that that ve- 
ry inſtant, in which Conſtantine the great enfeoffed the 
Church with temporary lands, and ſumptuous edifices, 
the heauens ſeemed to trowne, the aire was thickned with 
acloude, the earth troubled with a tempeſt, and after 
great thunder and lightning, a voice was heard ; now is 
yſon throwne into the pure ſtreame of Gods truth. 
pon this the matter was a while reſpited with a grant 0n- 
ly of ſitting downe firſtar generall Councells , naming in 
Commiſhons, and the binding voice in equality of cenſu- 
ring ; all which, if they were priuiledges, enlarged firftthe | 
precedency of the Patriarch of Conſtantinople. 
Afterward, when the {innes of the Empire, likea fluent 
ſtreame oner-ſpread the bankes of kicendelings, and _

God determined the vtter ſubuerlion of all : two wicked 
men contriued. the moſt lamentable deſolation ,, both of 
the gouernment of the Empire; &religion of the.Church, 
which were. Phocas and Bonifacizes ; the one conſpiring 
thus with the other againſt God and Angells, againſt hea- 
uen andearrh, againſt men and Deuills ,. that to eſtabliſh 
Phocas invthe Empire of Conſtantinople , he would be con- 
tented, that Ronjdalapof Rome (hould be conſecrated with 
the title of Vniuerſall Bylhoppe ; whereupon Phecas by 
the murthes of his Maſter Maurii25 and: other inhumane 
treacheries was inuelted Lord of the Eaſterne Monarchy, 
and Bonifacius by the couſoning his Predeceſlor Suefter, 
and other religious pra&iles obtained the papacy : inſo- 
much that Platina and diuers of their owne writers ( a- 
mongſt other paſquills and ſatiricall inuections) exclaime,. 
that he came in-likea fox, raigned asa lyon, and dicd like 
a dogge : ſothatall premiſes conſtdered , if there.be a ne- 
ceſſutie inany ſuch precedency, the Roman Byſhoppes be 
but vſurpers. For Conſtantinople had it at generall Coun- 
cells, and was permitted all the fauour of titles, which rhe 
Church, and moſt Chriſtian. Emperour collated ar that 
ume. 

Concerningthe truth, it is well knowne , that Peter of "4 [ 
whom they boaſt ſo. much was Byſhoppe of 4xtzoch * fy” : 
20. yeares, andthoſe of 4fis the firſt reputed Chriſtians cy * 
in the world ;. ſo that cuen. from Scripture it ſelfe and 0 
Paxls perigrination ,. many plentifull colle&ions enlarge 
his hiftory and life with warrantable knowledge'of whar 
we muſt truſt vato. As for his viſiting of Rome, howeuer 
Exſebizs adhereth to ſome formall diſcoueries, and other 
Authors produceinſtances ofhis owne death and daugh- 
ters Martyrdomeyader Nero, it is both fanaticall, imagt- 
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nary , and/vnwarrantable by Scripture : nay I will ſay 
more, neither by collefted circumfttances , probable con- 
ieftures, or authenticall Authors 1s there any inducement 
to belecue it : But ſay he did viſit Rowe,and conferred with 
Paul, what ſenſe, reaſon, or honeſty can allow the tranſ(la- 
tion of his owne Bylhopricke out of Aſia into Exrope_, 
an intruſion into another mans iuriſdiftion. For Pau! was 
conſtituted to be the light of the Gentiles, and loſt his 
head at Rome in iuftifying his innocency : how then could 
Peter be condemned of ſo fun&ory a negligence, that be- 
ing appointed to the diſperſed Iewes of Afia, hee would 
vilipend them, and intrude himſelte into the gouernment 
of the Gentiles of 7taly : ſo then conlidering Antioch and 
the7. Churches _ of in the Apecalzps, were the firſt 
receiuers of the Goſpell, from whence the Greekes in Ex- 
rope were the next embracers of the truth,who can oppoſe 
againſt her reſidence and conſeruation rather,where it was 
firſt publiſhed, then in caly, and the remoterplaces of Ex- 
rope , whereas yet ſome of their Countries are not quite 
purged from Paganiſme. | 
T hus doe they diſpute, and with ſtomachous ardency 
enucigh againſt the pompous and oftentous glory of rhe 
latine Church, putting themro {ilence, as qur.Sauiour did 
the Pharilies, when hee queſtioned thar.opimon of tobns 
baptiſme, & exprobrated them for atluancing the #1dra's 
 headof confuſion through enormous ceremonies , and 
 menstraditions, wherein they ſaw the inconuemiences be- 
fore their faces, that they were not onely patible of akera- 
tion, but would grow in time to a Congeries andmoun- 
taineof deformitic, as men & deuiles did angmentthem : 
1 bRandingtimebeing weary of ſtabilitie, and the 
ei affraid of impeachment in his kingdome., hath 


ſcattered . 
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ſcattered many corruptions inthe fields of Gods farmes, 
which haue ouergrowne the ſeedes of verity .in theſe 
parts; that it now reſembleth the_corne ſowne amongſt 
rares, which choaked the growth of the'beſt ſeede, and 
came vp with ſuch a violent ouerſpreading, thatatharueſt 
there was little benefit tothe owner. For all the Greeke 
Churches are very {mall ,/full of idle painting; lampes, 
candles, tapers, and ſuch like-: their ſeruiceand language 
Greeke, and whenthey' write or print it is a reaſonable 
good CharaQter, though farre fromthe atticke Dialett : 
and yet I will bebo!dto ſay,agood Scholler ofour gram- 
mer1n(tru{tion, ſhall ſcarce viiderftand the phraſe of their 
common ſpeakers, no more then-a ſontherne man , one 
borne farrenorth, or in Scotland, Their Monaſteries are 
poore, vihanſome, and farre fromthe ſtare ofthe Romiſh 
Church ; and ſurely if in anything they imitate the Apo- 
ſtles, it is in their ſcorne of worldly pompe , careleſneſle, 
wants, and ſometimesauſterity of life, although naturally 
they are the merrieſt and moſt iouial}men in the world : 
their chiefe Abbors are called Archimandritans, but all in 
generall ſubmit tothe Epiſcopo of the Dioces, who wea- 
reth coloured apparell of filke witha croſle ouer his har, 
which is low crown'd, broad brimmed, and tied vnder his 
beard with long firings, hee carrieth a croſter in his hand, 
butithatha plaine croſle ; they call him alſo Protopapan * 
the firſt Father of the conprepation(from whence the By- 
ſhoppe of Reme allumerh bis Papa,orif you will the name 
of Pope) acknowledging the Patriarch of Ccnffantinople 
at this very inſtant fir Bans and abſolutely conteſting 
againſt the Popes tyrannicall vſurpation : yea ſuch is their 
hate to the Latins, I will notname their corruptions and 
Church , that they had rather liue in ſlauery and _—

for their reſtitution, or ſubmit to that ſtrange ambition of 
that Cleargy-man, as ſome pfthem ironically tearme the 
Pope.

Cyprus, Pane on and Caftsleit ſelfe, it would torment vs 
with remembrance of our loſſes, or augment ouricaloſie 
for — our honour by negligence, and corrupted 
peace, which was once ſo worthily eftabliſhed by the 
proppes and ſupportation of merit, and vertue.

Another excellency of E » @ L a xv conſiſteth in the happy 
life of our Countrey-man aud common people. 


}-F you looke on our example you 
all finde, that the chiefeft part of 
Salomons glory extended it elfe 
from the abundance of his people, 
When cuery man did cate vnder 
his owne Vine, or fig-tree, when 
Ifaell were many as the fand of 
the ſea, making merry one with an 
other ; whenthe Huſbandman plowed in peace and reap- - 
ed in content ; and when the wrongs of the common 
ſort were as well ftreightned by the line of Tuſtice, as the 
oppreſhons of the mighty reformed by the hand of an- 
thoritie. In which prerogatiuesI darebe bold to ſay, that 
E nGL a np cxcellsall other nations, as. the light of che 
Sunne inferiour Planets: Forin ſome places they are abſo- 
tute ſlayes : in ſome places denied ho comfort of their 
owne endeauours : in Ge places not capable of purcha- 
ſes : in ſome places not permitted to marry aboue their de- 
gree, and elſewhere not ſuffered to enioy the freedome of 
life, or benefit of nature: as for an inſtance. In Turkic hee 
' iswith the reſta moſt poore and vnfortunate ſlaue ; for 
whether Mufleman or Chriſtian , he dare not manure his 
ground to the beſt profit of his endeauours, liuing ſo 
poorely with ſuch {luttiſh and drudging company, that I 
have pittied his fortune, and commiſerated his diſtreſle. 
In Hungary and thoſe parts they reſemble carrion to _ 
preic 
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preied vpon by rauens, who not only feed themſclues, 
till their gorges be full, but call for others co conſume that 
whichis lefr: thus living vnder the Turke he hath nothing 
of his owne, and in the Chriſtian gouernment all is taken 
from him, either ro furniſh the warres, or maintaine the 
tribute. In 7caly they are a little better, as long as they be 
able to pay their rents, and huſband their grounds ; yer 
doethey ſeldome liue of their owne, or execute any thing 
befirting the freedome of conuerſation : Beſides in many 
places they are fo terrified with the troubleſome incurlt- 
ons of the Banditi, whoeuen make a prey of their wealth 
and cartle , that although they know of their robberies 
and murrhers, yet dare they neither dete&them, nor deny 


to entertaine or releeue them. Theſe be men proſcribed Bandits, 


by the Law, and baniſhed from their owne Inheritances 
for ſome hainous mul& or other, and flying into a ſtran- 
ger Princes iuriſdition liue by rapine and ouer-maſtering 
of Paſſengers, asthey doe in Arabia, and moſt parts of 
Tarkie, remote from the great City , eſpecially in Epyr us, 
| where both Theeues and Rouers ſhelter themſclues with- 
in the Mountaines A{aſ7##, but ſeldome pertorme any 
robberie withour murther : whereupon as we ſay figura- 
tively, all inhumane and monſtrous delinquents in this 
 Kinde are called 4//afi4z7. Bur to our Italian Countrey- 
man againe: Afterche pride of 1caly ( eſpecially the wo- 
men) they will be a little gaudy in the ſame apparell their 
mothers beſtow vpon them , or their amereſos ſend as a 
gratuity, and thus I confeſſe I haue ſcene an Inne-keepers 
daughter go to Church in a coloured damaske gowne 
 withSpanith ſleeues laide on with gold lace, and come 
home to dreſſe our dinners: the men are very induſtrious 
according to the goodnelle of ground, as hauingin _

ſelfe-ſame field (though it be but an acre of Land ) both 


corne, vines, and fruite trees, and in his gardens about his 
houſe rootes, fallets, Bees, and filke-wormes, boaſting 
how the Romans maintained their Colonies from the 
Countrey-man, and ſupported the Farmer as anurling fa- 
ther for Souldiers : nay they can remember the Law 4- 
graria, when: the Gracchi loſt their lives about an equall 
diſtribution of the Roman. territories , and the maintai- 
ning the immunities of rhe free 7tal:aws : but they ſigh to 
recount, how it was abrogated , and cuer after they were 
ſuppreſſed in their inſolencies , as kept from outward 
pompe, and pleaſures of frequented cities. 
Heis now called 7illavo(from whoſe charater we haue 
a contemptible tenure ofland in England called villenage) 
ſeruing to no other vſe, but to enrich his Lord, feedin 
himſelfe vpon garlike and onions, and is acquainted wit 
no goodthing but ſuperſtition, a few gawdy clothes, and 
the incontinent life of curtezans. 
In Spaine it is farre worſe, and the Contadins are num- 
bred amongſt the reproches of their gpouernment, and al- 
molt eſteemedas the aſles, which bring their cabapes, me- 
lons, & ſuchlike tothe market. For he neither dareatempt 
tro _—_—_ any. thing _—_—_ to the vie of Gentle- 
men, asfle{h; h{h, wheat, and excellent fruit, nor muſt hee . 
(though he haue of his owne) burtfurniſh the market with 
the beſt, feeding himſelfe with the worſt and vildeſt ſtuffe. 
Beſides,as the errour of 7:aly,or if you will horrible abuſe, 
if the mother hauea comely daughter, ſhee is contented 
for money, with her proftitution, and many times is her 
Bawd,if ſhe can happen of a good Chapman, nordeſifterh 
the ſo, butin one houſe you ſhall ſometimes haue the mo- 
ther a drudge, & 3. or 4. daughters mercenary trumpets, 
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All France ouer the peſant is not onely beaſtly within Peſant, 
doores but churliſh of condition, ſauouring nothing but 
his labour either in ſetting forward his huſbandry,or dre(- 
{ing his vines : yet how ? with baſe and ſeruile behauiour, 
witch poore and miſerable expences, with obſceneand fil- 
thy lodging, with icalous and malicious welcome, with 
licentious and ill becomming liberty of ſpeech againſt 
both Court and Common-wealth. | 
In Germany the Boore is ſomewhat better, for he cateth 
good meate ſometimes, though vildly dreſſed, will bee 
drunke and merry, muſt bealwaies imployed, and alwaies 
a hungry or deſirous of drinke , euen when he is able to 
drinke no more, and can apparell himſelfe hanſomely to 
oto Church cither on ſunday or holliday : but they are 
angerous intheir turults, and rages, and not to bee tru- 
ſted in their reconciliation aftera wrong. | 
In 1reland he is called Churle, and if we nick-name him ©,,,j;. 
in Exeland we terme him Clowne : He liues in great drud- 
gery, not ſo much for his labour, as his watches. For hee 
1s compelled to guard his poore Cattle, as well as he can, 
both from Thecues and wolues: inſomuch, that although 
he haue but one poore Cabine his cow and hogge lies 
with him in the ſame. Butif he boaſt of larger increaſes, 
he is then compelled ro bring them all night into ſome 
bawne of a caſtle, or vnder the loop-holes of ſome raft, or 
fortification: For the Kerne watch all aduantagesin times 
of peace, and thinke their thefts iuſtifiable in defiances 
of warre. | 
But looke vpon vs truely, as we liueindeede, and you ,,, 
ſhall inde our Yeoman of England a title of eftimation 
in regard of his wealth, antiquitie, and maintenance of 
his familiein a continueddiſcent : ſo thatin times paſt hee 
X 2 | weuld 
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would notalter his title of rich Yeoman for any-vaine- 
lorious attribute of beggerly Gentlemea :-you ſhall now 
eethem dwell in braue houſes, Mannors, Lordſhips, 
and Parkes to the annuall vallew of a- thouſand poundes, . 
| having ſometimes their ſonnes Knighted, their | ey 
| well beftowed, their other children ſo diſperced, thar 
Lawyers, Citizens, and Marchants are nice chrongh our 
Kingdome from ſonnes, and kinred of Countreymen: 
nay, you ſhall behold them inuited to courtly promotion, 
and knowing that the breath of Kings aduanceth or de- 
| iecteth can attend the good houre, and begge all ſuch 
graces; 369 Princes fayour diſtributeth to the ſubie&: yer 
baueI read ofa.King in Ergland, who importuned by a 
Yeoman to be made a Gentieman, anſwered, hee could: 
enoble him with knighthood, or the title of a Baron ; bur 
not confirme hima Gentleman ; becauſe true gentry had: 
another manner of luſtre from theraies of vertue, and ho- 
nour in acontinuall diſcent of Aunceftors, illuminated 
from the ſunne of worthy aQions , either in military pro- 
feſhon, or adminiſtration of ciuill gouernment But thus 
liueth our Countreyman, by what name or title ſoeuer : 
| onely we were wont to interpole this difference betweene 
| Frarce/mm Yeoman, & Francklin or Farmer, thatthe Yeoman was a: 
| & F:rmr. Janded man, either Freeholder or coppicholder : the Far- 
| mer onely hired another mans land; paying a fine or rent, 
and ſo growing rich had the denomination of the other, 
and did notin times paſt murmure,though you called him: 
Good-huſband, or expert Plow-man : yer call him what 
you will, he-is in ſome Countries able to lodge yourichly, 
ſet a peece of plate on the cupbord, fiue or fix diſhes of 
meate on the Table, ſweete and fine linning on your bed, 
cheerefully to welcome you, and is fo cunning oY

at pleaſure» In the time of Rich: 2. aboutrhe 1o yeere 
the Duke of Zancaſter ſailed into Spaine,but how glotious 
that victory was on our ſide, and how ſurmounting our 
Nauie before theirs, the wonderfull ſuccefle artefted,and 
their owne inventories record the loſle with lamentable 
Items. Thenextycere following Richard Earle of Arun- 
dell, and Thoms Earle of Notineham encountted at ſea 
with an infinice number of Flemmings; but victory is in 
the hands of Gad, and multitudes of men faile in their 
oltentarion: For in-that maritime contention were taken 
2 100 ſhips and better, the ſucceſle falling our Cities 
with commodiries, and our mouthes with praiſes and 
thankſgiuing. In the 5 of Henr: 4 when the French 
cameto the Ile of Wizht, and aſſailed Dartmoxth with a 
great Nauy, the ruſticall people prevailed againſt them, 
and manning out but Lg ana} vn of the-country, 
with certaine Pinaces attending the ſeruice, tooke 16 of 
their beſt ſhips, and compulſed the reftto be the meſlen- 
gers of their owne: obloquy. The 3. of Hen: 5.was a 
yeere of triumph, and a rooo fſaile of {hips filled the 
narrow ſeas, cleared the pallage into Normandy, amaſed 
all men,:who had notice of our bravery, and-reioyced 
the reſt of Exrope with Encomians of our ſucceſſe, which 
followed«prefently in Fraxce. . Inthe 15 of Edw: 4. it 
pleaſed:the' Kingto pale ouer to the aide of the Duke of 
Bargandy, but howeuer his inconſtancie proued vnſauory 
to vs at: land, it matters nor: I am ſare rhe ſeas gaue vs 
way, nor durfttheir Nauy prefume to intercept vs. In 
the 5. of Hen: 8. the former encounter, which-I namedart 
Britaines bay was aday otterror, and we tooke, burnt,and 
ſpoiled as many,as we muſtred out of harbour. . The

rying all afore ir like a ſwelling riuer, beating downe the 
ender banks, there ſcarce appeared-an oppolite : for the 
former loſſes were ſo great, that they halred downe-right 
intheir recouery, and France once lamed in her hipping, 
cannot euery yeere bring a new Nauy into the channell 
with good- equipage, or. aduantage.

ther confederate,or entertained for wages : ſo thatalmoſt 
all the mercenary ſhipping of Evrepe attended: on-the 
ymentof thecrownes of the ſunne) thatthey chought 
1: the beſt part of their ſecuririe toabſent habe: The 
yeere 35, Str John Dudley Vicount Liſle high Admirall of 
Englazd, with a Nauy of 200 faile, paſled the ſeas into 
Scotlaxd, in deſpight of all the power the confederates 
couldraife, and rot onely performed actions beyond ex- 
peQation,but taught them the true knowledge of Engliſh 
ſhippingand mariners. The next yeere the French Na- 
uy came into Suſſex ; but vpon very {hort warning were 
diffipated, and in a: ſudden encounter felt the ſmart of 
preſumption. Preſently asin divers aduantages of ſuch

Butifyou 
will traly confider the admirable compolition of Com-

of priuate men-: yea euen Salomons greatneſſe was raiſed: 
toa ftupendous mountaine of amaſement, from the ef- 
fets of a well compatted peace ; in which his Temple 
was built, his Pallaces were finiſhed, his Cities diſpoſed

man whatſoever, For from a Prince to a Peaſant no body

Merchant : therefore [ will abſolutely conclude, that the 
true Merchant-aduenturer, as he is one waythe ſupporter 
of politicall States by commerce , connerſation, and 
bringing in of wealth, ſois he another way the Atlas of 
honourand magnificent maieſty by-his cuſtomes , filling 
the ſtore-houſes of a Courr, ſupplying the wants of a pa}- 
lace, pleaſing the deſires of nouelty, cooling the heates of 
pride,and ſatiating he vanitie of withes; nay if you would: 
Tl | diſpute. 
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diſpute of valiant hearts, great ſpiritsz ambitious tumors, 
noble courages, exalting wiſedome, and repoſed experi- 
ence, it is as well the badge of a Merchant, as cognilance 
of atrue Gentleman : and againe, if you looke vponthem 
as the world is now compatted ( for all your d 7.708 in- 
terpoſition of diſparagemeut by Yillapis & burgenſubue ) 
they are comenly the {ons of the beſt reputed familiesin 
4 nation, or raiſe vptheir own houſes to make them befit- 
ting the entertainment of the proudeſt Nobles : and thus 
much for the Merchant in generall. Now to particulars.

L A N v,either for numbers, aduentures, riches, delicate 
houſes, braue retinue, purchaſes, magnificent ftruQures,

Perfis.; in Arabis, A&thiopia, and harbours.of 4ffricke ;

and confines of the Northern Rafa. If you come into 


Evzxoez, theyinamanner dwell amongit all the Na- 


tions of Chriſtians, and I proteſt I neuer came intoCitie 
of Greece, Italy, Hunzary, Tranfiluania , Germany, Auſtria, 
Spaine, Frauxce,and the Ilands of the Mediterranean ſea, 
eſpecially the harbours of traphique, but the Englith was 


able to bidde you welcome, and to lend you money ifhee 


_ were willing. As for Dewmarke, Pruſſia, Norway, Sweden, 
Poland, Moſco,and thoſe parts,cuenignoranceis inſtruted. 
with our commorance there, and the trade of the Eaſt- 
countries is the ſpecalleſt augmentation of ourcuſtomes. 
Nay.we are notatfraide of the ice of Freeſland, Iſland, or 
Gronland, nor dilmaideat the tetrors of mount Heda , no 
more then of the ruptures of Gibelloin S:cl;a. I haue nor 


yet finiſhed my progrefle , till I bring you into the 
weſterne world, and then. without naming parriculars I. 


will onely aske this queſtion ;. Is there any place where 
euer Chriſtian came, or could come, but the Engliſh Mer- 
chant aduenrured, either for wealth', honour, or conſci- 
ence: whereupon we hane palled the Streights of Magel- 
lane, (et vpon ſome fortified places of Cuba, 'Hiſpamola, 


and

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and the lands, explored Yirginia, Norrembegs , Guiana, 
and other coaſts, and made a trade with theſe 1zdiaxs for 
divers commodities ; ſo that from one place or other of 
our Countrey, we haue not ſo few as a 1000. failes of 
{hippes abroad : nor ſo ſmall a numberas a 100000. per- 
ſons diſperced vnder this acceptable title of Marchant. 
For ſo I muſtrell you, that except you aduiſe with your 
ſelfe for this denomination in many places of the world 
the excuſe of curioſitie will not ſerug your turne : For 
you ſhall be taken fora Spie, and a dangerous Hypocrite, 
ſuch is the iealouſte of Kingdomes roward wanton I ra- 
uellers, and the neceſhtie of entertainment for well im- 
ploied men. And thus much for ſome ſpeciall excellen- 
cies wherein England excelleth all other Nations.

tree of Englands glory, I may not 
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Nation of Europe : not that T meane to trouble youwirh 
vaine or tedious repetitions of Embaſſadors, Legats, Car- 
dinalls, or other ordinary Liegers, as is cultomarie in 
all Princes Courts, and concurles of State ; but meerely 
of extraordinary ſolemnities, and occalion of reſplendant 
ſhowes, triumphs, and feſtiuall inuitations to delight and 
contentment. 

No ſooner had'the Normane ſetled his Conqueſts, and 
eſtabliſhed his ſonne William Rufus inthe throne of great- 
neſle, as well appeared by his ambitious deſires to till all 
Europe with the revort of his exaltation ; eſpecially after 
his returne out of 1\ormanady, and that he found fault with 
the ſmalnefle of Weſtminſter-hall, being yer theremarke- 
ableſt roome for State, greatneſle, and capacity in the 
world. Bur Malcolme King of Scots, and the two Princes 
of Wales came to doe homage vnto him about the third 
yeere of his raigne ; yea Robert Duke of Normaxay with 
many Princes ot Frazceacknowiedged his eminent glory, 
and mateſticall King:iome ; although rhe ſaid Robert was 
hiselder Brother, and made way to his peace and amitie. 
This likewiſe continued toward Zeary the firſt, and for 
addition, the Kings his adioyned neighbours aſſumed no- 
rhing 
of the King of E nc ran, for which purpole they ma- 
ny times came in perfon to gratifie him : To which it you 
vaite the aduantagious marriage of Hexry Emperourof 
Rometo his daughter, I hope it may paſle tor a reaſonable 
beginning, and giue life to aftet hopes tor the augmentati- 
on of our credits, and exaltation of our prerogatiues. 

Anno 1184. abour the 31. of Henry 2. Heraclius Pa- 
triarch of — came into our Countrey to delire 
aideagainſtthe Turke. 1291. and the 3. of King 7bn 
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to themſclues, but what ſtood with the good liking. 
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at a ſolemneentertainement in Z7ncolne, William King of 
Scots and diuers of his Nobles did homage vnto him in 
perſon, to which if you adde his marrying of Lady 
[ an = his baftard daughter to Lexelin Prince of Wales, 
who was in thoſe times a turbulent and ambitious man, 

you may eaſily iudge, what reputation our Countrey had 

gotinthe world , when the Pope was more aftrighted at 

the ſtarting alide ot little EncrAanp, then it whole 

Spaine Fd ar that time falne quite away, from his ſuppor- 

ration, or it you will Antichriſtian vſurpation, 

Anx0 1224. about the 8. yecre of the raigne of Hen- 
ry 3. lobe de Brenaes King of Hieruſalem came into Eng- 
land tor aide and a{hſtance againft the Saracens, and from 
that vnimitable example of Richard. x. called in thoſe 
times the flower of chiualry , that wunne Cypras and Acorn 
in perſon, well hoped to tindethe other branches of that 
kingly oft-ſpring tull of the ſappe of the ſame rojialtie ; 
but when I remember, how the chiefeſt Potentates of Eu- 
rope came to ele& Richard Earle of Cornwall his brother 
Emperour, and King of the Romans, Iam more then ſa- 
tished for maintaining this vnanſwerable poſition of our 
excellency in this kinde. | 

If you oucrlouke the life of Edward 1. youſball finde 
ita very mappe of honour, and be able to tell the world, 
that belides many forraine Potentares, the Prince of Wales 
and his brother Paxidreioiced in his acceptationot them; 
and /9/# Baliol King of Scots was glad ro be named and 
eſtabliſhed by him : Burt come a little forward, and at the 
naming of Edward the 3. me thinkes all Engliſh hearts 
ſhould leape forioy. For 133 4- Edward Babel King of 
Scots did him homage ; the Prince of Wales was glad to 
kifle his hands; and the Electors of Germany 1348. _ 

im 
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him to the chaire of the Empire : nay ſuch was ourroy- 
altie that Henry Pichard Vintner and Maior of Lendoa, 
feaſted E v w. of England; Io n x King of France; the 
King of Cypr«s comming to {ce our worthineſle; D a v 1 v 
King of Scots ; E p w. Prince of Wales, Duke of Aqui- 
tane, Guien, and Cornwall, all in oneday : Beſides at di- 
uers triumphes and lyſts theſe forraine Princes were led as 
it were by the hand of amaſementto magnihe, and extol! 
' the heroicke ſpirits of our nation. Againe in the 38. 
yecre of the King ; the French King, the King ot Cyprus, 
and the King of Scots, cameallinto England , and made 
pleaſure proude; that it had good occation to welcome 
them. Beſides, 1367. Petcr King of Spaine was diſleiſed 
by his baſtard brother Hezry, but comming into England 
made ſuch impreſhon in the compaſhonarte ſoule of E Þ w. 
the blacke Prince, that he atliſted himin perſon, and re- 
eſtabliſhed him in his kingdome. : 

ShallI remember you of that glorious celebration of 
Himmenews triumphs, when Duke Taſ/#s and many Prin- 
ces of Boheme and Hanzary brought that magnificent La- 
dy Ann et daughtertothe king of Boverna, and married 
hertoKingR1cn ax pthe2.0t England, during whoſe 
life ſuch was the royaltie of our Courrand State, thar in 
the 8. yeare the King of Armenia came into England for 
coadiutement againtt the Turkes. In the 12. yeare the. 
Earle of Saint Paw and many Princes out of France and 
other Countries came to a Iuits in Smithfield, and made a: 
tuſteſtimation of our vnualuable glory. In the 16. ye 
the greateſt Lords of Scotland came to our wi” af 
England, and checked their owne preſumption for con- 
fronting vs with a ſuppoſition of equality. In the 20. 


yearethe Dukes of Burbon and Barre brought ouer _ 
ot. 
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of Fraunce to beaQueenein England, and glad wa: that 
Prince of Europe, that had beene an eyc-witneſle of our 
glory : yeathat magnificent workemanthippe concerning 
the exornation of the Hall of his Pallace, now Weft- 
miniſter (and by community and diſparaged alteration vn- 
regarded) was as it werea mages to draw ouer the ſeas 
thouſands of people, and hundreds ot Princes, and No- 
blelords to looke vpon the wonder of the world. 

-In the 4. yeare of He xn x 4. King of England the 
Emperour of Conitantinople came of purpole as the 
Queene of Shcb:to Salomon, to ſet report on the rouch- 
ſtone of truth, and ſce whether cuſtome had enlarged our 
fame or no, and here he was entertained withall the ſump- 
ruous and attractive ſhowes, and delights, that Arteand 
expences could deuile to fatiate the minde of man : But 
when Dame I ane Dutches of Britajze came ouer to 
marry ourKing Hz « y, Ihope our enemies will ima- 
gine, her traineand Atrendants to bee much augmented 
with the company of many forraine Princes and Poten- 
tates: And if you fteppe forward to the 8. yeare of his 
raigne the Earle of Marre, and the great lords of Scotland 
cameto lolace themſclues,and made their rriumphes both . 
at Tiltand I urney acceptableto the beholders, The like 
was performed the 10. yeare, whenthe Seneſchall of en- 
#«ult with all thoſe Princes reputed the Court of England 
a very Schoole of chiualry, and put in praCtiſe according- 
ly all the braueries of marihall diſcipline. But when the, 
Lady Lv c 1 « the Dukes liſter of llayecameto marry 
Epav xp Earleof Kent, both citie and pallace was/fo 
furniſhed with ſtrangers, and the concurſes of people fo 
well ordered, that interiours were amaſed ar fo extraordt- 
nary attraction, and the better ſort gauea plaudire to our 
glory. ; | | It 
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If you ouer-looke the time of Hepr: 5. ſurnamed the 
Champion of Honor , though ir was lamentable for the 


breuitie , yet was it vnmarchable for the royalty. For 


after his coronation he was ſcarſe three yeeres in his own 
Kingdome, and yet inthe third of his raigne he welcom- 
med the Emperor of Almaine and King of Rome, and pre- 
ſently after graced the davghrer of France and all her re- 
tinue, with many forreine Princes, who would not re- 
turne, till they ſaw their /ady Katherine Queene of Eng- 
land. To which if you adde the entertainment of rhe 
Duke of Hefland, and many Princes of thoſe countries, 
eſpecially Freeſland, you cannot chuſe but make vp a 
plentifull breuiary of Heroicke Maiefty , and worthy 
princelines” ; 
_ Abouttheyeereof Grace 1502.and the 1 7. yeere of 
the raigne of Henry 7. the expeRtable Prince Arthur ma- 
ried Katherin daughter to Ferdinando King of Spaixe, and 
his eldeſt (iſter Margaret was affianced vnto James King 
of Scots, at whoſe inauguration the concurſe of ftrangers, 
and amongſt them of the choiſelt Princes was fo great, 
that all other adioyning Kings as much magnified our 
royalty, as feared onr power, inſomuch that the very re- 
Ngrt of .our Kingdomes brauery draue Philip King of 
Caſitle, and his wite into Emeland. | 

About the end of Auguſt 1 545. Flawd high Admirall 
of France was ſo royally entertained #1 England, that the 
King lytngat Hampton-Courtthe Prince of Wales methim 
comming to haue audience with a 1000 horſe, whereof 
500O were in one liuery, the coates of veluet halfe embro- 
dered with gold, and one ſleeue of cloth of gold: let 
other Prines acknowledge this magnificence. Holinſhed 
ſaith 2090 horſe. 
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France maried Mary the Kings yongelt liſter: and 1529 
the great Emperor Charles the 5. came into England to 
vilit his Aunt, and within two yeere after made a ſecond 
returne to view Zexdon, and bee acquainted with our 
country , from whoſe example Chri/tiern King of Dex- 
wmarke, and his wife about the 1 5 yeere arriued. in England, 
and was -welcommed to the pleaſures of our country,and 
varicty of our paſtimes. T he Prince of Salerne, and di- 
uers of Xaples about the 39. &c. 

Shall I name you King 7h1il;ps mariage with Queene 
Mary ? I hopethen I muſt trouble you with atediqus ſo- 
lemnirie, and tell you, that many ſtrangers knew not the 
way home againe into their owne countries along time, 
and ifthe peace of their {Qules as they vainely imagined, 
might haue binadded to the delight of their bodies, the: 
happines of Exgland had bin the tubieR of their tongues, 
and the obic& of their eyes. In the ſecond yeere of her 
raigne Ecmondine a Prince of Germany, and other Emba(- 
ſadors were {ent from the Emperor. In the third yeere. 
Emmanycl Prince of Piemzont, with other Lords came 
into England, and the next moneth thePrince of Orange 
landed at-£07don.

Bur let mee paſſe forward to the mirror of all times 
Lucene Elizabeth : how proud was the Prince of Sweden, 
that he was graced in England with ſo glorious entertain- 
rent at the beginning of her raigne. Not long after 
i565 Chriſtopher Prince and Marqueſle of Baden came 
of purpole to haue his childe borne amongſt vs, and re- 
iq yce in the fortuneof ſuch a godmother, About the 
LI. yeere of her raigne awno 1568 Mary 2ucene of Scots,

Anno 1596. The Dake ot Bolloigne came into England, 
and in 1600. extraordinary Embatladors-from Barbary 
and Rufia, who although from a {tubborne beltialitie ſee- 
med to vilipend"the-manging of many affaires by out- 
ward forme; yet were drinen to applaude'our: generall 
happines, and confefle with admiration, that no King- 
dome was fo diſpoſed for reciprocall duties berweene

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Prince and ſubicR. Yea 1601. that vndaunte 

dier Duke Birone, who ſeldome gaſed at any meteor, or 
{erled planer out of his awne ſphere, came ouer amongſt

W hen our King James was eſtabliſhed tothe admiration 
of all the ſtates of Europe ; Monſieur Roſne from France ;

to {et vp learning in a throne of eminent thriuing, and 
bring youth into the fruittull walkes of art,and ſome pro- 
feſled Scence, whereby elle they did not obtaine the har- 
bour ofeftimation, and profitable degrees of authoriric 
ia 2 Kingdome, yet might they touch by the way ſome 
promontory ot education, and as we fay,take in thefreſn 
water of nurture and moralitie:But plainely and honeſtly 
ro pen{ſe!l out vnto you. on the table of my deſcription, 
the prerogatiue of Exolcnds excellencie in this kinde,whe-

ther you are tranſported with the magnificence of out- . 


ward building, ſweeteneſle of gouernment, multitude 
of Schollers, tulneſſe of wealth and'reucnue, or exornati- 
on of houſes by plate, or other vtenſelles : I talke not of

this lictle pact of great Brittaine. ; 

Burto our purpoſe in hand. The French men are fo ic- 
lous of their honor in this kinde, and the Sorbonifts of 
Paris, ſo cholericke to heare of any a , that 
though they yeeld varo ſome Authors who have enlar- 
ged theifame ofthe many Vniuerlities of Europe : as of 
Fraunce :1n Paris, Tholouſe, Arles, Peicters, Anion, Valen- 
tinos in Delphin:, Orleans, and ſome others : of Spaine, 
ZalamancaYaliodolidand Leon : of Italie, Turme, Pads, 
Afillane, Pauy,Siena, Bononia, Rome, and Perugia : In Po- 
land, Cracow : In Auftria Vienna: inthe t9.Prouinces Lei- 

. den, Lonaine, Reimecs, and Bruſſels : [n Germany at theleaſt 
twentie, which yet I ſpare to name, becauſe Awnſter is 
copious in the deſcription of Germany, and I will not be 
ſo fooliſh to ranke them.jn the Catalogue of compariſon, 
becauſe they be but ſingle Schooles inreſpe& of Vaiuer- 
. lities. And who knowes not that the Polack, Hwngarian,and 
moſt Gentlemen of Germany either reſort to Pedue, or in- 
to Fraunce z yet muſt all confeſle Paris roexceed them all, 
and enisy the roiall character ofthe .2xcexe of riches and 
{chooles, ſo that we needgoe no. further then to ſearch 
the ſecrets of Paris forthe diſcouery ofthis argument,and 
manifeſt triall, whether I flie with the wings of vaine-glo- 
rie, in the ampliation of our well deſcruing ; To this I 
. yeeld willingly, becauſe - my owne knowledge both

Spaine, 
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Sparne,/talie,and Germany baue neither ſuch ſetled Colled=- 
ges for this purpoſe onely, nor are the Schollers maintai- 
ned in ſuch a manner, as the Monafteries and religious 
houſes.” For cither they live freely in the principall 
Townes and Citties, as enlarging their credit and eſtima- 
tion from the liberall donatiues oftheir parents or patro- 
n&5,and ſoreſortat their pleaſure to the publick ſchooles 


' and diſputations, which are in many places ſumptuous e- 


nough, and of good ſufhciencie : or elſe being poore they 
reſort to ſpeciall Monaſteries, whereby in applying them- 
ſelues to ſeruileattendancie, they maintaine.an indigent 
lite, reading the Fryers bookes, and ſtudying as their ca- 
pacitie (hallenable them, ſo that at laſt making 'triall of 
their ſuficiecy,they expoſe themlelues,& many times are 
preferred by ſome religious nouice to the open auditory 
at the Schooles, where they diſpute accordingly, and vp- 
on the applaulcs of the principall gonernorsare admitred 
to ſome place of reading, ' or countenanced vnder the 
ſeale of the Vaiuerlitie, and large letters Pane pr: 
ceed doctor of Phylick, Law, and ſome generall Arte, if 
they haue hue mark Rerling to pay for the writing. And in 
this manner doth the Parsftan tcholler live, yea,attaine to 
be a quarrelling Cuilian Aduocate, as ſoone as a ſcurru- 
lous ſophiſter, ſo that of my owne knowledge I can iuſti- >.. 
he, how.ſome Englith haue taken the aduantage of time 
and cuftome; both in Parts,: Padwa, and Leiden; and ad- 
yentured on thetitles of Door at.22.yeeres olde, which 
hath beene the more glorious, becauſe as I ſayed before, 
they haue had the letters Patents and great ſcale of the V= 
niygerſitie, which makes me remember a certaine ſubtiltie 
of an Engliſhman in thoſe dayes of Frawnce, who being 
put intruſt to perkethe Patents of other — : 
' who 
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wh ghrita glory to be knighted by Zex.the fourth, 
added alſohisowne name, never hauing the ceremonie 
ofthe ſword, nor tauour of the King,had like to have paſ- 
ſed for a Knight, had not the diſcouery raiſed blood in 
his face, and made him bluſh for ſhame. 
But ſhall Paris then caryitthus away,wherein there are 
not aboue 8. Colledges both poorely maintained ( bur 
that the ſchollers being ſonnes of principall Gentlemen, 
are liberall in expences) and ſlutrithly compatted roge- 
ther, without delicacie of building,or pleaſure of walkes, 
or wholeſomnelle of aire, or good order of inftrution,or 
of ouer looking,or honor of gouernment,or( if you will) 
conuentencie of exerciſe (butrhar they repaire to infinite 
number of Tenniſcourts, which may well reſemble the 
brothels of Naples, chargeable to the purſe, and dange- 
rous tothe bodie ) or any ſweetneſſe of contentment, be- 
ficting the commendation of an Academy,education of 
a Scholler,or bringing vpota Gentleman. I hope not ſo ? 
Forif I might not abuſea place, which ſaieth in the be- 
halte of Chriſt, if theſe hobd their peace, the ſtones would Lu}, g. z8. 
cry : [am fully reſolued, if I ſhould be filent,our very col- 
ledge wals would anſwere for themſelues:and thus much 
for the Generall ; Now to perriculars. - 
: Iwillnot namethe Monks of Bangor of whom 2909.

_ ligion : nor the Schooles at Stawford of greater antiquitic 
then any Church of Exrope ; nor the defaced coiledges of 
our Kingdome, nor the ſtanding ſtruftures of Faton,Win- 
chef Lury,and infinite other ſchooles, _ in wn 
and the Country, opening their lappes of plentie to all, 
that are edmied, ned 4 freely ;oaddgrthe entttiiery in to

of vnderſtanding. Thecommemoration of which things 
would ſpend both paper, and time, and therefore I will 
haſten - to the ſtrongeſt Fortreſles of learning in the 
world, I meane our two VYniuertities of Cambridee and 
Oxford: where I am ſure to be {o proteted vnder the tra- 


ueſles of veritie, that all the batteries and Canon (hot of 


calumniation ſhall cither flie ouer my head, or be deaded 
againſt the impregnable front of the Bulwarke. 

When I come to view the Vniuerſitics of Engazd:T am 
of Eraſmus his mind,that England had engroſled the fame 
ofthe world, and gotten the ftart of all reputation for 
keeping learning ſo cloſe to her ſides, and admitting her 
into ſuch pallaces, as the other princes in the world come 
ſhort of invention for her lodging and entertainement. 
But what talke I of Eraſmus ? How many Emperors, 
Kings, Princes, and ſtrangers haue bleſſed our Land, for 
this prerogatiue of bleflings,one was Albertus Alaſco free 
Baron of Laſco, Yainod or Palatine of Siradiain Poland ra- 
uithed atthe light of Cambridge, and when he knew the 
order of her gouernment, admired vs for the fruition of 
ſuch proſperitie, taking with himtkis abſtra&

ofblellednetle, which the birth of our Sauiour ratified, 
and the comming inof our Prince exampled. And let it 
continue a Gods name wirh the ſpreading of the Che- 
rubings ouer Sant7um Santforum, and the ſhadow 
of the Almightie couer vs, vntill we come to 
the port indeed of all comfort, happi- 
neſle, and ſecuritie.

{ Monarchs with. his glory , and from at © ow 
ſtrange diſproportions giuen them made g/o- 
prerogatiues to command all the Na- 719 
tions of the earth , interdifting any 
petty Prince to come neerethem by way.of competition 
or compariſon, Firſt then the Empire of Tartaria laid 

'B proſtrate 
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The Glory of England. L1s.I. 
proſtrate vnder the throne of the great Cham called Domi- 
nus dominantium, and Rex regum, ſpreadeth it ſelfe with ſo 
large embracings , that it extendeth from the northren 
Obba, or if Fou will Tanas , which falleth into the great 
Euxinum, Euento the eaſterne ſea ; ſometimes ſurnamed 
the Atlanticke , whole vaſt lappe is almoſt filled with a 
fry of Tlands,all Idolaters, and moſt of them enemies to 
ſtrangers, but eſpecially Chriſtians. 

It begirteth thoſe Countries formerly called, and many 
times ſtill collaterally named, Scithis, Sarmatia, Albania, 
Teccomangall, Sumongoll, Mercat, Metrit, the vaſt deſerts of 
Lop, Tangut, Cathaia, and Mangia, ſo that ſhouldring all 
the Northren ſhore ofthe Caſþ/an, it runneth along with- 


out controll bythe high looking walles of Chiza, and is 


ouerſhaded by thoſe formidable nyountaines Riphes , Hy- 
perborei, Imarns, and Caucaſies , all incorporated into the 
glorious Character of Tawrs , of whom Pliny lib, 5. 27. 
writeth almoſt a whole booke , ſhewing that the varietie. 
of Nations vnder this great Empire, gaue ſundry names 
vnto the vaſt body ofthis high-looking, and high-ſprea- 
ding heape of earth and ſtones : as in the firit footing you 
haue heard before : afterward in his larger body he 1s cal- 
led Egidis, Paropami(us, Circins, Chambudes, Pharphariages, 
Choatr as, Oreges, Orates Niphates , Taurus, in his glorious 
frozen head, and fnowy crowne Cancaſw,in his ſtretching: 
armes Sarpedon, Coraceſius, Cragus, and Tauris againe, 
with divers others, and ſome more ſignificantly. But if 
you would know how it ſhouldreth all other titles vnder 
water,and looketh vp to heauen with the ſwelling eyes of 
Tartaria, raiſed vp by the ſupportation of three principall 
Commaunders : you mult be contented to beleeueſome 
thing which is written to this purpoe ; or at leaſt be re- 

poſed: 
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poſed to ake no further queſtions, but know, that from 


Ruſſia to the North-caſt ſea, allthe Countries and people 
arenow called Tartays : But we will enlarge it a litle.

þ you ſuppoſe Heysdatmrs an Author meriting the fame, 
and good opinion diſpoſed toward him : inhis fourth 
booke you ſhall findehim ouermantling Scithia from the 
denomination of Scythe the ſonne of Hercwules, with his 
brethren Gels, and Agathirfis,and by a woman with much 
adoe belceued to be haltea ſnake : bur it may betheallu- 
ſlon from the cruell condition of the people extrated 
fromthis linage, gaue way to the fition. For after Aga- 
thirſis had taught the Inhabitants the vſe of bow and ar- 
rowes, they became ſo expert in ſhooting, that from 
hunting and killing of beaſts, rhey ſet vpon men and 
ſtrangers, yea at laſt grew barbarous toward one another: 
fo that the admirablereport of the Amaſons a principall 
Nation amongſtchem , is now eſteemed a matter of pro- 
babilitie, who remembring their vowesto Diaza , now cu-

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as Othoman, Barka, Allau, Tamberlaime and others , whoſe 
noble exploits made Fame flieabout the world to divulge 
how glorious valourand vertue was in ſome worthy ſpi- 
rits ouer others. Bntamongft many hundreds, none ob- 
rained ſo:much at the hands of hiſtory and report, as 
Barkaand Allau both named Emperors at one time. For 
when many battailes had filled the fieldes with the car- 
kaſles of as many thouſands, the people weary of ſuch 
{laughters, and they themſelues amazed at the crueltie, it 
was concluded betweene them to diuide the Empire, 
hauingindeed a world of ground to ſatisfie ten Emperors: 
but ſome Authors are willing to maintaine, that rhey 
{corned ſuch partition, and ſo in a noble combat deci- 
ded the controuerſie themſelnes, till the Controuler of 
men and kingdomes made Barka triumphant , who in the 
next luſtrum of his gouernment had by the beauritull Tay- 
taraa ſonne for his mothers ſake named the Author of 
Peace, and proclaimed beſides Barka Tartarws : lo that 
when he leauing three ſonnes behindehim, gaue them al- 
{o leaue todiuide the Empire. "The people were proude 


of their new name of Tartarians, and their Princes diſtin- Tartarians 
guiſhed with Tartar Chrim, Tartar Mercat , and Tartar anew name. 


Cham : who many times ſtandeth for all thereſt, & drown- 
eth the murmuring ſound of inferiours with the tull name 
of the great Emperor, and Lord of Lords. For although 
the Tartar Chrim would faine challenge affinitie with the 
-Turke , expeCting if the line of Othoman thould faile the 
greateſt ſhareof the worlds magnificence : yet without 
queſtion it is but a couert preſumption, and the fanaricall 
hopes of ſome impoſturing predi&tion : Otherwile hee

My meaning is notto bring Antiquitie to the barre of 
examination, nor raiſe vp the Founders of Colledges to 
cxamine them of their good intents in erecting ſich ftru- 
ures, as were made ſtupendous to the outward ſhewwe, 
and enfeofted with land to necetlary vſes, bur principally 
to ſet vp learning in a throne of eminent thriuing, and 
bring youth into the fruitful walkes of art,and ſome pro- 
feſled Scrence, whereby elle they did not obtaine the har- 
bour ofeſtimation, and profitable degrees of authoritie 
ina Kingdome, yet might they touch by the way ſome 
promontory of education, and as we ſay,take in the freſh 
water of nurture and moralitie:But plainely and honeſtly 
to penſe!l out vnto you, on the table of my deſcription, 
the prerogatiue of Zxolands excellencic in this kinde,whe- 


ther you are tranſported +.ith the magnificence of out- 


ward building,*{weereneſle of gouernment, multitude 
of Schollers, tuinefle of wealth and reuenue, or exornati- 
on of houſes by plate, or other vtenſelles: I talke not of 


Monaſteries, nor religious houſes ( as I haye fayd elle - 


where } becauſe ſuch ſuperſtitious pallaces are ſupprefled 
with vs, and whenin times paſt they breathed the life of 
| vaine 
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vaine glory, all men know, that will not calumniate-vs 
through ignorance, that no Nationin the world had ſuch 
pontiticall Altar clothes, magnificent ornaments,mafhe 
plate, gorgeous protratures, ſumptuous proceſhons, rich 
copes,coſtly incenſe,rare pitures,wonderfu)l roodes,vn- 
matcheable organes, delicate muſique, with all the varie- 
tie that could be, to pleaſe the 2xecne of heauen, as in 
this little part of great Brittaine. 

Butto our purpole in hand. The French men are ſo ic- 
ious of their honor in this kinde, and the Sorbonifts of 
Paris, ſo cholericke to heare of any oppoſition , that 
though they yeeld vnto ſome Authors who haue enlar- 
ged the fame ofthe many Vniuerlities of Europe - as of 
Frannce :in Paris, Tholouſe, Arles, Peitters, Auion, Valen- 
cinos in Delphine, Orleans, and ſome others : of Sparne, 
Zalamanca,Yaliodolid and Leon : of Italie, Turme, Padna, 
Millane, Pauy,Siena, Bononia, Rome, and Perugia : In Po- 
land, Cracow : In Auſtria Vienna: inthe 1 7.Prouinces Zet- 
den, Louaine, Reimes, and Bruſſels : In Germany at theleaſt 
twentie, which yet I ſpare to name, becauſe Munſter is 
copious in the deſcription of Germany, and I will not be 
fo foolith to ranke them in the Catalogue of compariſon, 
becauſe they be but ſingle Schooles in reſpe of Vniuer- 
{ities. And who knowes not that the Polack, Hungarian,and 
moſt Gentlemen of Germany either reſort ro Padua, or in- 
to Franncez yet muſt all confelle Paris roexceed them all, 
and enioy the roiall charaer ofthe 2ucexe of riches and 
ſchooles, ſo that we need goe no further then to ſearch 
the ſecrets of Paris for the diſcouery of this argument,and 
manifeſt triall, whether I flie with the wings of vaine-glo- 
rie, in the ampliation of our well deſeruing ; To this I 
yeeld willingly, becauſe of my owne knowledge bork '

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Spaine,Italie,and Germany haue neither ſuch ſetled Colled- 
ges for this purpoſe onely, nor arethe Schollers maintai- 
ned in ſuch a manner, as the Monaſteries and religious 
houſes. For either they line freely mm the principail 
Townes and Citries, as enlarging their credit and eſtima- 
tion from the liberall donatiues of their parents or patro- 
nas, and foreſortat their pleaſure to the publick {chooles 
and diſputations, which are in many places ſumptuous e- 
nough, and of good ſufficiencie: or elſe being poore they 
reſort ro ſpeciall Monaſteries,whereby in applying them- 
ſelues to {cruileattendancie, they maintaine an indigent 
lite, reading tke Fryers bookes, and ſtudying as their ca- 
pacitie (hall enable them, ſo that ar laſt making triall of 


_ their ſuffciecy,they expoſe themſelues,& many rimes are 


preferred by ſome religious nouice tothe open auditory 
atthe Schooles, where they diſpute accordingly, and vp- 
on the applaules ot the principall gouernorsare admitted 
to ſome place of reading, or countenanced vnder the 
ſeale ofthe Vniuerlitie, and large letters Patents to pro- 
ceed door of Phylick, Law, and ſome generall Arrte, it 
they haue fiue mark ſterling to pay forthe writing. And in 
this manner doth the Pari/zan icholler line, yea,attaine to 
be a quarrelling Cx//zaz Aduocate, as ſoone as a ſcurru- 
lous lophilter, ſo that of my owne knowledge I can iuitt- 
fie, how ſome iEnglith haue taken the aduanrage of time 
and cuftome, both in Paris, Padua, and Leiden, and ad- 
ventured on the titles of Doctor at 22.yeeres olde,which. 
hath beenethe more glorious, becauſe as I ſayed before, 
they haue had the letters Parents and great ſeale of the V- 
niverlitie, which makes me remember a certaine ſubtiltie 


. of an Engliſh man in thoſe dayes of Fraunce, who being 


put intrult to perte& the Patents of other Gentlemen :

who thought ita glory to be knighted by Hex.the fourth, 
added allo his owne name, neuer hauing the ceremonie 
of the {word, nor fauour of the King,had like to haue paſ- 
ſed for a Knight, had not the diſcouery raiſed blood in 
his face, and made him bluſh for ſhame. 

But ſhall Paris then cary it thus away,wherein there are 
not aboue 8. Colledges both poorely maintained ( bur 
that the ſchollers being ſonnes of principall Gentlemen, 
are liberal in expences) and ſ[uttiſhly compacted roge- * 
ther, without delicacie of building,or pleaſure of walkes, 
or wholeſomnelle of aire, or good order of inftruction,or 
ot ouer looking,or honor of gouernment,or( if you will) 
conueniencie of exerciſe ( bur that they repaireto infinite 
number of Tenniſcourts, which may well reſemble the 
brothels of Naples, chargeable to the purſe, and dange- 
rous tothe bodie ) or any ſweetneſle of contentment, be- 
fitting the commendation of an Academy,education of 
a Scholler,or bringing vp fa Gentleman. I hope not ſo ? 

Forit I might not abuſea place, which ſaieth in the be- 

balfe of Chriſt, :f theſe hold their peace, the ſtones would tai, g. :8. 
cry : Tam fully reſolued, it I ſhould be (ilent,our very col- 

ledge wals would an(ivere for themſelues:and thus much 

for the Generall ; Now to perticulars. 

Iwillnot name the Monks of 8ar7o7 of whom 2295, 
at one time were made Martirs for theit learning and re- 
ligion: nor the Schoolesat Stazford of greater antiquirie 
then any Church of Exrope ; nor the defaced coiledges of 
our Kingdome, nor the ftanding ſtructures of Eaten, 1/133: 
cheſter, Lury,and infinite other ſchooles, both in 704% 
and the Country, opening their lappes of plentic to all, 
that are admitted, and freely inuiting the commers 1 t9 
the banquet ofthe Muſes, yea with that chearetulnelle, 

s Mp. that 
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that the poore are made rich with wiſedomes acates, and 
the rich enobled and further enablzd with the ſauery diet 
of vnderſtanding. The commemoration of which things 
would ſpend both paper, and time, and therefore I will 
haſten to the ſtrongeſt Fortreſles of learning in the 
world, I meane our two Vniuerſtties of Cambridge and 


| _— where Iam ſure to be fo proteRed vnder the tra- 


ueſſes of veritie, that all the batteries and Canon ſhot of 
calumniation ſhall either flie ouer my head, or be deaded 


againſt the impregnable front of the Bulwarke. 


When I come to view the Vniuerſities of Englayd:T am 
of Eraſmus his mind,that England had engroſled the fame 
ofthe world, and gotten the ſtart of all reputation for 
keeping learr*.1g fo cloſe to her ſides, and admitting her 
into ſuch pallaces, as the other princes in the world come 
ſhort of inuention for her lodging and entertainement, 
But what talke I of Eraſ/-mms ? How many Emperours, 
Kings, Princes, and ſtrangers haue bleſſed our Land, for 
this prerogatiue of blefſings,one was A4lbertns Alaſco tree 
Baron of Laſco, Vainod or Palatine of Siradiain Poland ra- 
uiſhed ar the {ight of Cambridge, and when he knew the 
order of her gouernment, admired vs for the fruition of 
{uch proſperitic, taking with himthis abſtra& 

Tharin Cambridge was firſt Peter houſe madea colledge 
by Hugh Balſsme lometime ſubprior of Ely and afterward 
Biſhop. 1256. railing the ſtructure to that eminencie, 
which you now behold it, out of the demolition of two 
Hoſtels, ſtanding 710, and belonging to the brethren of * 
the {ett called De penitentia Jeſu Chriſti. But what talke I 
of antiquitie? It is now a fabricke ofhanſomneſſe, ador- 
ned with a pleaſant backſide, and other commodious pla- 
ccs both for delightand ofhces ; enriched withlands and 

reuenues 
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reuenues, by whoſe annuall ſtipend the maiſter,fellowes, 
and many ſchollers areable to hold vp their head againſt 
the beating of the billowes of want, yea may compare 
with gentlemen of good ſort for maintenance and expen- 
ces, it they had not beſides the ſurpluſage of many Pu- 
pils, and bringing vp of rich mens ſonnes. 

Clare Hall builded and enlarged by worthy benefaors: 


beginning firlt 1 326. and fo named by Elizabeth Lady of 


Clare, (ifter to Gilbert de Clare Earle of Gloceſter, and en- 
feaffed with land and liuing worthy the memorie of her 
Founder, and other well deleruing patrones. 

Penbrooke hall founded by Mary of Valencia daughter to 
Guido Earle of Saint Paulin Frazce. 13 43.and matched tro 
Adorate de Valencia Earle of Pepbrooke, whereby ſhe ouer- 
matched the reſt of the Ladies of her time in obtaining 
licence of Ea. 3. to leaue vpon Recordes, that the buil- 
ding of this Colledge would make her good deedes vnua- 
luable, and memory everlaſting. 

Corpus Chriti had the denomination of the Aldermen 
and brethren of Corpus Chriſti gxild, but the honour of a 
Colledge 1353. From Henry Earle of Derbie and Lanca- 
ſter, the firſt Duke of Lancaſter in the 28.of £4.3.and yet 
eleted their Alderman, giuing them leaue to vie their 
own ſeale, and be himſelfe conformable to their ſtatutes. 

Trinilic hall made a Colledge by Tohn Bateman Biihop 
of Norwich. 1354+ of an Hoſtell purchaſed by 75h 
Cranden, Vrior of Ely, and brought into the Catalogue of 
rich houſes by the augmentation of their Jand and reue- 
nues, | | 

Gunuile and Caius Colledpe had two principall ſuppor- 
ters, the firft £dmend Gunnile parſon of Terington in Nor- 
folke, who namdeit fo by ſtature. 13 54. and left Willian; 
: 5 & 4 Bateman 
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Batents: Biihop of Norwich a competent ſum of money 
ro finiſh the ſame : afterward 7ohz Cains Dottor in Phy- 
ſicke, and fellow of the ſame houſe I 55 7. enlarged both 
the buildings, and the reuenues, and made it ſtand in the 
ranke of princely pallaces. | 

Kinos Colledge began his roiall denomination. 1441. 
from en. 6.andalthough Edw. 4. contratted an angry 
brow againſt the ſame in diſpleaſure of his competitor, 
yet did Hen. 7. and Hepry 8. looke fo chearefully vpon 
it, that they made the Chappell one of the wonders of 
the world, & left itin poſlethon of extraordinary wealth 
and immunities. E. 

ucenes colledge was begun 1 446.by Margaret wife to 
king 77ca. 6.and enfeoffted with an hundred pound land 
in thoſe daies : afterward 42ndrew Ducket Parſon of Saing 
Brutiolphs in Cambridge, and principall of Barnard Hoſlell, 
gaue the ſame to the Colledge, purchaſing diuers Tene- 
ments to enlarge it, and beſides his owne land procured 
certaine gifts of the Duke of Clarence, of Cecily Dutches 
of Yorke,of Rich:duke of Glocefter,of Anne his dutches, 
of £4. Earle of Saliſbury, Maude Counteſle of Oxford, 
Marmaduke Lumnce Biſhop of Lincolne, and diuers 0- 
hers: but afterward Elizabeth wite to Ed. 4. finilhed ir, 
and made the worke more memorable by her denomina- 
tion. 

Kaiherine Hall held vpa handſome countenance, 14.51. 
by the ſupportation of Robert Woodlarke DoRor, Chan- 
celor ofthe Vniuerſitie, and Prouoſt of Kings colledge, 
who purchaſed lands by the Kings permiſhon to (et her 
the more vpright., 

Jeſus colledge boaſteth of the beneuolence of 10hx 41- 
colk Bilhop of Ely, who conuerted the Monaſtery of S. 


Radigond 
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Radigond the Abbeſle lining a diflolute life into a Col- 
ledge of Chaplaines and Schollers 1496.the rents of this 
 colledge haue becne much augmented by S* Robert Read: 
D* Flſtoz, D* Reiſton, and Door Fuller. 

Chriſts colledge looketh with that handſomneſſe,as co- 
uering with a new the olde face ofa great Hoſtell, called 
Gods houſe, by the meanes of M*. B:n2ham, Parſon of S. 
Sakery in Londen : atterwardes Marget Counteſle of Der- 
by and Richmond, and mother to /7ez. 7. augmented the 
lands, beautifed the buildings , and encreaſed the Stu- 
dents. | 

$.lohnswasan auncient hoſtell of Canons 113 4.crefted 
by Xzgellus the ſecond Bilhop ofEly,treaſurer to Her.1. 
but hath had ſo good benefactors {ince, that 1 51 x. be- 
cauſe the brethren were of S. 1o0hns, it was falltoned as 
you ſee it, andable to lodge 599. Schollers with conue- 
niencie, it is handſome, rich, and ot good eſtimation. 

Magdalen colledge of an old Hall inhabited by diuers 
monkes was made honorable by the meanes of £4. Duke 
of Buckingham, and afterward reedified, enlarged, and 
beautitied by Themas Audley Chancelor of England, and 
Chriſtopher Þ& ray, Lord chiete Iuftice. 

Trimtie colledge was ſo charattered by Henry the 8.by 
reaſon of three ſcuerall diſtin& hoſtels ioyned in one,that 
is to ſay, the Kings hall, for £4. the 3-133 7. builta houſe 
there, Michacll houſe, and Phylicke hotell. It is nowe 
the goodlieſt quadrant in the world, and lodgeth ar leaſt 
$20. Schollers. For Queene Aary her ſelfe gaue almolt 
foure hundreth pound land vnto it, and was carefull of

Merton colledge writeth the name of Walter Merton a 
Canon of Paules in her Recordes, as the firſt raiſer of 
her wals, much about the ſame time. 

Exceſter colledge 1256. was erected by Walter Staple- 
con Bifhop of Exceſter, in the vnfortunate raigne of E4. 
the 2. yer had the fortune of ſo good a benefactor : and 
another of later time, I meane Sir William Peter. 1 56G. 

Oriall colledge had the loue of Adam Browne Almo- 
nertoEd.2.1323.and all the meanes he could make to 
enrich it. 

:2neenes colledge was fo called, by reaſon that Robert 
Enpleſfeild builded it on his owne ground , being Chap- 
laineto Phillip wite to Ed. 3. 1349. | 
| New colledge had the beneuolence of Will;zam Wickans 


| Biſhop of Wincheſter 1379. and flourithed with faire 


lands, and a handſome ouwide,  » Lancolne 
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Lincolne colledge boaſteth of the charitic of Richard 
Heming Bilhop of Lincolne 1 440. in the time of exry 
the 5.-and Thomas Rotheram. 1479. 


All-ſoules was the worthy monument of Henry Arch- 


; biſhop of Canterbury 1437. to which Henry 6. gaue 


foure priorics allians, 4/verbury in Shropſhire : Rumney 
in Kent, Zanguoeth in South Wales, and Wedon Pinckny 
in Northamptonſhire. 

Saint Johns colledge was ſo named by S*® Tho: Whiehr, 
but in times paſt called Berxard colledge, and ſuppretled 
by Henry the 8. 

Diuinitie (ſchooles, one of the handſomneſt peeces of 
worke in Europe, had the glory from the coſt and char- 
ges of Hamphry Duke of Gloceſter 1447. in the time of 
Henry 6. and is now fo beautifull a workemanſhip, that 
all men ſpeake well of the Founder, and magnitie the 
{ince benetacors. 

I muſt not leaue out Sir Thomas Boaleies library, both 
for his eternall memories ſakes, and the renowne of the 
worke it ſelfe, which for the building, vie, and number 
of bookes,looketh with ſcorne art any other place at this 
honour in the vniuerle, ifit preſume to make any com- 
pariſon. | ; 

Magdalen colledge was founded by William Wainflet 
Bilhop,of Wincheſter. 1 459. Hen.6. 

Braſen-noſe colledge in the time of Henry the 7.had her 
principall patronage from William Smith, Biſhop of Lin- 
colne, howe euer our owne Papiſtes at this houre will 
maintaine the fabulous ſpeaking of a head of Brafle, by 
the cunning of fryer Bacon. &c. 

Corpus Chriſti receiued her glory from the bountie of 
Rich: Top, Bilhop of Wincheſter 1516, a great Councel- 
lor to Henry the 7, AA2 Chriſt's 
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Chriſts Church began like the Tower of Bable, with 
ſuch ſtupendous magnificence, vnder the pride of Car- 
dinall yolſey, who reſolued ro make it a worke of won- 
der, that the controwler of mens ations determined to 


make it a worke of confuſion, and ſo when the Cardinall 


fell, the wals fell roo, had not Henry the 8. looked graci- 
ouſly vpon it to ſer it vp to ſome purpoſe. 

Canterbury colledge, was fo named of Simon 1ſiip Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury 1315. but ſuppreſſed by Hepry 8. 
and vnited to Chriſ?s Church. 

Trinitze colledge made Sir Thomas Pope, in the time of ' 
Queene Mary, more renowned after death, then in his 


life time, It boafteth of greater antiquitie,as being called 


Durham colledge in the time of E/. 3. 

T herearealſo certaine inferior Hals in Oxford : name- 
ly, Brodegate hall, Hart hall, Magdalen hall, Alborn hall, 
Saint Mary hall, Whizht hall, New Inne, and Edmond 
hall. | 

T hele Vniuerſities, beitdes the multitude of Schol- 
ters, as1n Cambridze 3000. In Oxferd 2450. haue ſuch 
order of gouernment, ſuch honor trom their Chancelor, 


and vice-chancelor ; ſuch decencie in their attire, ſuch 


- diſcipline vnder their Pro&ers : ſuch ſtate and maieſtie 


in their Commenſements : ſuch plentie of fare : ſuch cup- 
bords of plate : ſuch exornation of houſes : ſuch well- 
comming of friends: ſuch entertainement ot ſtrangers : 
ſuch varietie of pleaſure : ſuch freedome of walkes : {ſuch 
comelineſle of buildinges : and all the blefinges, which 
make a Nation boaſt of proſperitie, that I proteſt Paris 
is as farre ſhort of any ot them both, as a Gentlemans 
houſe ro Windlore caſtle. But whereas ſome itching 
cares haue harkned to the report of ſo many one"*Y 

11G, 
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rich, near, fine, handſome, quick-witted, well ſpoken,and 
all attending onthe Pallace at Paris, I muſt fend them 
both to our Innes of Court, and Doors commons(for 
all be but Lawyers) and if they looke on vs promiſcue, 
I hope, they (hall finde as many, as proud, as potent,as 
rich, as cunning, as eloquent, as delicate,as ſumpruons, 
yea farre exceeding them : for whereas before the Iud- 
ges and Seriants were wont to ride ſoberly on Mules or 
aſſes, thatthe Petitioner might declare his mind, as they 
went, many of them nowe will not ſteppe to IVe/tmin/ter 
without a Caroſh,and that muſt haue foure horſes,coach, 
or extraordinary pompe. Beſides, if they come to vs in 
particular, we hane as learned, as graue, as judicious, as 
reuerent, as honeſt, and farre more mightie and religious 
Iudges, then themſclues,' yea our Iudicatures beare vp a 
head of ſuch maieſtie, and ſtare, that a true canſe is the 
more corroborated, and a ſhuftling bulineſſe quite ex- 
animated, ſo thatall men commend the order and mag- 
nificence, and the parties themſelues goe away,thegocd 
triumphing tor ſuch etenne: of Juſtice, the bad amalſcd, 
that brivery will rake no place. 

What {hould Iname our Carthedralles, of which wee 
haue thirtie in a (mall dimenſion of roome, not the 
fourth part of Fraunce, and yet ſuch ftruEures, as [ 
could cnlarge their commendation beyond the patience 
of other Nations, whoſe Churches are neither fo aun- 
cient, ſo ſpatious, ſo lightſome, ſo ſtately, nor haue any 
thing worthy the compariſon, as eyther built of bricke, 
or whight ſtone,with ſome childiſh inlayed worke,or idle 
painting, or poore monuments, or weake and ſoone de- 
cated out-ſides, looking fo pittifully with weather beaten 
faces, that a man would wonder, how they could be {o 
| | S273 ſoone 
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ſoonecither defaced or demoliſhed, whereas ours are ei- 
ther hard ſtone, coſtly marble, magnificent pillars, deli- 
cate Pilaſtros , wonderfull windowes, curious glafing, 
marueilous protratures, and ſuch monuments & tombes, 
that no Nation comes neere vs, for coſt, brauery, inuen- 
tio", imageries, ſtatues, or exornation, and this GO D 
knowes is no lauiſhnelſle of ſpeech : For they that vnder- 
ſtand Frawnce, muſt commend the Church at Amiens, Ro- 
ar, Paris, Lions,or none atall: as for Spaine,ltaly,Germa- 
»y, and other Countries, they are for the moſt part of 
bricke or ſoft one, which in one hundreth yeere are ſo. 
beaten with winde and raine, that they quickly ſhew vs 
the ſtripes of deformitie : onely I mult needes ſay thus 
much, that in Conſtantinople the Sophia Almorata Soliman- 
#4,and one or two others are magnificent ſtructures by 
the name of XMo/ques : and in Italy ſome ſpeciall Chur- 
ches delicate buildings, as the Doma at Florence : Saint 


. Markes at Penice for a moſaique worke in the in{ide, and 


their priuate chappels within their Churches for priuate 
maſles, adorned with pi&ures,altars, and hiſtories hewed 
out of tree ſtone, with ſuch like pretie deuiſes, as you may 
read in my firſt booke, bur farre from our maieſtie, and 
ſpacious buildings, holding vp their heads of magnifi- 
cence in deſpight (if a man might ſay ſo ) of winde and 
weather : as for our other churches, where can you goe 
but you ſhall inde them ſo handſome, well {er out, of 
grear capacitie , and extraordinary maintenance, that [I 
proteſt we are without compariſon. And forthe true vie 
of Religion, let malice it ſelfe come in the habit ot an 
Englith Papiſt, who are more violent than firangers, and 
anſwere me directly, are there ſuch Congregations te 
ſanRike the Sabboth? Are there ſuch concourles of = 
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ple? Arethere ſuch ſincere, and orderly meetings 2? Are 


there ſuch bleſſed duties of tamelies.are there ſuch honeſt 

exerciſes of walking, and in ſuch multitudes? Are there 

ſuch priuate prayers, and zealous deuotion in mechani- 

call houſes ? Are there ſuch reſtraints of drunkennes,and 
fornication? Are there ſuch cryinges out againſt Vlurie, 
and abuſes in any place in the world ? Nay come to that 
they boalt of elſe where, good deedes and meritorious 
actions? Almes, and faſting ? With ſuch like ſhadowes of 
holineſle ? I ſpeake it from my ſoule, {ince the beginning 

of Queene Elzzabeth, we haue had more Churches built, 
and repaired, more colledges founded, and maintained, 
more hoſpitalles and almes houſes eftabliſhed , more 
poore relicued, more tombes and monuments erected, 
more money diſburſed to pious vſes, then either France, 
Spaine, Italy, or Germany can {hew me in 290. yeere be- 
fore, ner letthe fantaſticall or peremptory Papiſt carrie it 
away with ſcurrulous inuetion:for there 1s but one truth, 
C magna eſt weritas oo prenualebit. 
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—EINSSDS but veritie, probabilitie, and modeſt 

diſcourſes, whereas other Nations talke of lies, impoſh- 

bilities, and abuſiue miracles. _ 
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The China(es boaſtof antiquitie, ſome thouſand yeeres 
before A4dam, calling their Emperor Filins cel, the ſon, 
of Hcauen, and of-ſpring of the gods. The Tartarians 


" will haue the dead ſpeake out of trees (for they entombs 


the bodies of their triendes on the boughes of trees) and 
ſo belecue, that great Chamis the Lord and Emperor of 
the whole world, ſo that about the very title the Chine/ſ- 
ſesand he bring many times 500000. men into the field, 
[The Indians and Calecutians will tell vs more lies of the 
Deuill, then he will tell of himſelfe, and yer you knowe 
he was a lyer from the beginning. The other idolaters 
moſt ſhamefully maintaine, that a Statua with a Priapus 
muſt of neceſfitie rauith rheir Virgines, or elſe they can- 
not be ſaued. The Perſians in many places confelſs, chat 
the bones of Scanderbegg haue raiſd men from the dead 
by rouching them. The Turkes tell ſtrange thinges of 
Ottaman, but of Mahometr, they will ſweare,that his rombe 
was carried myraculouſly to the toppe of Mechas tem- 
ple, and is there guarded at this houre with an Hoſt of 


Angels. The £thiopians defend their conuerſion by mi- 


racle, and adore Saint Thomas as a brother of Chriſt, and 
kinſman of the Virgine Mary. The Grecians will rell 
you ſuch tales of Demetrins, Saint Nicholay, and our S. 
George, for defending our Lady from a Dragon, from 
theallution of that great battaile in heauen berweene 3/7- 
 chael and the Depill, that I proteſt I haue laught out- 
right to ſce the peremptorineſle and ftrangeneſle of their 
aſſeucrations. I he Germanes talke much of the peregri- 
nations of the three Kings, and that they came to Colle 
from Ieruſalem, and there told them firſt of the crueltie 
of Herod, and the birth of Chriſt : ſome will haue them 
buryed there, others deny that, becauſe the Scripture

layth, 
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ſayth, they returned to their Countrie, The Muſcoure 
will tell you wonders of $* Nicholas about killing their 
Beares, and hunting their blacke Foxes, which manie 
times are taken with pronouncing the name of 7eſ#, and 
the Virgine Mary. In Italy ſo many Prouinces, ſo many 
deuiſes, with ſuch horrible lies, that in Romer ſelfe you 
{hall haue the Bookes of many citties and Countries, with 
all their lying Miracles , as generally the tale of Saturz 
eating his chjldren,and being driuen into hell, the Fable 
of the Syrens and Mermaides, the two faces of Janus, 
and a!l the ſtories oKCacss, Heſpherus , and Poliphemns, 

_ andof late dayes the wonderfull myſterie of Petey, but 
not a word of Paule, who in deed loft his head vndcr 
Nero. The Country of Spaine dotes vpon the Fables of 
Hercules, and the wonders of Abila & Calpe called his 
pillars, with infinite relations of antiquitie, bur are paſt 
compariſon, {ince Saint James conuerted them, whole ve- 
ry ſtaffe raiſed vp corne in their barren landes.In France 
they make a great ſturre of one Brews, an Engliſhman, 
the ſonne of Mulmutins Dunwallo, who caried the Galles to 
ſacke Rome, and rob the Temple of Apollo, where they 
fought againft Deuils: there they haue ftrange tales of 
three toades, and a Statua of three heades, who prophe- 
cyed of their glory and Empire, with many ofthis kinde. 
Of all which things our Countrey is new clecred , and 
fince the light ofthe Goſpell diſcouered the vnſwept cor- 
ners of Pop:ry, we generally diſclaime either fiftion or 
deuiſc, and will not ſo much as yceld vnto our owne 
commendation, augmented trom the varietie of inuen- 
tion, and incredible miracles, as for the objection of our 
Churches names, the feaftes of S. George ; and other de- 
uiſes, ſauering as great impoſhbilitie as theirs : I _— 
oneſlily 
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honeitly, that itis no otherwiſe with vs, then with the 
Apofties, who named the ſteere of Mars, and chriſtned 
the Chriſtian Apollo, meerely for diftintion lake, and it 
any error be belide, the honeft Proteſtant doth not be- 
leexe it, nor in any ſort maintaine any feaſt or holliday, 
as a matter of ſaluarion, but ciuill ſolemnirie, and graci- 
ous comclitzeile 7 illuſtrate the maicſtie of our court and 
pouernment, and thus much for the generall ; Except you 
will haue here brought in that wonderfull Booke of the 
Legend of Saints, in which there be as many lies, as 
lines, and ſo efteemed amongſt the Papiſtes, that nothing 
is {o well reputed of or regarded : nay, ouer Europe, no 
other bocke muſt be read or embraced with all faith, loue 
and fidelitie, ſo that in all languages, this is well entertai- 
ned, whenthe Scriptures are denied, andall other goed 
bookes reputed hereticall and damnable. Bur I will not 
meddle with it, except I ſhould wholy write it out, and 
ſo make a huge volume to tell yau nothing, but whar 
you know alreadie, and I hope will beleeueto bee either 
ridiculous lies, or damnable fictions, farre from truth, 
or polſibilirie, let them name'thera miracles, or what 
they liſt. Bur now to ſome particulars. 

When Yaſques publicke Reader amongſt the Teſuitcy 
in the cittie of Rome, treated of I raaſubſtantion , hee 
alfured the hearers, thas as the deuour receiuer imagined 
him to be there, ſo he was, whether litting, tanding, or 
hanging vpon the croſle, which chimericall canceit paſſed 
for good dodtrine. 

A Dominican Fryer , called Caraphaat Naples, with 
blaſphemous impudencie called Pasle 5. Yice-deus, and 
the Cardinals of the Burgheſian famelie haue engraued 
on their cuppes , «Xternitati Burgheſiane dicatum, which 

| | | TH ___ reſembleth 
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reſembleth Conſfantins his pumey, and other monſtrons 
aberrations from the truth. | 

After the Popes of Rome had termed the liues of Saints 
the golden Legend, yet ſome of their modeſt writers haue 
pared our of their breujaries and porteſſes diuers of their 
impoſhible hiſtories, eſpecially of doating Metaphraſtes, 
fabulous Lippomas, voraginous 1acobus, ſuperſtitious 41- 
thony, confuſe Yicentius, with ſome of that ſort. 

In the life of Catherina de Sienna, you ſhall finde, that 
Chrift Ieſas and ſhee by an admirable kinde of commu- 
tation, did enterchange their heartes, ſo that Chriſt had 
the heart of Catherina, and Catherina the heart of Chriſt. 

In Baronizs you (hall find a phantafticall relation, hew 
the Virgin Mary viſited 1ubert in his ſicknes, and gaue 
him her breſts to ſucke, whereupon in Rhemes they keepe 
the dreppes, that eſcaped,in a (iluer image ofthe Virgine 
to this houre. 

How was Srxtus quintus,the Spanilh King, andall the 
Clergie deluded with the holy maide of Zzſbexe, abour 
their inuincible Armado 88. in ſo much that Lewes Gra- 
patenſis her ghoftly father commaunded her adoration,as 


_ of a Canonized faint. 


Robert Chambers afrmeth, that certaine Deuils going 
out of one Bris, cryed thus, liue our Ladie of Sichem, 
and Tilman Breden bachins relateth, how the Deuilles at a 
certaine place called Dempn vpon the command of great 
Beelzebub, went to honour the funeralles of Martine Lt- 
ther : and 1s there any ſuch ridiculous fooleries, and 
blaſphemous fopperies amongſt vs? 

When Magdalane de la crux was exorciſed at Cordyba, 
ſhee ſometimes ſpake like the Deuill , ſometimes like 
Chriſt, yea in the perſon of Chriſt ſhe conſecrated an hoſt, 
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which many ſolemnly adored. | 
W hen Dzbaale exorciſed Sara Willraws, the Deuill be- 
ing demaundcd, what he fayed to the bleſſed ſacrament 
ot the Altar, oh ſayth beit 1s the very bodie of Chriſte, 
cut it, and thou ſhalt ſce ir bleed, wherein hee lyed, for 
an Inquiſitor fryer at Barcelona was to puta certaine con- 
ſecrated hoſt intoa Pix, and finding it too great, with a 
paire of Sizers he pared it, and fitted it for the ſame, but 
it did not bleed. 
After the Angelicall Doftor _Hquznas had written his 
treatiſes of tranſubſtantiation, a certaine woodden cruci- 
fixe ſpake thus vnto him : Thou haſt written well of mee 


Thomas, what reward doeſt thou delire :to which hee re- 
_ plyed, none other butthy lelte. 


In Rome they maintaine, thac Saint Peters bodie is in 
many places, and thatthere was a Dragon ſo enuious at 
the conuerſion of Conſtantive to. Chriitianitie , that hee 
deſtroyed 300. men with his venemous breath, which 
prodigious beaft had yet by Sylweſter ( hauing two prieſts 
accompanying him)his chaps tied vp with aſmall threed, 
and ſo was ſtarued, and deſtroyed. | / 

When fryer Frazcis drunke vpa Spider in.the Challice, 
he after maſle rubbcd his {hinbone, and it came out of 
the ſame : afterward he made alarge ſermon ar Ewuzudy- 
,,t9 a deuout wolte, with many other abſurdities. 

Baronizs afhrmeth, th:1t in Rome thoſe pictures bee a- 
dored, that bowed and did reucrence to the dead bodic 
of Pope Formoſus, when it was brought into S. Peter: 
Church. 

T here isa tale fathered vppon Chry/o/tame, who rela- 
ecth, vponthe heare-ſay of another, that a multitude of 
Angels with {hining garments compalled the table round 


about, 
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about, and bowed their heads and did reverence to the 
Sacrament, and yet the Papiltes had thele infinite rela- 
tions : T hat a fellow tooke the cake from the tabernacle 
of the Engliſh monkes of Loraine : That the Ape of a 


rince in Scotland caught the Sacrament out of the - 


Leak of a prieſt, and did ear it: I har it hath fallen tothe 
ground in Germany, Fraunce, Spaine, and England:and 
in the engliſh. Churchat Rome, That Gregoree 7. calt it 
into the hre, That maiſter Walter Mir/hþ ftroocke ic in 
Rome: That when 4/phonſus King of Arragen carried it 
about him for his defence, it grew tull of wormes : Thar 
a Iery comming to behold the Chriſtians taſhions, obſcr- 
ned an [nfant to be diuided in Bails hands, which was 
farre from Chriſt naild on the Crofle : I hat a certaine fel- 
low ſtealing away the Pix, and putting it in his breeches, 
had them all be bloudied therewith : T hat a certaine wo- 
man threw the Sacrament to the Swine, who adored 
the ſame, with infinite ofthe like. Now I aske, if theſe 
things be ſo, What became of Chry/oſtomes angels that 
continually guarded, awd what infi1ite millions ofangels 
muſt we haue on earth , conlidering the millions of Al- 
tars in Popery? Burt is there any of theſe monſtrous Fa- 
bles, and lying myracles amongſt vs? _ 

In Romeall the yeere the images are vncouered in their 
faces, butin Lent they heue vailes, and after Paſſion ſun- 
day blacke,eſpecially the crucifixes,to which they weepe 
on good Friday, and kifle with a bominable ſuperſtition. 

Garnets ſtraw ſet vp for a wonder at Monms, and cele- 
brated amonegſtthe Ieſwtes. | 

How doe they apparel] our Lady ouer Europe, and in 
S. Anthonies Church at Burdeaux,our Sauiour is pictured 
aſcending ingo heauen, vp the backe of an Egle, which 
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condemneth his owne power, and omnipotencie. &c. 

 Twoimages of Chrift haning violence offred them by 
the Iewes did miraculouſly bleed, and the hoſt being 
vomired was burnt at Auſerein France, and in the col- 
ledge atRome. 1526. : 

T he deuils can diſſemble about the ſigne of the croſle, 
for they held Saint Edmmwnds handes, that he could not 
make it: and yet Regulus his Aſle made the figne of the 
Croſle with his foote againſt the Deuill. 

Although the Church of Rome doth beleeue & main- 
taine, that our Lady was corporally aſſumpred into hea- 
uen, yet doe they 1uno and Pallas like furniſh her with 
many woodden noſes vpen earth, and that in ſo terrible 
a manner, that many men haue loft their tongues, and 
noſes, for playing with her Statua, witnelle 7ohrn Swic- 
&ins who had his noſe whift of, and Riſelman his tongue 
pulled out for defacing our Ladies protrature. 

\V hen two ſoldiers were ftrangely puniſhed for caſting 
a ſtoneatan Imape, and ſtriking off Chriftes arme ; the 
|  bloud ifſued our, and the Virgines piRture puld ir ſelfe 
in peeces, renting her ſtonie garments, for the horror of 
_ the fac. 

The monſtrous buggery, filthines of lite, maintaining 
of Curtezans; baſtarding of children, wickedneſle of 
Cardinalles , murthering of Princes, tales of Cloifter 
nunnes la{ciuiouſnefle, of men and women liuing a- 
monegſt Fryers like men, and amongſt nunnes like wo- 
men, the tearetuineſle of confefhon , when the faireſt - 
Ladies are ſo long alone with the Ieſuites, and young 
prieſtes, andthe cruell pride of papiſticall clergie-men, 
are ſo well knowne vnto vs, that I could recite 500. ſe- 
_ verall ſtories of their filthineſle my kg other coun- 
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tries and in England. And is it ſo with vs, or doe we not 
abhorre and hate both their lying myracles, and abomi- 
nable lines? 

There 1$a viſion of Leo, who faw all thoſe that woulde 
baue aſcended vp to heauen, by the red ladder, whereon 
fat Chriſt,co fall downe,{ome at the third ſtep, ſome at the 
tourth,&c. But they who aſcended by the whight ladder, 
on the top of which ſat our Ladie, toenter heauen with- 
outany dithcukie. - 

Saint Antheny reſorting tothe wildernes,had a certaine 
Satire comming to him, who after ſome two or three 
times of communication, told him of a generation of ſa- 
tires, which hoped tor faluation,and delired his prayers. 

Atidins Bilhop of Biſontium was carried vpon the deuils 
backe on holy Thurſday, in the forme of an Ethiopian to 
Rome, hauing with him one of the Popes ilippers, which 
the Deuill brought him, when he had tempted the Pope 
to commit fornication : ſo hee perlwaded him to repen- 
tance, and ſaid maſſe in his ſtead, returning to Biſontiam 
by Eaſter-eue. 

Sexerinus reiateth, how a yoong maide praying for her 
calfe, which was dead, and the Butcher readie to flea ir, 
vnto the Polonian Saint Hiacimhus, vpon her r-turne had 
it reuiued vnto her. 

Coſteras is not aſhamed to afhrme, that a girle of hue 
- yeere olde was poflefled witha Deuill, becauſe {hee eate 
milke contrary to her fathers commaund, who when hee 
was caſt out at Saint Peters in Rome, cryed out, that thee 
{hould ſuffer no other purgatorie inthe next life. 

The ſame Cofer relates, how a Deuill was content to 
ceaſe from tempting an Hermit, it he would promiſe ne- 
yer to bow hjg.knee tothe Virgine Mary, 
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When the Sacrament was loſt in a medow,it was found 
by alight from heauen, anda many beaftes and horſes 
kneeling on both knees before it, ſauing a blacke Horſe, 
which was a theefes, who onely kneeled on one knee. 

T he virgine AMarics Statua fearing the Tartars,cryed pit- 
rifully to S.Hiacinth to carry it ouer Bgriſtines to Cracouta, 
which he did. ; 

Wha did S. Dunſtane findein raking in the aſhes of $. 
Editha, and afterward he held the Deuill by the noſe with 
a paire of tongs, and made him cry, and S. Domnicke 
made the Deuill like an Ape hold him a Candle, vnrill he 
burner his fingers. But S. Marty putting his tinger into the 
mouth of a polleſſed parſon, fo tormented the Deuill, 
that he was ſayd to flie out athis fundament,with a thou- 
fand athers of this ſort. And is thereany ſuch fooleries, 
fopperies, lies, and blaſphemies amongſt vs? the God of 
all knowledge knowes theres not. 
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coleurs, ſo that I muſt necdes be icalious of my ſelte, for 
entring ſo ſlenderly armed into the liſt of ſo great a con- 
tention, and againft ſuch aduerſaries (I meane the trauel- 
lers and well affeed of our owne Nation ) who will ci- 
ther our of curteſie ſmile at my folly, or prowder experi- 
ence deride my ignorance, or peremptory wiltulnes ſcorn 
my ouer-weakned skill, but I will anticipate all cenſort- 
ous exceptions, with a plaine confeſſion of 
Scribimus indocti, dottiq; poemata paſſim 

. Yet becauſe I haue played the cruant alreadie,[ will ſure- 
iy imitate the cunning and ftubborne ſchoole-boy, who 


conieuring an impoſhibillitie ro auoyd the puniſhment 


| forhis offence, gauea longer content to his pleaſure,and 
tarryed out the laft houre, with ſuppolition,that all could 
end but with one whipping : ſo con(idering I haue racked 


your patiences thus farre, I will queſtionles determine my 


firft purpoſe after my owne faſhion, and vndergoe your 
pitrie, or vilipending for altogether. 

Know then,that our Baths how ener they are fabulouſ- 
ly fatherd vpon the art of Bladuda king of Brittaine, re- 
raine a greater handſomneſle, are more conuenient, are 
better graced with a rich cittie,and plentifull market,then 
any thatT know or read ofin Europe,but concerning the 
artificiall preparing of the place,I diſclaime my credulity, 
becauſe the Heathen king grew vaine-glorious, but im- 
poſtured by the Deuill, who made him preſumero flic in 
the aire, could not keepe his necke from breaking. T hus 
arethe people about Padoa decciued in their opinion of 
Peter Azenon, as 2 great Mathematicean, who onely had 
the fortune te diſcouer a hill within five mile of the Vni- 
1: '{1tie, whoſe ſpringes ariſing from ſome ſulphurie mine 
of Brimftane, or ſuch like minerall, doe indeed in their 
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gutters ſmoake with heate, andturne certaine milles in 
their cadence with ſuch water, as may well roft an egge: 
the cefternes are howſed, and receiue the water of the 
outters in great plentie, ſo that they know when to clenſe 
chem, and when to admitte ofa ſupply : not farre of is 2

water, but to ſee the ſuperſtitious dedication of Criples, 
and the infinite preſents lurking in the ſame,as crowches, 
woodden legpes, chappinos, chaires, pillowes, plaſters, 
boxes of oyntment, and many formall inftruments be- 
longing to diſeaſed perſons, would make a ftrangerto 


' ſmile, and an honeſt proteſtant to bleſle God, that we are 


not ſo infatuated in England. ' For the Prieſtes will tell 
you, that moſt of theſe thinges belongedto ſuch cripples, 


and diſeaſed perſons, who after prayers and preſents to 


our Ladie, went to bath themſelues, and were recured. 


Our high wayes boaſt of the worthy wiſedome ofone 


of our Princes ( as I take it Mnlmntins Dunwallo ) who 
made ſuch lawes, eſpecially for the ſecuritie of trauell, 
and repairing the decayed places ofour paſlages, that to 
this houre the pleaſantnes of the ſame is beholding to 
the firſt founder, and inuenter, who limited the breadth, 
the length, the boundes, the foundation, the firmeneſle, 
the hedging, the cariages, the amercements, the ſupplies, 
and all thinges elſe belonging to the exornation of the 
ſame, from whoſe good cxample the ſhires and rownes 
haue alſo made the by-wayes both ſecure and firme vn- 
der ground, ſo thata ſtranger may trauell as ſafe, and vn- 
deceiued, as any Engliſh-man , which knowes no more 
then himſelfe. 

Our Innes ( called in other Countries Hoſteries ) p_ 
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fach plenary fatisfa&ion, and open the embracinges of 


extraordinary well-come and entertainement, that our ' 


wearyed bodies are tolded in the armes of quietnes and 
reſt, our troubled ſpirits ſetled in repoſednes & content, 
our teare and iealoulie of deceit, ill vſage, and extraordi- 
nary expences quickly remooued. For the ftranger and 
the nationall hath one Law, our trouble to finde out our 
way, with 2 ciuill queftion ealily appeaſed,and all we can 
delire moſt honeſtly and handſomely finiſhed. 

In our hoſpitalitie we goe beyond all other Nations 
and many worthy mens houſes exceede euen ſcattered 
villages for ſpatiouſneſle,buildings,and private company. 
For we haue many Gentlemen haue a hundred perſonnes 
in their Families. Our diet is aboundanr, and the beſt of 
the cattell. For the bleſſings of increaſe bids you well- 
cometo ihe fatte of the earth. Abrahams cake, Abrahams 
calie, Eſans veniſon, Labarns good cheare : the louing Fa- 
thers fat Kid, and all of that ſort. Our ſeruants whether 
men or women are handſome, and honeſt in compariſon 
of ather Countries, yet Fraunce( I muſtneedes ſay )dare 
truſt you with their women as well as the low countries. 
Our ciuillitie and atcendance extraordinary : For they 
keepe bare tothe Gent: who is not to be dallied with by 
inferior groemes, nor any man to be abuſed, if hee ſtand 
on the true legs gf obſeruation, and good behauiour. 


Our lawes are ſeuere toward capirall crimes, and for 


other miſchiefes, ride where you will, you ſhall haue a 
Iuſtice within two or three mile, if the Conſtable of the 
place be not pregnant enough, and of ſufficiencie to vn- 
derſtand himſelte, and if offences bedurtie vs, we are not 
yet ſo impudent as to monnt on a ſtageto be ſcene,nor ſo 
lpnorant, but wecan hide our ſelues, till wee bee cleaner, 
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or make a compoſition with mercy and pacification,ifthe 
bulines be not darkned with too much loathſomnes, yea 
euery thing amongſt vs with a faſhionable decencie, 0- 


ucrſwayeth nicer exceptions. 


Our rivers are the wonders of time for an Iland : For 
we haue three in England: I rent,Seterne,and Thamelis, 
thatextend 200. mile in length, yeelding ſuch plentie of 
fiſh, and running with ſuch pleaſure by delicate Townes 
and houſes, and ſwelling with ſuch tulnes from (weet- 
ned ſprings(not from the ſnow of mountaines,nor mud - 
dy raptures of boggie hilles, as in Italic ir ſelfe, eſpeci- 
ally Switzerland, Sauoy, and moſt partes of Germanie 
neighbouring the Alpes ) that I proteſt I haue wondered 
at their vſe and fertillitie, their boates and commodities, 
their paſſages, and ferries,their ſecuritieand handſomnes, 
yeaall things promiſing goodnes to men, and ſurpaſſing 
the proudeſt channels of other Countries, though ſome 


of them are 890. mile in length: yet I muſt ncedes ſay, 


that if the Shannon of Ireland were navigable, it had a 
larger extent, and dimenſion of ground, than any of Eng- 


land. | 
Our priuiledges at ſea, and fiſhing by the coaſtes, our 


portes and harbours are extraordinary, whereof Ireland 
may boaſt indeed. Forit hath more good channels & har- 
bours,then all Europe beſides, ſo that if the riuers held 
proportion, & were freed from crofle rocks & bars that 
one Iland in one 190. you (if worldly computation did 
not ſauer of too much preſumption) might be made one 


of the wonders ofthe world, it the people would admit 
_ of good order, Religion, and conformitie. . 

Thus I hope you will firſt you me for vaine-glory, 

peake for my Countrey, of 

which 


or affeRation, conlidering I 
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whichthe Spanyard himſelfe cannot bur ſay, bon terra, 
mala gente:then accuſe me for preſumption or ignorance, 


becauſe wiledome is not bought in the marker, nor can 


euery man bea free denizon of lernings kingdome *: and 
laftly yeeld ro the truth, which will preuaile-in deſpight 
of all malignant circum(tances,conlidering I haue in ſome 
ſort confirmed our excellencies and prerogatiues. Nor 
haue I taken this taſke vpon me out of ſuppoſition, that 
England would haueloſt her reputation, it I had not tra- 
duced my ſelfeintheſle triuiall tratates.But meerly I pro- 
teſt to affront ſome humoriſts, who as irreſ{olute, or igno- 
rant thinke too lightly of our worth,and in my owne hea- 
ring with a kinde of peremptorines haue marched petrie 
Princes with vs : againſt whom I dare maintaine , that if 
there were ſuch occallon, the voluntaries and idle diſpo- 
ſed of our countrey, would goe in ſuch oops, in 
ſucha manner, that wee neede neither pay cuſtomes for 
ſilkes out of Florence, Genoa, Leuca, or other principall 
States of Italie, nor haue our ſtorchouſes empty of the 
marchandice of 7zata, or China, nor be affrighted with 
the great Galeons and Gallies of Turkie, nor ſtand at a 
ſtay to paſſe the ſtraights, for feare of the Pyrates, nor be 
diverted from the exploration of Countries and plantati- 
on of Colonies. As for the gold of ophir, though ma- 
ny thinke auncient mines may be exhauſted, oh that they 
might try their fortune ; I beleeue we ſhould not neede 
proclamations againſt exportation of our coyne , nor 
runne vp and downethe ftreets with varietie of opinions, 
concerning the preparation of forraine Princes, nor re- 
pine againſt onr owne wants, either ofarmour, munition, 
powder, muſters, ſhipping, or any thinges elſe behtting 
the glory ofa Nation, and of which God be thanked we 
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haue ſufficient. But better is better ; I haue commended 
the peace of Salomon, and mult euer applaud the peacea- 
ble King of great Brittaine : as one of the chieteſt partes 
of bleſſedneile, which the birth of our Sauiour ratified, 
and the comming in of our Prince exampked. And let it 

continue a Gods name with the ſpreading of the Che- 
rubines ouer Sanctum Santtorum, and the ſhadow 
ofthe Almightie couer vs, vntill we come to 
the port indeed of all comfort, happi- 
neſle, and ſecuritie. Ytinam tam
